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Military Order of the Loyal Legion’s 
Final Action on Charges. 


THE ACCUSED SOUGHT INVESTIGATION 


Testimony Given Before the Lexow 
Committee Furnished Grounds 
for the Proceedings—Gen. 
Woodford’s Plea. 


The New-York Commandery of the Mili- 
tary Order of the Loyal Legion, in secret 
session last nirht, at Delmonico’s, expelled 
Capt. William S. Andrews, formerly Excise 


Commissioner, and later Street Cleaning 
Commissioner, for conduct unbecoming a 
gentleman and a companion of the Legion. 

The meeting was one of the largest in the 
history of the organization. The vote was 
161 in favor of expulsion and 76 against. 
This was three votes more than the neces- 
sary two-thirds of those present. ‘ 

Nearly every prominent member of the 
legion attended the meeting, which be- 
gan at 6:30 P. M., and lasted two hours. 
Gen. Horace Porter, Commander of the 
Legion, was present, but did not preside. 
His post was filled by Col. J. Langdon 
Ward, the Vice Commander. The greatest 
interest was taken in the proceedings, and 
those who were unable to obtain entrance 
into the room where the proceedings were 
held stood in groups in the hall and in 
the surrounding rooms, eagerly discussing 
the case. 

Many members of the commandery had 
come from other parts of the State to cast 
their votes on one side or the other. Among 
those from other places was Gen. N. M. 
Curtis of St. Lawrence County, who tow- 
ered head and shoulders above his com- 
rades. 

Copies of the charges against Capt. An- 
drews, which grew out of testimony be- 
fore the Lexow committee, and also of 
his defense thereto, were in the possession 
of every member. 

Capt. Andrews was present at the meet- 
ing, but did not defend himself in person. He 
Was represented by his counsel, Gen. Stew- 
art*L. Wocdford. The charge against Capt. 

’ Andrews was pressed before the meeting by 
Col. Charles C. Suydam, for the prosecu- 
tion. 
After a investigation, undertaken 
at Mr. Andrews’s request, the Board of 
Officers of the Commandery found him 
guilty of conduct unbecoming a gentleman 
and a Companion, and at the October meet- 
ing had recommended his expulsion. The 
question last night was whether the Com- 
mandery should sustain the Board of Offi- 
cers and ratify its action and recom- 
mendations. In voting to sustain the action 
of the Board of Officers, the members last 
night also thereby formally voted to expel.

At the outset of the meeting it was re- 
solved to allot Capt. James Parker, who 
had -preferred the charges, fifteen minutes, 
and half an hour each was to be allotted to 
Gen. Woodford in behalf of Capt. Andrews 
and to Col. Suydam, representing the board 
of officers. 

Capt. Parker said he did not care to make 
any further statement respecting the 
charges, which had been already passed on 
by the board of officers, consisting of Gen. 
Herace Porter, Rear Admiral Daniel L. 
Braine, Major Thomas B. Odell, Capt. Luis 
F. Milio, Acting Assistant Paymaster A. 
Noel Blake, Lieut. Thomas W. B. Hughes, 
Lieut. Col. Charles C. Suydam, Brig. Gen. 
Nicholas W. Day, Paymaster Arthur, Bur- 
tis, Major Edmund H. Russell, and Acting 
Engineer Aaron Vanderbilt. 

Col. Suydam moved that the findings of 
the board of officers be confirmed -and Capt. 
Andrews expelled. ; 

Gen, Woodford, in behalf of Capt. An- 
drews, went exhaustively into the evidence 
produced by the accused before the board 
of officers. 

Gen. Woodford pointed out that only one 
witness testified against Capt, Andrews as 
to any personal knowledge of anything al- 
leged against him in the specifications. That 
witness was Edgar M. Tomlinson, formerly 
Chief Inspector of the Board of Excise, who 
swore before the Lexow committee that in 
December, 1887, he had given a bribe of 
$500 to Capt, Andrews (who was then a 
Commissioner of Excise) to procure the 
granting of an excise license. 

“Jennie E. Tomlinson, the wife of Edgar 
M. Tomlinson,’’ Gen. Woodford said, “ testi- 
fied before the Lexow committee that her 
thusband ‘introduced to her’ a Mrs. Chaude, 
who, Mrs. Tomlinson said, ‘asked me if I 
would vse my influence with my husband 
to get her a license,’ and who, Mrs. Tom- 
linson said, subsequently gave her $500 to 
be used for that purpose. Mrs. Tomlinson 
paid she gave that money to her husband, 
who told her he had given it to Commis- 
sioner Andrews.” 

The attention of the members of the 
Commandery was also called to the fact 
that Capt. Andrews had sworn that the 
charge made by Tomlinson was false, and 
produced testimony to prove that it was 
improbable, and that it was inconsistent 
with the uncontradicted proof submitted 
as to the facts relating to the granting of 
the license referred to, as to his services 
and record as a Commissioner of Excise, 
and as to the record and practice of the 
Board of Excise, of which he was a mem- 
ber. , 

Gen. Woodford said that for the purpose 
of showing that Tomlinson had a motive 
for making a false charge against him, 
Capt. Andrews had submitted proof that 
Tomlinson had a bitter enmity against him, 
and had repeatedly threatened to be re- 
venged upon him, to “crush him to the 
earth” and “ruin him’’; and the reasons 
for Mr. Tomlinson’s enmity were put in evi- 
gence. This testimony as to Mr. Tomlin- 
gon’s tred of and threats against Capt. 
renee was not only not contradicted or 
denied, it was claimed, but much of it was 
given by Tomlinson, who testified that his 
enmity:against Capt. Andrews was so great 
that he did not think he could “ever get 
square with him.” It was stated to the 
commandery that Mrs. Tomlinson also gave 
testimony tending to show her unfriendly 
feeling toward Capt. Andrews, and that 
Capt. Andrews’s denial of the charge was 
uncontradicted, except by Tomlinson. 

Documentary proof from the records of 
the Board of Excise, uncontradicted and 
unquestioned, to show that Tomlingon swore 
falsely, was put in evidence,

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DENNIS M. WYGANT MISSING 


No Stock Found in the Produce Commission 
Merchant's Store—Atiachments for 
About $9,000. 


Dennis M. Wygant, a well-known produce 
commission merchant at 265 Washington 
Street, has been absent from his store 
since Saturday, and he is said to have left 
the city. He has many creditors. 

A Deputy Sheriff took charge of his place 
of business yesterday on attachments for 
about $9,000. He found nothing except a 
safe in the place, all the stock having been 
removed. 

Mr. Wygant’s disappearance was a great 
surprise to the trade, and his friends can 
account for it only on the ground that his 
mind has become unsettled by the strain 
of business cares. 

He has been in business since 1880, and 
always stood well in the trade. He did a 
large business in country produce, grapes, 
pineapples, &c., and was supposed to be 
worth at least $20,000. He attended to his 
business very closely, and was at his store 
early and late. He was at his store, it is 
said, on Saturday as usual, but he did not 
appear on Monday. 

is creditors began to make inquiries on 
Tuesday, with the result that attachments 
were entered against him yesterday. They 
were obtained on the ground that he had 
departed from the State. The largest at- 
tachment was for $5,925 in favor of the 
People’s Bank for cash advanced. Blumen- 
stiel & Hirsch, who obtained the attach- 
ment for the bank, said yesterday that they 
understood that a son of Mr. Wygant had 
received a letter from his father saying 
that he could not face his creditors; that 
he wanted to get away from them, and that 
before the son would receive the letter he 
would be in the far West. Charles and 
Benjamin Hertzog have obtained an at- 
tachment for $2,500. 

Mr. Wygant’s financial troubles are at- 
tributed, in a large measure, to losses on 
grap2s this season. He handled carloads 
of grapes from up the Hudson and 
Western New-York, and, it is said, that the 
prices were so low and expenses of han- 
dling them so large, that no money was 
made in selling them. He was reputed to 
have a fine farm at Marlborough, N. Y., 
but it could not be learned yesterday 
whether he owned it. 

Mr. Wygant is President of the Barclay 
Street aps pews Warehouse Company 
of 219 Washington Street. He was elected 
two years ago on account of his good repu- 
tation in the trade,-and he served without 
salary. He was a small stockholder in the 
compary. It was positively stated yester- 
day that he had not involved the company 
in any way, and that it was not affected at 
all by his troubles. 





GOLD OFFERED TO THE TREASURY 


Conditions Are Such That the Government 
Cannot Accept—Terms of the Offer 
Will Be Strictly Observed. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—Since Secretary 
Carlisle’s offer to pay express charges both 
ways for gold deposited, in order to build 
up the gold reserve, slightly over $600,000 
in gold has been deposited in conformity 
with the offer. 

Many millions of dollars of gold have 
been offered by National banks, but the 
conditions attached have been such that 
Secretary Carlisle has declined to receive 
it. For instance, $700,000 in gold was of- 
fered by Louisville (Ky.) banks. The gold 
was of light weight and the banks wanted it 
accepted at its face and not its bullion 
value. Many banks in Western Sub-Trea- 
sury ‘cities offered to deposit gold if they 
were given a credit in New York... 

The terms of the original offer expressly 
preclude this being done, as it was not the 
intent of the Treasury to assume the ex- 
pense of exchange for National banks. The

TO PREVENT LYNCHING IN VIRGINIA 


Gov. O’Ferrall Makes Suggestions in 
His Message to Legislators. 


RICHMOND, Dec. 4.—The Virginia Assem- 
bly met at noon to-day. The officers nom- 
inated in caucus were elected. Gov. O’Fer- 
rall, in his annual message, declares that 
the financiai condition of Virginia is ex- 
cellent, and the settlement of the State's 
debt with the creditors is so satisfactory 


that no contention will probably be renewed 
on the subject. 

He asks for generous appropriations for 
pensioning Confederate veterans and wid- 
ows. He invokes the power of the Legislat- 
ure to stamp out lynching, and recom- 
mends the passage of an act requiring 
every county or city to pay into the Treas- 
ury of the State, for the benefit of the 

ublic free-school fund, the sum of $200 
or each 1,000 of its ty omg tee not exceed- 
ing $10,000, for every lynching which may 
occur within its limits, and that the ex- 
pense of the military called to protect a 
prisoner from violence shall be refunded to 
the State by the locality where the affair 
occurs. He suggests that the penalty for 
criminal assault or attempted criminal as- 
sault be death. 

He asks that Mnohigbting be made a 
felony, and calls for a special act to break 
up lawlessness in that portion of the State 
opposite the District. of Columbia, 





ROBERT MONROE FINED FOR ASSAULT 


Jury Found Him Guilty, but Strongly 
Recommended Mercy. 


RIVERHEAD, N. Y., Dec. 4.—Robert Mon- 
roe was to-day fined $250 by County Judge 
Wilmot M. Smith, the jury. having ren- 
dered a verdict of guilty of attempted as- 
sault in the third degree, with a strong 
recommendation of metcy. Monroé is a 
well-known New-York theatrical man, and 
is a brother of George . Monroe, the 
actor. He was charged with stabbing Will- 
iam Harris, proprietor of the Foster House, 
at Sayville, in July, 1894. 

Monroe pleaded self-defense, and said that 
Harris had provoked the assault. The de- 
fense endeavored to show that Harris was 
a troublesome character.

VON KILANY! IS DEAD 





The Great Producer of Living Pict- 
ures Succumbs to Consumption. 


COULD NOT BEHOLD HIS TRIUMPH 


Stricken Just Before the Production 
of His Glyptorama on Which He 
Had Spent Two Years’ 

Hard Work. 


Edouard von Kilanyi, poser of living 


pictures, died at 4 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon, in his home, 221. West Fortieth 
Street, of bronchial consumption. 

Kilanyi was the first to see the pleasing 
and money-making possibilities of living 
representations of the works of master 
artists, and to present them to the American 
public. He set New-York a-craze for them 
two years ago when his first series was 
put on the stage at the Garden Theatre. 
His imitators at once became numerous, 
and from one end of the country to the 
other living pictures were the fad of theat- 
rical managers and the amateurs of 
churches and society. n 

Kilanyi, when he saw the popularity of 
his creations, at once began to work on the 
idea that immensity in living pictures would 
be the proper thing with which to revive 
the public favor when, as is always the case 
in regard to novelty, it became satiated 
with the original. And so he began to plan 
the glyptorama, a marvel in mechanism 
and the number of models it requires. 

The glyptorama was a success at Koster 
& Bial’s Monday night—so great a success 
that the spectators called time and again 
for Kilanyi, its inventor. 

But Kilanyi did not respond. He was at 
home and the hand of death had already 
touched him. He had not seen the last few 
rehearsals, but he had been most minute 
in his directions to those who were doing 
things for him. 

Kilanyi’s health began to fail-about three 
months ago, when he caught a severe cold. 
He was deep then in mechanics, and the 
study of light and color effects for his 
giyptorama. He took little heed of his ail- 
ment, and stuck to his work early and late. 

The cold soon developed into bronchial 
consumption, and Kilanyi’s strength began 
to wane. He still persisted in the perfection 
of his glyptorama. All last week, when the 
“inal details were being looked after at 
Koster & Bial’s, and when rehearsals were 
being held three times a day, the master 
was there, ordering and suggesting, making 
changes in the machinery, and arranging 
the models with the skill of a thorough 
artist. 

He was scarcely able last Friday to crawl 
to the stage, and when he reached it he 
sank exhausted into a chair. He could not 
speak above a whisper, but he staid all 
through the rehearsal and transmitted his 
orders through one of his assistants. 

He went home to die. When the time 
for the first public presentation of the 
pictures of the glyptorama came, its creator 
sat in an easy chair, propped by pillows, 
nervous and querulous. As soon-as the 
last picture had been shown, his assistant 
hurried: to his house and told him how the 
spectators had shouted for Kilanyi. 

Kilanyi started to his feet, smiled, and 
fainted. He grew rapidly worse, and died 
at 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon. 

A little while before the end came his 
whole mind -was occupied with his pictures. 
He put his hands over his eyes and called, 
one by one, the titles of the great group- 
ings. 

“Oh, why can’t I see them?” he almost 
sobbed; “‘ the best work of my life!” 

Albert Bial was with him when he died. 

Kilanyi was of a family of actors. He 
was born forty-three years ago, in Dieben, 
a village in Hungary, between Pressburg 
and Buda-Pesth. His mother was ballet 
mistress at the Victoria Theatre, in Berlin, 
and he was thus enabled to familiarize him- 
self with stage management and effects. 

When he was in his teens he learned to 
be a scene painter, and won much credit for 
original and clever combinations on canvas. 
Being of inventive genius and ambition, he 
was not content to spend his life in the pro- 
fession of scene painting, and when he was 
twenty-five years old he originated a spec- 
tacular production and introduced it in 
small towns in Hungary, where it was well 
received. 

He began later to give exhibitions of liv- 
ing pictures, and was so successful in the 
groupings of subjects that he decided to go 
to Germany, and in March, 1892, he gave 
the first large production of living pictures 
at the Reichshallen Theatre in Berlin. The 
house was not a large one, but the produc- 
tion proved very successful and was enthu- 
siastically received. 

He went to Paris the following year and 
gave a production of living pictures at the 
Eldorado. Although the spectators here 
were not as enthusiastic as were those in 
Berlin, the representations were very well 
appreciated. Then he tried London in 1894 
and produced his pictures in the Palace 
Theatre. Here he made a decided hit, and 
it was at this time that he came under the 
notice of American theatrical managers. 
Then he came over to New-York and pro- 
duced his pictures at the Garden Theatre. 

He was hard at work at this time perfect- 
ing the glyptorama, working out in his 
mind the detaiis of the mechanism and of 
color effects. This was hard work, and it 
was still more difficult to materialize his 
ideas, as he lacked the necessary money 
and could not find any capitalists to back 
him. 

It was only a few months ago that he 
had an‘interview with Mr. Bial, who first 
refused to embark in the undertaking of 
producing the glyptorama, but subsequently 
came to the conclusion that there was 
money in it, and put in $7,000, Kilanyi hold- 
ing one-half interest in the scheme. 

The glyptorama was produced again last 
evening, and Mr. Bial thought best not to 
make any announcement of its creator’s 
death from the stage, so as not to cast any 
gloom over the place. 

Kilanyi’s funeral services will be held to- 
morrow afternoon, and the body will prob- 
ably be sent to his native village. He was 
not married. His mother and grandmother 
survive him.

TO BEGIN WORK ON CANALS 


The Surveys of the Channels Will Be Made 
Immediately—All the Water to be 
Drawn Out of the Erie. 


ALBANY, Dec. 4.—State Engineer Campbell 
W. Adams; his deputy, Herschel Roberts, 
and Superintendent George W. Aldridge of 
the State Department of Public Works 
were in consultation for several hours to- 
day with the division and resident engi- 
neers and several of the assistant engineers 
connected with the State Engineers’ De- 
partment, with reference to carrying out 
the work of canal improvement under the 
$9,000,000 appropriation. 

It was decided to begin the surveys at 
once and to put a corps of engineers on 
each fifteen-mile stretch of the Erie Canal. 

With a view of aiding the work of the 
surveyors, Superintendent Aldridge has de- 
cided to draw off the water in the canal 
before there is a chance for ice formation, 
which would materially retard the work. 
This Superintendent Aldridge agreed to at 
the suggestion of the State Engineer, and 
the water will all be drawn off after the 
canal closes to-morrow, with the possible 
exception of that on the level between 
Buffalo and Lockport, where it is expected 
the water will be allowed to remain until 
the last moment so as not to diminish the 
water power obtained from that source by 
the mills at Lockport. 

The State Engineers’ Department has a 
definite idea as to the scope of the improve- 
ment, and the plans for the same are near- 
ing completion. The were discussed at 
length to-day, and the views of all were 
obtained as to the. best method of award- 
ing the contracts and regarding the amount 
of work which should be included in each 
eontract. BA 

It has been decided to deepen the canals 
only to the minimum limit of nine feet for 
the Erie, with eight feet over aqueducts 
and mitre sills, and to seven feet on the 
Champlain. At least $1,000,000, it was 
thought, could be used the first year, and 
the officers believe that the money will be 
available when the first monthly pay roll 
is due. Messrs. Adams & Aldridge believe 
that further legislation is necessary. They 
propose to consult the Attorney General 
and ascertain if the canal improvement law 
can be amended. If it can be, then they 
will have presented to the Legislature a 
bill to reduce the time required for adver- 
Cees each contract from six weeks to two 
weeks. 


MISSING BONDS ARE IN NEW-YORK 





Securities of the Town of Gallatin Now 
in Brokers’ Hands — Their Pay- 
ment Will Be Resisted, 


POUGHKEEPSIE, Dec. 4.—Taxpayers of the 
‘town of Gallatin, Columbia County, are 
agitated by the news that $20,000 of the 
first series of bonds authorized by the Gen- 
eral Bonding act have mysteriously turned 
up in the hands of stock brokers in New- 
York, who, as fast as they become due, 
will call upon the town to pay- their face 
value, with interest. The discovery that 
the bonds were in New-York was made 
about two weeks ago by Treasurer Rainey 
of the Hudson City Savings Institution. 
An investigation by Supervisor Duntz de- 


veloped that the bonds had been stolen 
from the safe at E. J. Brandt's store, 
which was blown open and robbed by 
burglars some time ago. It was supposed 
that the bonds were in the Stissing Bank 
at Pine Plains, where the Town Board h 
directed they should be put. Mr. Brandt 
deposited them in the bank in 1888, when 
he was Supervisor from Gallatin. They 
were bonds that had been called in by the 
issuing of a new series bearing a lower 
mins tag interest, but had never been can- 
celed. 

After the old bonds had been in the 
Pine Plains Bank for several months, 
Cashier Bostwick turned them over to Mr. 
Brandt, stating that he had no room for 
them. At the request of Supervisor Rob- 
ert Hinsdale, Mr. Brandt put the bonds in 
his safe, where they remained at the risk 
of the town until burglars made off with 
them. The bonds run from Nos, 51 to 90, 
both inclusive, and were of the denomina- 
tion of $500 each. 

There is a question whether the town 
can be held for the value of the bonds, and 
— Se Tage to collect will probably be 
resisted. 


FAIR WILL LIiITIGANTS

The Children of the Late California Multi- 
millionaire Are Buying Off 
Contestants, 


SAN Francisco, Dec. 4.—A morning news- 
paper announces another sensation in the 
Fair estate. The trustees and executors 
have discovered that the children of the 
dead millionaire have stolen a march upon 
them, 

Negotiations between the direct and col- 
lateral heirs, which have been in progress 
for some time, have been brought to a suc- 


cessful conclusion, and the children of Fair 
have succeeded in buying off those who had 
a remote prospect of fabulous wealth under 
the trust. 

It cost $400,000 to make the settlement. 
A loan for that amount was secured at the 
Nevada Bank. Some of the collateral heirs 
have already been paid. One of them re- 
ceived his money yesterday and the last 
will be paid within a few days. 

The settlement was eonsummated quietly 
and carefully. In the opinion of the law- 
yers concerned, there is nothing to prevent 
such an arrangement between the children 
of Fair and the other adult heirs. 

None of the attorneys for the Fair chil- 
dren could be induced to discuss the new 
phase of the struggle for Fair’s millions 
rturther than to acknowledge that money 
was being paid out for the purpose of 
placating those legatees who might prove 
troublesome during the litigation. Briefly, 
but pointedly, they confessed that these 
heirs were mom | bought off. 

The attorney for the trustees of the estate 
say they can offer no legal objection to the 
transaction. 


BELIEVED TO BE TRAIN WRECKERS 





Men Thought to Have Caused the 
Preble Disaster Arrested. 


BuFFALO, Dec. 4.—The police arrested four 
men at East Buffalo this morning who, 
they suspect, were members of the gang

When searched at the station house one 
of them was found to have a switch key in 
his possession, while one of the others had 
a Syracuse paper containing an account 
of the wreck. The _ prisoners gave the 
names of Lawrence Sherman, twenty-five 
years old; Frank Frye, thirty; Anthon Le- 
watt, twenty-three, and William Lee, twen- 
ty-six. All gave their occupations as la- 
borers. 

The police decided to send the four to 
the penitentiary for terms of four months 
each, and in the meantime their records will 
be looked into. The Syracuse and Cort- 
land authorities have been notified of the 
arrests.

An Acceptable Holiday Gift. 
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DANCERS ROUTED BY FIRE 





Many of Them Trampled On in the 
Hotel Gables at Ronkonkoma. 


CHILDREN CARRIED THROUGH SMOKE 


“Personal Effects of J. C. Simms’ 


Guests Ruined—The Hotel De- 
stroyed and Neighboring 
Buildings Damaged. 


RONKONKOMA, L. I., Dec. 4.—While a ball 
was in progress at the Hotel Gables on 
the shore of Lake Rokonkoma last night, 
fire was spreading throughout the upper 
floor of the building. When the alarm was 
given there was a wild scramble to es- 


cape from the burning building and in the 
rush many persons were thrown down and 
trampled upon. It was impossible to con- 
trol the fire, and the hotel and its con- 
tents, including the effects of a number of 
the guests, were destroyed. 

The hotel was a frame = structure, 
and three stories high. It was a very 
ornamental building and was the only ho- 
tel on the lake front. It was a very pop- 
ular Summer resort. It was leased last 
Spring for ten years by J. C. Simms of 
Georgia. The season had been remarkably 
successful, and a number of guests had re- 
mained until late. Guests kept going and 
coming, and the hotel remained open. 

Proprietor Simmms decided to give a ball 
to his guests, their friends, and the resi- 
dents of surrounding villages before clos- 
ing the house and returning with his fam- 
ily to his Winter home. Nearly two hun- 
dred persons responded to the invitations 
sent out and the ball promised to be a big 
success. A large number of persons drove 
here in their own carriages, while others 
came by train from New-York and Brooklyn, 
and from Long Island towns. The hotel par- 
lors were crowded, and dancing had been en- 
joyed by nearly everybody present. 

As the hotel was built only for Summer 
occupancy it was fitted with several big 
open fireplaces, to be used should a cold 
spell of weather be encountered toward the 
end of the season. Big log fires were built 
last night in these fireplaces in order to 
warm the house. The fires were kindled 
early and the brisk wind blowing kept 
the logs crackling throughout the early 
evening. ‘a 

The fire was discovered about 10:30 
o'clock. While the majority of the guests 
fled at once, a few took chances and sought 
their wraps. 

The exit became jammed with frightened 
men and women, and several were thrown 
down. and slightly injured by being trampled 
upon by the others. The few permanent 
guests in the house, some of whom had 
children in bed on’ the second floor, made a 
rush for their apartments, and were none 
too soon. They were met by clouds of 
smoke in the upper hallway, and gained 
their rooms with difficulty. Those who had 
little ones hastily wrapped them up in the 
bed clothes and fled, making no effort to 
save their personal effects, whjle the others 
managed to save a portion of their per- 
sonal property. 

When the alarm was given, E. H. New- 
ton and a corps of assistants were prepar- 
ing the supper for the guests. Mr. Newton, 
with several of his assistants, made for the 
upper floors of the hotel to locate the fire 
and learn its extent, but they were beaten 
back by the intense heat and smoke. Mr. 
Newton’s coat caught fire and he saved 
himself from serious injury by ripping it off 
and leaving it behind him. Others who én- 
deavored to fight the flames had narrow 
escapes. 

The hotel was finished in hard wood, and 
this proved good food for the flames, which 
spread rapidly throughout the building. 
Shortly after it was. discovered the fire 
burst through the roof with a roar, and 
the columns of flame attracted attention in 
the surrounding country, and hundreds of 
farmers and others hurried to the scene. 
Their presence was of little use, as there 
is no fire department in this place, and, 
there were no appliances at hand with 
which to fight the fire. 

When the fire had spread throughout the 
hotel it was found that the Casino and 
barns were threatened. It took some time 
to get all the horses and carriages out of 
the barns, but they were saved. 

Then those present set about to save the 
Casino and stables, There was a large 
tank of water on top of the Casino. A 
line of hose was run from that and the 
building and the stables were wetted down. 
While this work was in progress a new 
danger threatened the volunteer firemen and 
assembled spectators. One of the big brick 
chimneys of the hotel toppled over and 
just missed a crowd. 

The hose from the Casino had to be 
abandoned for a time, and that building 
caught fire. The blaze was extinguished, 
but in a short time it started again. After 
a hard battle and a liberal use of water, 
the Casino was saved. The barn caught 
fire once, but it was also saved. Many of 
those fighting the fire were slightly burned, 
while several had narrow escapes from fall- 
ing timbers and débris. 

The burned hotel cost, without the fur- 
niture, $25,000. It is estimated that the 
furnishings were worth $10,000, making a 
total loss of $35,000, which is partly covered 
by insurance. The guests who lost effects 
in the fire could not estimate their loss. 
Several of them lost money as well as 
clothing. The fire is supposed to have been 
caused by one of the chimneys bursting 
because of the heat. 





PECULIAR INSURANCE CONTROVERSY 


Questicn. Whether the Fire Caused 
the Collapse or Vice Versa. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Dec. 4.—A pecullar contro- 
versy has developed between the insur- 
ance companies and concerns burned out 
during Tuesday’s big fire. 

There is a question as to whether the 
fire was caused by the collapse of a floor 
or the collapse was caused by the fire. 

The employes of Schnull & Co., the chief 


losers, claim that the flames broke out 
after the collapse. The insurance com- 
panies, eg. this as their clue, may re- 
fuse to pay the policies, which do not in- 
sure against damage caused by a collapse. 

As the loss is $500,000, a legal fight is 
probable.

AFTER JUDGE PECKHAW’S PLACE 





leading Jurists Who Want to Go Upon the 
State Bench—Judge Vann Has 
Strong Indorsement. 


N. Y., Dec. 4.—An exciting 


canvass is already underway for 
the place on the Court of Appeals 
bench which is to be vacated by Judge 
Peckham in the event of his confirmation 
as United States Supreme Court Justice. 

Shortly after the arrival of the Governor 
at the executive chamber this morning 
Justice Pardon C. Williams of Watertown, 
accompanied by Superintendent of Public 
Instruction Skinnér, waited upon the Gov- 
ernor and had a conference over the an- 
ticipated vacancy. Justice Williams plead- 
ed his own cause. 

Later in the day County Judge Dunmore 
of Oneida presented a petition signed by 


twenty-odd lawyers’ of Oneida County 
urging the appointment of Justice Irving 
G. Vann of Syracuse to the prospective va- 
cancy. 

Following close after him were Fran- 
cis Hendricks and Frank H. Hiscock of 
Syracuse. While they did not come to 
urge the candidacy of Justice Vann, they 
nevertheless, put in a good word for him. 
Mr. Hiscock was a candidate for Supreme 
Court Justice in the Fifth District, and 
hopes to success Justice Vann if the latter 
is named by the Governor for the Appellate 
bench. 

The Vann petitions are printed and ask 
for Justice Vann’s appointment in the 
event of the resignation of Judge Peckham. 

Eighth District lawyers have presented 
the name of Manly C. Green of Buffalo, 
and Albany lawyers, believing that the 
Place belongs to Albany, are bestirring 
themselves. In some quarters ex-Judge 
Edwin Countryman’s name is mentioned. 
Judge Countryman, his friends say, has no 
politics, and if mamed for the tem- 
porary vacancy he will probably be nomi- 
nated by both Democrats and Republicans 
next Fall.

St. Lawrenee County Must Have a New 
Apportionment. 


GOUVERNEUR, N. Y., Dec, 4.—The news 
was received here to-day that the General 
Term had ordered a new apportionment of 
St. Lawrence County. Another election will 
have to be held. 

For years there has been strife between 
Ogdensburg and Gouverneur Republicans. 
When the revised Constitution was adopted 
in 1894 St. Lawrence County was given 
two Assemblymen, and this necessitated a 
division of the county. The subject of the 
division by the County Board caused a 
bitter clash, but Ogdensburg won.

FOREIGN AFFAIRS TO BE PROMINENT 





Reed Hopeless of Assistance from 
the Senate to Enact New 


Revenue Measures. 
CONTESTS FOR PLACES ON COMMITTEES 


The Speaker Much Embarrassed oves 
the Selection of Suitable Men 


for Chairmanships. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—It is perfectly evi 


dent to-day, now that the message of the 


President has been read and commented 
upon by the newspapers and men who as- 
sist newspaper readers and the followers of 
leaders to obtain opinions, that the Presi« 
dent and the Congress are sure to be wide 
apart about policies, and that the burden oi 
providing remedies must be taken up volun-« 
tarily by the legislative branch, and by the 
majority party in the House. The Presi-e 
dent’s proposition that the chief cause of 
our National troubles is to be found in our 
monetary system is repudiated by the Ree 
publicans at once. They insist that the ins 
dustrial depression, the reduced gold supply, 
the loss of confidence in our securities are 
all attributable to a reduction of taxa- 
tion and excessive loss of revenue. 

Holding an opinion so opposed to that aps« 
parently held by the President, the Repub- 
licans are disposed to be resentful because 
the President expressed unconcern about the 
revenues, and did not even ask for in- 
creased internal revenue taxes. It would be 
the policy and programme of the majority 
in the House to go on at once to pass bills 
to provide an immediate increase of customs 
and internal taxes, even if it were sure 
that the President would veto such bills, if 
it were at all sure of its strength in 
the Senate. In that body, however, a ma- 
jority cannot be depended upon for Repub- 
lican purposes. One may be drummed up 
for organization, but when it comes to be 
summoned for the tariff bills or money 
bills, and particularly for bills affecting the 
character of money, it cannot be held 
gether. 

There is no doubt that Mr. Reed 
come to the conclusion that it would be 
hopeless to depend upon the Senate for 
help, and that his caucus speech which fore- 
casts a programme of rest, was made with 
a vision of a divided and impotent Senate 
vexing ‘his soul. Such conservative Re- 
publicans as Mr. Dingley of Maine share

meet, under the Reed rules, on going into 
the corridor lobbies. As Mr. Reed would 
not have the rules modified before adoption, 
the old rule of exclusion was revived. He 
says that he will make a new arrangement, 
either by restricting the use of the lobby 
or a part of it, or by providing another 
convenient room in which members and 
correspondents may meet. 
The Newspaper “ Clerks.” 

Another matter also of importance, which 
he is considering before final action, is the 
rule adopted unanimously at a meeting of 
the body of correspondents, under which all 
legislative employes are refused the privi- 
lege of the press galleries. Under the pro- 
vision of law allowing Senators and Repre- 
sentatives to employ persoral clerks, it be- 
gins to look as if a large proportion of the 
members would be tempted to name some 
newspaper men as their secretaries, and 
then nominate them as special correspond- 
ents for places in the gallery. Men have 
eome here who admit that they could not 
have afforded to come unless they were as- 
sured of pay from the Government in addi- 
tion to the pay given them by their news- 
papers.

Free-Coinage Men Dictate ‘Terms 





to the Republicans. 


THE QUESTION OF REORGANIZATION 


A Forgotten Rule Which May Aid Re- 
publicans in Securing the Sen- 
ate Committees—No Plan 
Yet Formulated. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—The desire of the 
free-coinage Republican Senators to reorgan- 
ize the Senate on lines most advantageous to 
themselves has been a source of great annoy- 
ance to the other Republicans, and has thus 
far prevented any affirmative action in the 
two caucuses held. The free-silver men 
first gave their party associates to under- 


stand on Monday that they were disposed 
to make trouble. They were aided to a 
considerable extent by several Senators 
from the East, who have their eyes upon 
desirable committee places. 

When Mr. Sherman was made Chairman 
of the caucus, he expressed the opinion that 
it would be folly for the Republicans to 
attempt to reorganize the Senate at present. 
He advocated a waiting policy and sug- 
gested that a committee of nine be appoint- 
ed to consult with the Democrats to the 
end that the vacancies on the committees 
might be filled. Mr. Hoar introduced a reso- 
lution embodying this suggestion, and it 
was supported by Messrs. Hale, Aldrich, 
and other Republicans representing the 
conservative element. Senators Proctor, 
Dubois, Gallinger, and Pettigrew, represent- 
ing the young element, objected to this, 
and insisted that they should proceed at 
once to reorganize the Senate and take 
charge, if possible. This compelled the 
withdrawal of Mr. Hoar’s resolution. 

This was the situation which made a fail- 
ure of the first caucus. It was understood 
at the time that the opposition of Mr. Sher- 
man and those who voted with him against 
the Dubois-Pettigrew programme was due 
to their conviction that the Finance Com- 
mittee would, in the event of a reorganiza- 
tion, be made up with a majority of silver 
men. 

The caucus held te-day opened with the 
silver Republicans determined to carry their 
point. Mr. Sherman claimed the right 
to appoint the committee to arrange the 
committee list for the party. After a dis- 
cussion which was not altogether harmo- 
nious, a compromise proposition was agreed 


10 which is regarded as in the interest of 
the younger element. 

Mr. Proctor proposed that the Chairman 
of the caucus, Mr. Sherman, should appoint 
the committee of nine to make committee 
assignments, but that the committee of 
nine selected should first be reported to a 
full caucus for approval or change. This 
proposition was not especially compliment- 
ary to Mr. Sherman, but he and his asso- 
ciates realized that nothing better could be 
secured and they acquiesced with as good 
grace as they could muster. 

The silver Republicans and their allies 
from the Hast, who are looking after good 
committee assignments, say that they will 
not modify their position in the least, being 
confident of their ability to compel compli- 
ance with their desires. : 

The question of the reorganization of the 
Senate did not enter into the discussion at 
to-day’s caucus. Several Republican Sena- 
tors, with whom a correspondent of Tue 
NEW-YoORK Times talked to-day, said it 
would probably be some time before this 
question came up for final settlement. 

The impression is abroad that a few Dem- 
ocrats would like to see the Republicans 
assume charge of legislation. The state- 
ment was made to-day that if the ques- 
tion should come to the front at any time 
in the near future enough Democrats would 
absent themselves from the Chamber to 
give the Republicans a clear field. This 
is not generally credited. The Democrats 
are now in possession of the chief commit- 
tee places'and they will be flying in the 
face of all precedent if they relinquish con- 
trol just because there are more Republi- 
cans than Democrats on the Senate roll. 

An interesting point came to the front 
to-day in connection with the subject of 
reorganization. A newspaper man of an 
inquiring turn of mind made the discovery 
that Senate Rule 24 apparently gives the 
Republicans power to reorganize the com- 
mittees without any outside aid. This rule 
reads as follows: 

in the appointment of the standing committees 
the Senate, unless otherwise ordered, shall 
proceed by ballot to appoint severally the Chair- 
man of each committee, and then, by one bal- 
lot, the other members necessary to complete 
the same. A majority of the whole number of 
votes given shall be necessary to the choice of a 
Chairman of a standing committee, but a plu- 
rality of votes shall elect the other members 
thereof. Ail other committees shall be appointed 
by ballot, and a plurality of vetes shall appoint. 

There are 42 Republicans, 39 Democrats, 
and 6 Populists in the Senate, not count- 
ing Mr. Dupont of Delaware. The Re- 
publicans have a plurality, and it is held by 
Republican Senators, whose attention has 
been directed to this rule, that under it 
there will be nothing to prevent the re- 
organization of the committee on Republican 
lines. While a Chairman could not ‘be 
elected, these Republicans hold that the 
majority of the committee could designate 
a member to acc as Chairman. 

Mr. Aldrich, who was once Chairman of 
the Committee on Rules, said this after- 
noon that this particular rule had never 
before come under his notice. He is of opin- 
ion that it may help the Republicans solve 
the ate now confronting them in case it 
shall be determined to proceed with the 
plan of reorganization favored by many on 
that side of the Chamber. Mr. Harris, who 
is considered an authority on the Senate 
rules, says that the construction of com- 
mittees under this rule would clearly be un- 
constitutional. 

The discovery has caused considerable ex- 
citement in the Senate, and it may lead to 
some interesting developments. The silver 
Republicans declare that they will have to 
be recognized in any scheme of reorganiza- 
tion, and that the Finance Committee must 
be reorganized, if at all, on free silver lines. 
Altogether, the situation, so far as the 
Senate Republicans are concerned, is very 
interesting. 





NOMINATIONS SENT TO THE SENATE. 


Recess Appointments Renewed—Senate 
Takes No Action, 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 4.—The President to- 
day sent to the Senate the nominations of 
United States Judges, Marshals, and At- 
torneys made during the recess of Congress. 
Included in these are those of Walter E. 
Faison of North Carolina, to be Solicitor 
for the Department of State; William M. 
Springer of Illinols, Judge of the Northern 
District, and Constantine B. Kilgore of 
Texas, for the Southern District of Indian 
Territory; and William L. Marbury, Unit- 
ed States Attorney for the District of Mary- 
land. Mr. Marbury was nominated during 
me. last Congress, but the Senate took no 
action. 

Charles R. McKenny of North St. Paul, 
Minn., was to-day appointed parolling 
Clerk of the House for the Fifty-fourt 
Congress. He held the same position in 
the Fifty-first Congress. 

Claude A. O. Russell of Pennsylvania, 
Third Assistant Examiner in the Patent 
Office, Interior Department, has resigned, 
and Alexander D. Lunt of New-York has 
been promoted to the vacancy. 

The Senate, in executive session, did noth- 
ing but refer to the proper committees the 
recess appointments sent in to-day.

WORK FOR SOUND CURRENCY 





WHAT THE REFORM CLUB COMMIT- 
TEE HAS ACCOMPLISHED. 


Literature Distributed and the Out- 
leek for the Future—Trustees 
of the Club Elected. 


At a meeting of the Reform Club on Tues- 
day night, Charles S. Fairchild, Louis Wind- 
miiller, Wallace Macfarlane, Edwin Bald- 
win, and Calvin Tomkins were _ elected 
Trustees for the ensuing year. 

The club’s Committee on Sound Currency, 
of which Mr. Fairchild is Chairman, sub- 
mitted a report of its year’s work, in which 
were mentioned the meetings at which cur- 
rency-reform addresses were made and the 
manner in which the committee expended 
its funds for publications and meetings to 
further its object. 

The series of publications which the com- 
mittee issued consists of twenty-four 
pamphlets, of which a total of 1,637,000 
copies were distributed. The works consti- 
tuting the series and their authors are es 
follows:

In speaking of the most important part 
of its work, the Committee on Sound Cur- 
rency says: 

In April last we commenced supplying broad- 
side supplements sufficient to accompany the 
full editions of co-operating local papers in evéry 

art of the country. In this way sound currency 
iterature was carried direct io the homes of 
rural vote. 

This branch of our work has steadily grown in 
extent and importance, and, in the opinion of 
your committee, is, perhaps, of all the branches 
of our propaganda work the one by which 
the greatest permanent effect is secured at the 
least expense in just those quarters. where educa- 
tional propaganda is most rieeded. It jis an unri- 
valed means of putting into the hands of rural 
yoters—in the sparsely settled counties of the 
most critical States in just the shape in which 
it will be welcomed and read by them—a ful! 
supply of sound currency argument and illustra- 
tion. How effective is this may be somewhat 
appreciated when it is remembered that it is 
just these papers the subscribers of each of 
which are in the main readers of no other period- 
ical. 

Finding that the broadsides were in general 
better adapted to papers of smaller circulation, a 
eonstant effort has been made to extend this 
work among the smaller local papers in the 
South, the West, and Southwest. 

The newspapers thus supplied by us have been 
as follows: In New-Engiand, 21, with a eircu- 
lation of 26,600; the Middle States, 88, circu- 
lation, &8,100; Southern States, 218, circulation, 
165,000; North Central States, 78, circulation, 
116,800; Northwestern States, 66, circulation, 
64,200; Southwest, 136, circulation, 98,800; Pa- 
cific States, 15, circulation, 17,900—making a 
total] of 617 papers, with aggregate circulation 
of 557,400. Through these papers some 2,650,000 
printed sheets have been distributed. 

Counting ‘' plate’ matter supply, (for which 
some, though, as explained above, very little 
deduction should be made from the gross figures 
given below,) the number of documents issued, 
either as pamphlets or “ broadsides,’’ or other- 
‘wise printed to an equal extent, to which the 
committee has given circulation since the begin- 
ning of its work for the year is approximately 
as follows: ‘* Sound-currency "’ pamphlets, 1,637, 
000; ‘‘ broadside’ newspaper pages, 2,649,000; 
‘‘plate’’ matter, newspaper pages, 5,000,000; 
reprints and miscellaneous documents through 
supply bureau, 125,000; speeches, Carlisle, &c., 
(not tMmeluding the much greater number lately 
furnished at expense of others,) 300,000; making 
a total of 9,700,000--the current average on the 
above basis of decuments issued being 950,000 per 
month, The majority of these have been illus 
trated, and less than one-fourth of them have 
been those of statistical and literary character, 
which our friends have too frequently assumed 
to be the only ones issued by us. Taken as a 
whole, indeed, there could scarcely be a more 
thoreughly *‘ popular’’ assortment of literature. 


In mentioning the committee’s progress 
and plans the report says: 

This committee proposes to agitate for the 
prompt payment and final retirement of our legal- 
tender hotes. It proposes ‘to do this without 
reference to what, if any, new plan of bank- 
note currency shall be adopted, We are con- 
fident that, with our present banking and credit 
facilities, any possible unfavorable results from 
the retirement of our legal-tender paper as fast 
as it could be withdrawn by redemption would 
be more than compensated by the accession of 
business confidence which such a programme 
would assure. The committee recognizes that 
our bank-note system is rigid, inadequate, and 
fatally vicious in its entanglement of political 
with financial considerations, and it therefore 
hopes and expects that a safe and adequate 
system will be promptly -developed; but it con- 
siders the adoption of sOme definite plan for the 
retirement of our legal-tender notes as the aim 
first and foremost to be kept in mind; and t 
this work Invites the co-operation of every friend 
of sound currency. 

The report concludes with a statement 
that the outlook is most encouraging, and 
that the deepinterest which has beenaroused 
will lead to a speedy settlement of the cur- 
rency question.

SENATOR ALLEN IS ALMOST —ALONE. 


The Upper House Receives Many 
Bills and Listens to Speeches 
—The Turkish Problem 


to the Front. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—While there is a 
strong sentiment in Congress that the bel- 
ligerent rights of the Cuban revolutionists 
should be recognized, there are compara- 
tively few who share the opinion of Mr. 
Allen of Nebraska, expressed in his speech 


in the Senate to-day, that Cuba should be 
annexed to the United States, Annexation 
is generally considered to be a question of 
the distant future. What the country is 
principally interested in just at present is 
whether the revolutionists shall continue 
in their unequal struggle against Spain 
without any encouragement on the part of 
the United States Government. Mr. Allen’s 
remarks were ill considered and will not be 
approved by those who desire the inde- 
pendence of Cuba. There are several reso- 
lutions bearing on this subject now before 
the Senate, and it is likely that in a few 
days an effort will be made to commit Con- 
gress to an expression which will be help- 
ful to the cause of the revolutionists. 

The Senate spent an bour and a half in 
session to-day, the proceedings concluding 
with a speech by Mr. Allen, the Populist 
Senator from Nebraska, in favor of recog- 
nizing the Cuban revolutionists and aiding 
them ‘‘in all lawful ways ”’ to secure the in- 
dependence of the island and to establish 
a republic there. No actlon was taken on 
his resolution, offered Tuesday, to carry out 
his views, and it went on the calendar, 
where it will remain unless taken up by 
vote of the Senate. Mr. Call, (Dem., Fla.,) 
who was to speak in support of a somewhat 
similar resolution offered by him on Tues- 
day, postponed his speech till to-morrow. 
So did Mr. Cullom, (Rep., Ill.) Petitions for 
the recognition of the independence of Cuba 
were presented from the States of Ohio and 
Plorida and were referred to the Committee 
on Foreign Relations. 

Resolutions were offered by Mr. Hoar (Rep:, 
Mass.,) pledging the support of the Senate 
to the President of the United States “in 
the most. vigorous action he may deem fit 
to take for the protection and security of 
American citizens in Turkey and to obtain 
redress for injuries committed upon them,” 
and calling on the President for all informa- 
tion received by him or the ‘State Depart- 
ment on that subject, and as to whether 
American Consuls in Turkey have been in- 
terfered with in the performance of their 
duties. The first of these resolutions was 
referred to the Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions; the other was agreed to. 

The question of the disputed Senatorship 


from Delaware was brought up in the shape 
of a formal claim in writing of Henry A. 
Dupont to be admitted as a Senator under 
an election by the Laginis ture of Dela- 
ware on the 9th day of May, 1895. The 
paper was presented by Senator Mitchell, 
(Rep., Oregon,) with evidence in support 
of the claim; and the matter was pprerved 
to the Committee on Privileges and Elec- 
tions, Mr. Dupont being, in the meantime, 
admitted to the privileges of the floor. 

Mr. Chandler (Rep., N. H.,) presented pe- 
titions from various counties in Alabama 
alleging the commission of election frauds, 
and asking that Congress shall secure to 
that State a Republican form of govern- 
ment. 

A memorial from the Legislature of Wy- 
oming for the establishment of a National 
park in “the Switzerland of America,” 
was presented by Mr. Clark, (Rep., Wyom- 
ing.) 

Mr. Squire, (Rep., Washington,) in in- 
troducing a bill to provide fortifications 
and other coast defenses, alludéd sarcastic- 
illy to patriotic speeches to be delivered 
to the Senate in favor of Cuban independ- 
ence and other such ‘subjects, ‘‘as if we 
are able,” he said, ‘‘to carry a chip on 
29ur shoulders,”’ the fact being, he added, 
that, ‘of the twenty-eight coast cities of 
the United States, only one of them—New- 
York—had | adequate defense, and even 
New-York had only one-tenth of the means 
of defence that she ought to have. 

Senator Mitchell, (Rep., Oregon,) reintro- 
duced the bill which has appeared before 
several Congresses to rei urse the States 
of California, Oregon, an evada for mon- 
eys expended in the suppression of the war 
of the rebellion. California’s claim is for 
$3,951,915; Oregons, $335,152, and that of 
Nevada $404,040. 

Bills were introduced as follows: 

By Mr. Sewell, (Rep., N. J.)—Amending the de- 
pendent Pension act of June 27, 1890, extending 
the benefit of Sections 2 and 8 from the date of 
its passage to acting assistant or contract sur- 
geons who actually performed the duties of 
assistant surgeon or acting assistant surgeon 
with any military force in the field, and to their 
widows, minor children, &c. 

By Mr. Gray, (Dem., Del.)—To carry into effect 
the recommendations of the International Ameri- 
can Conference by the incorporation of the In- 
ternational American Bank. 

By Mr. Lodge, (Rep., Mass.)--At the re- 
quest of the Immigration Restriction League, 
with headquarters at Boston; amending the im- 
migration laws by adding to the classes of 
aliens thereby excluded from admission all per- 
sons between the ages of fourteen and sixty 
years who cannot both read and write the Eng- 
lish er some other language. 

By Mr. Baker, (Rep., Kan.)—Providing that 
the statute of limitations shall not interpose in 
any suit brought by any laborer, workman, or 
mechanic in the Court of Claims against the 
United States to recover wages under the eight- 
hour law, provided that such suits shall be 
brought within three years from the passage of 
this act. 

By Mr. Peffer, (Pop., Kan.)—Providing for the 
establishment of postal savings depositories, to 
be operated under a plan contemplating the sale 
of adhesive stamps of various values, redeemable 
out of a fund set apart by the Postmaster Gen- 
eral for that purpose. Deposits are to be free 
from taxation, and bear interest at the rate of 
8 per cent. if outstanding six months or more. 

By Mr. Cullom (Rep., fil.)—Providing that no 
person shall be eligible as assignee or receiver 
of a bankrupt co ration engaged in inter- 
State commerce, whe shall have been a Di- 
rector, officer, or employe of such corporation 
at any time during the three years next pre- 
ceding such bankruptcy.

** TONY” HALM’S SILVER WEDDING 


A Happy Gathering in Honor of the Patri- 
arch of Marble Hill Island 
and His Wife. 


The Island of Marble Hill was in a quiv- 
er of excitement last night. Such a cele- 
bration as took place is not likely to be 
seen there again for many a day. It was 
the twenty-fifth wedding anniversary of 
Anton Halm, known far and _ wide 
as “Tony” Halm, and his wife Katie 
Halm. ft seemed as though near- 
ly all of the 800 members of the German 
colony which occupies the island had gath- 
ered within the halls of the Marble Hill 


Hotel. The loiterers at King’s Bridge station 
had “counted with their own eyes 150 
couples,”’ so the size of the crowd may be 
imagined. 

The hotel, which, under the management 
of P. H. Hargrove, rivals more pretentious 
hostelries, stands at_the end of the bridge 
across the Harlem Ship Canal. The canal 
and §Spuyten Duyvil Creek surround the 
island. 

Nearly all the members of the colony are 
related to each other, so the gathering last 
night, though hampered at first by formal- 
ny soon resolved itself into a family party. 
The celebration was begun At 6 o’clock 
with a dinner in the upper hall for the 
immediate family and a few friends. Upon 
the arrival of all the delegations from 
various societies the marriage ceremony 
took place in the lower hall beneath a 
canopy of flowers and stars and bars. The 
Rev. N. Bjerring, who some Years ago 
left the Graeco-Russian Church to take 
charge of the Presbyterian Church 
East Sixty-seventh Street, officiated. The 
bridal couple entered to the strains of 
‘ Lohengrin,” and a few minutes afterward 
were remarried according to the Presby- 
terian ritual. 

Then followed the formal presentation of 
gifts, some speeches, and a eat deal of 
hand shaking among young and old. 

“Tony ’’ Halm came to this country from 
Germany in 1867. By his own thrift he 
built up a lucrative livery and undertaking 
business in Bast Fifty-first Street. Some 
years ago he retired to Marble Hill Island, 
where he is looked upon as the patriarch 
of the colony. He is an active member in 
many societies. Lincoln Lodge of Free and 
Accepted Masons presented to him, last 
night, an ornamented fruit dish. The Ger- 
man Home Association of Unionport gave 
him an enormous basket of cut flowers and 
a dozen spoons, Progress Lodge, Knights 
and Ladies of Honor, a silver tea set; Tur- 
tle Bay Rebecca Odd Fellows, a candela- 
brum, and the Marble Hill Hose Company 
a beautiful silver trumpet and a bread 
dish. In addition to these there were 
a great many other valuable and hand- 
some gifts.

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T0 HELP TRADE IN CHINA 


Mr. Olney Proposes a Plan Which 
Will Benefit Merchants. 





MORE CONSULATES ARE REQUIRED 


Wants Representatives of the United 
States in Large Commercial 
Centres of the Flowery 
Kingdom. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—The opening of new 
ports in the East, under the treaty between 
China and Japan, at the close of the re- 
cent war, has suggested to Secretary Ol- 
ney the prompt employment of opportunity 
to advance American trade interests. He 


asks to have a Consulate established at 
Chung King, Western China; to have Che- 
Foo made a Consulate, and to reduce Ning- 
po to a Consular Agency. 

As the treaty extended a favor to Japan 
to which we became ettitled to share in 
under the “ favored nation” clause in our 
treaty with China of 1868, and as Mr. Olney 
believes that we are entitled also to have 
Consuls at Shasnih, Hu-Chow. and Hong- 
Chow, he finds only strong reasons for 
asking for the Consulate at Chung King. 

We have no Consular officer in Western 
China. Han-Kow, where we have a Consul, 
is the furthest point west at which there 
is a United States officer, and this is over 
800 miles from Chung King, and as over 
400 miles of this distance are unnavigable ex- 
cept in native boats, it usually takes six 
weeks to go from Han-Kow to Chung King. 
Travel by land between these two points is 
hardly ever resorted to. 

American missionaries are numerous in 
the western provinces, and a Consular 
officer stationed among them who could 
communicate for them with the high na- 
tive authorities and see that they were 
safeguarded in all their interests and 
rights under the treaty would be of great 
service. The recent anti-foreign riots in 
Western China have shown how desirable 
the presence there of such an official would 
be. In 1886, when there were other riots of 
a similar nature in the city of Chung King 
itself, this want was also much felt by 
our legation at Pekin, and we were only 
able to settle the claims of citizens who 
had suffered loss there through the inter- 
vention and courtesy of Her British Majes- 
ty’s Minister. 

From a commercial point of view, Chung- 
King is of great importance. It is the 
emporium of the rich and densely popu- 
lated regions of Western China, As a dis- 
4xibuting centre, possessing ample banking 

act its importance cannot be over- 
rated. nee the opening of the city to di- 
rect foreign commerce in 1891, its trade has 
materially increased, and there is no doubt 
that it will continue to do so as foreign 
products become known and the resources 
of this part of China are better appreciat- 
ed abroad. 

Though all our trade with this region 
will probably pass through the ports of 
Shanghai and Hankow, as is done at pres- 
ent, still a Consul at this place could ren- 
der material service to our trade. 

Mr. Olney recommends that an appropria- 
tion of $3,000 be made for the salary of a 
Consul at Chung King. 

His reasons for recommending that Che- 
Foo be a Consulate, and in case this recom- 
mendation is approved, that the Congulate 
at Ningbo be reduced to a Consular Agen- 
oy and placed under the supervision of 
the Consul General, at Shanghai, are that 
Ningpo is situated only a few hours by 
steamer from Shanghai, and, though there 
are quite a number of American mission- 
aries living there or near there, their in- 
terests could just as well be looked after 
from the latter place as from sgee. The 
trade of the place has never been large on 
account of its proximity to Shanghai, and 
for many years there has been a pro- 
gressive diminution in it. 

There is no direct trade between this port 
and the United States, and such duties as-a 
Consular officer has to perform in connec- 
tion with the invoicing of goods which, leay- 
ing this Consular district, go via Shanghai 
to the United States, can just as well be dis- 
charged by an agent as by a Consul or 
Consul General. 

Ningpo is never visited by ships of war, 
and the duties of a Consul are, therefore, 
reduced to a minimum. The reasons for ad- 
vocating the removal of this Consulate to 
Che-Foo are that this latter port is of great 
importance, from its position between Tien- 
Tsin and Shanghai. During three of the 
Winter months it is the only port on the 
coast of Northern China which is not ice 
bound. It is a rendezvous of foreign fleets 
in Summer, that of the United States going 
there every year, and it is the resort of all 
Americans from Shanghai, Pekin, and the 
surrounding country who can get there, 
on account of its salubrious Summer 
climate. 

The trade of the port with the United 
States though small is much more im- 
portant than that of Ningpo. In the in- 
terior cities west of Che-Foo are also a 
number of American missionaries, who 
being obliged to have recourse to the ser- 
vices of a Consular officer, are now com- 

elled to go to Tien-Tsin or Shanghai, a 
ong and expensive jounrney. 

The direct exports from Che-Foo to the 
United States in the last fiscal year, were 
$157,685; from Ningpo, none. 





MAKING A FIGHT FOR RYE NEOK 


Daniel B. Taylor Takes the Union with 
Mamaroneck Vote to Court. 


WHITE PLains, N. Y., Dec. 4.—At an elec- 
tion in the town of Rye Nov. 12 
to determine whether a portion of that 
town known as Rye Neck and a 
portion of the town of Mamaro- 
neck should be incorporated as a village 
under the name of the “‘ Village of Mamaro- 
neck,” a majority of the votes cast were in 
favor of the incorporation, the majority in 
Rye being nine. ‘ 

Now Daniel B. Taylor of the town of 
Rye has presented a petition to County 
Judge Isaac N. Mills in which he says that 
he believes the election was illegal and veid. 
He therefore appeals to the County Judge 
of Westchester County in order that the 
matter may be investigated by him, and if 
found to be illegal, then to be so declared 
and set aside. The petitioner states his 
reasons for his belief as follows: 


That the election was not conducted in ac- 
cordance with law, for the reason that the ballot- 
box used was not under lock and key, and was 
not marked nor in any way protected as pre- 
scribed by the election law. 

That no voting booths were provided, and that 
the votes were prepared and cast openly without 
being folded, and no guard rails were furnished, 
and during the election there was a constant 
crowd of people about the ballot box electioneer- 
ing;*and that no markers were posted showing 
the point which was 150 feet from the polls. 

That the form of ballots was contrary to the 
provisions of law, consisting of a small piece of 
paper with the word ‘ Yes’’ or ‘‘ No” printed 
thereon, and nothing else; that the ballots were 
not the official ballots, and were not officially 
furnished for such election. The election law 
was not in any sense followed, and every ballot 
was in plain view of the crowd. 

That the map and petition for the election were 
not prepared or filed in the County Clerk’s office 
of Westchester County, as provided by law. 

That at the election held in the town of Rye 
divers persons voted in favor of the incorporation 
who were not legally qualified to vote thereat, 
and that such votes were illegal and void, and 
that if those illegal votes had not been cast 
there would have been a majority against the in- 
corporation. 

That the notice provided fcr by law, of such 
act of incorporation, does not contain the pro- 
posed name of the village, as required by the 
statute. 

Wherefore the petitioner prays that the matter 
be heard and investigated by the County Judge, 
and if such election was illegally held, then that 
it be set aside, and for such other relief as the 
petitioner may be entitled to. 

County Judge Willis has set down Sat- 
urday next as the time for a hearing.

‘*Mr. Mayer has teld us of this,” 
rupted Superintendent Dennett, ‘“‘and we 
are trying to catch the would-be black- 
mailer.”’

MANITOBA DETERMINED TO RESIST 








Will Not Budge from Its Present Position On 
the School Question—Has No Fear 
of Coercion. 


WINNIPEG, Manitoba, Dec. 4,.—Premier 
Greenway in an interview to-day declared 
that his Government would stand resolutely 
by the act abolishing Catholic schools, in spite 
of anything the Dominion Government 
might do. Following this The Tribune, 
which speaks with authority for the Mani- 
toba Premier, has this to say regarding the 
school warfare, the climax of which is rap- 
idly approaching: 


Manitoba does not desire to either defy the 
Federal Government or to overreach it. Mani- 
toba believes that the Federal Government, urged 
by the most sordid and despicable of motives, en- 
deavored by menace in the first place to press 
Manitoba into the surrender of her autonomous 
rights. This not being successful, it is now pro- 
posed by the Ottawa authorities to deprive i- 
toba of these rights by a strangling or coercive 
process. 

The people of this province have made up their 
minds that the latter move shall be as futile as 
the former has been. As her present legislation 
is not only entirely constitutional, but is in- 
herently just and equitable, why should Mani- 
toba make any effort to enact further legislation? 
She will, of course, regret any attempted Federal 
interference, but she will certainly resent and re- 
sist it, if it shall be made. 


The paper declares that Manitoba will 
maintain her ground, and is certain to 
triumph in the end. 





MANY TENANTS IN DANGER 


Narrow Escapes at a Fire Which 
Threatened Tenement Houses. 


A six-story building at Attorney and Riv- 
ington Streets caught fire about 6 o’clock 
yesterday morning, and in fifteen minutes 
was in a blaze from top to bottom. The 
firemen. who responded to four alarms, 
succeeded in saving the adjoining tene- 
ments, which were filled with people. 

A dozen persons had to be carried out 
of the adjoining houses, and several men 
had to drop to neighboring roofs. 

The fire began in the rag shop of Wilson & 
Altman, in the cellar of 102 and 104 At- 
torney Street. Its cause is not known. 
Wilson says they had no stove or gas in 
the place. 

Besides the rag shop, there were on the 
ground floor William Katchheim, butter and 
eggs, wh> also occupied the store on Riv- 
ington Street, No. 181, and M. Bremer,:a 
barber, at 108 Attorney Street. On the first 


floor wes Abraham Deroschinsky, clothing; 
on the second, Abraham Kumpf, clothing; 
on the third, Jacob Toffat, aetene, and 
Jacobs & Godkin, buttonhole makers; on 
the fourth, London & Silverstein, children’s 
cloaks, and A. Goldstein, clothing; on the 
fifth, A. Wolf, clothing, and Bopka, 
clothing; on the sixth, Louis Lembeck, 
clothing. David Luzinsky, a bookseller, had 
a shop on the second floor of the Rivington 
Street side of the building. 

None of these firms had much stock on 
hand. Their combined loss was less than 
$25,000. On the building the loss may 
reach $20,000. 

The firemen had most difficult work in 
keeping the adjoining buildings out of 
danger. Streams were played from build- 
ings on the opposite sides of both Attorney 
and Rivington Streets into .he windows of 
the burning building. The smoke was so 
dense that the tenants of seven houses in 
Attorney Street had to vacate their apart- 
ments. 

Those in 183 Rivington Street had a hard 
time of it. On the top floor Policemen 
Reilly and White of the Delancey Street 
Station found the family of Harris Klatz, 
consisting of the parents and seven chil- 
dren. Klatz has been an invalid for six 
months, and could not move. Reilly got 
him on his back, and carried him down 
stairs and into a neighbor’s house. 

The watchmen in the flaming buildin 
had narrow escapes. Toffat, on the thir 
floor, had a man named J. Zoloschitz. Bop- 
ka, on the fifth fioor, had a man known as 
“Italian Joe,’’ and’ Lembeck’s watchman 
is Jacob Weisenfeldt. All three tried to 
run down stairs, but were driven back. 
They made their way through the smoke 
to e roof, and dropped to the next roof. 
They then easily got to the street. 

George Lang, seventy-eight years old, 
who slept in Jacobs & Godkin’s buttonhole 

lace, on the third floor, was awakened by 

he noise of the engines, and ran to a 
window, where he was knocked down by 
a dash of water. He then got down to the 
first fioor, from which he was rescued by 
Policeman Haas of the Delancey Street 
Station. 

A horse in a stable in the rear of 185 
Rivington Street was led cere the pool- 
room of M. Singer, at that number. ‘

Knowledge of Continued Mis- 


conduct by Ludlow Street 
Jail Employes. 


The jury for the trial of Sheriff Edward 
J. H. Tamsen, who is under indictment for 
neglect of duty and incompetency in allowing 
Killoran, Russell, and Allen, the alleged 
Post Office thieves, to estape from Lud- 
low Street Jail, was completed yesterday 
in Part II. of the Court of General Ses- 
sions. The jurymen are:

As soon as he called the court to order 
yesterday, Judge Allison called the attention 
of the attorneys to the fact that the Sheriff 
had not pleaded, his only answer to the 
indictment being a demurrer, which had been 
overruled. 

Gen. Benjamin F. Tracy, who appeared 
with Malcolm Graham and Charles F. Mc- 
Lean. as counsel for the Sheriff, said his cli- 
ent would plead “not guilty.” Assistant 
District Attorneys Bartow S. Weeks and 
George Gordon Battle, appeared as prose- 
cutors. Sheriff Tamsen was in court during 
the day’s proceedings. 

After the Sheriff had pleaded, the work of 
securing a juror to take the place of 
Morris Frank, who had been chosen as 
Juror No. 1, and whose qualifications were 
the subject of a peremptory challenge, went 
on, . 

William H. Muller was called, and said 
the fact that an indictment had been found 
against the Sheriff had created more or 


less of a presumption in his mind of Mr. 
Tamsen’s case, but he could get rid of 
the presumption if the evidence warranted 
him in so doing. A challenge by Gen. 
Tracy was overruled, and Mr. Muller en- 
tered the jury box. 

Several other challenges were made by 
the prosecution and defense before the jury 
was completed, as given above. 

When the jury was completed, Mr. Gra- 
ham moved for a dismissal of the indict- 
ment on the ground that no offense had 
been committed against the laws of New- 
York, as charged. Judge Allison denied the 
motion, 

Assistant District Attorney Weeks then 
began the opening address for the prosecu- 
tion. He told the jury that the state of 
affairs in Ludlow Street Jail was not only 
shameful, but such as would merit, in the 
judgment of any thinking person, the sus- 
picion that the three alleged Post Office 
robbers had made their exit from the jail as 
the result of a collusion. He added: 

I will introduce evidence to show that the man 
Fredericks, who was nominally known as 
the cleaner of the Jail, did. no clean- 
ing at all; that he permitted these three 
Post Office robbers to do it in reward 
for privileges ‘and for extra meals and tobacco. 
I will show that it was known to the Sheriff that 
Fredericks, on account of his negligent manner of 
attending to his duties, was picked cut as a mark 
by the fugitives, and that on one occasion he was 
offered a bribe of $500, which he refused. I will 
show that not only tobacco was given to these 
men for their work, but that they got a big 
drink of beer every Saturday night. 

Here. were three dangerous prisoners of the 
Government, one of whom was actually serving 
out a sentence, allowed to do as they pleased, 
allowed the privilege of the yard, of the corri- 
dors, and of the halls, with the knowledge of the 
Sheriff, who used no means to stop the illegal 
conduct. Furthermore, there will be produced 
evidence to show that the Warden and the kecpers 
not only knew of these proceedings, but ap- 
proved of them. 

Witnesses will be placed on the stand who 
will testify that $15 a week was paid by Killo- 
ran, Russell, and Allen at the jail for good 
board, such as they were not entitled to; that 
games of cards were played between the keepers 
of the jail and the prisoners, and that the 
Warden also indulged in these games, and that 
it was understood that when the prisoners lost 
at the games they paid, but when the Warden 
lost he did not pay. 

It will be shown in evidence that ‘‘ Old Bill ”’ 
Vosburg, one of the oldest criminals of note 
in the country, was allowed day after day to 
have free and easy access to the fugitives. 
Vosburg, in his visits, did not go alone. He 
took with him, contrary to all regulations, the 
wife of Russell, who saw her. husband alone. 
Vosburg also took his own daughter with him 
on many trips. At one time he was known to 
take into the jail two pistols in his hip pockets, 
one in his front pocket, and a bottle of whisky 
in his coat. 


Gen. Tracy objected to this part of the 
address as irrievant. District Attorney 
Fellows argued that the statements were 
made to show that evidence would be forth- 
coming to prove the misdemeanor of the 
Sheriff, based on his neglect in allowing 
such men to remain in charge of the jail. 

“Fy Weeks was allowed to proceed. He 
said: 

These facts which I have disclosed to you were 
made known to the Sheriff, and he neglected to 
displace any of his employes. In regard to the 
money conveyed to Killoran, Russell, and Allen, 
it will be disclosed that at one time shortly be- 
fore their escape they had as much as $6,000 in 
their possession at one time. 

Before Mr. Weeks finished his address 
Judge Allison adjourned the court until 
10:30 o’eclock this morning. 

In making one of his objections to Mr. 
Weeks’s speech, Gen. Tracy said the de- 
fense intends to prove that *the three 
escaped men, being Federal prisoners, were 
not the direct charge of the Sheriff, and 
that he was not responsible for them.

Jersey City, Dec. 4.—Mrs. Jane Mc- 
Gown of 219 Van Horn Street was serious- 
ly injured by a trolley car to-day. She left 
her home to visit a friend living in Jewett 
Avenue. As she was leaving the car at 
that street and Monticello Avenue the con- 
ductor, who was inside the car, started it 
so quickly that Mrs. McGown’s dress was 
caught on the step. She was dragged half 
a block. sonnee Thompson, who was pass- 
ing, caught er by the shoulders, and 
kept her head from striking the pavement 
until the car could be stopped. 

Mrs. McGown was taken to a friend’s 
house, and a physician said she was too 
seriously injured to permit of her removal 
to her home.

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vestigated, and called attention to a statement 
that he had failed to account for money in- 
trusted to him as a receiver. The facts in rela- 
tion to that matter were thereupon inquired 
into, as bearing on the question of character. 

Capt. Andrews produced evidence, including 
the’ statement of a Justice of the Supreme Court, 
which was not contradicted or denied, that every 
dollar he had paid out as receiver in that matter 
was paid by order of, court, and that no dis- 
credit or blame could attach to him in the mat- 
ter; that the claim against him was settled, and 
a final order entered, twenty-one years £89, de- 
claring him not to have been guilty of any in- 
tentional contempt of court. : 

Except as stated, no testimony whatever was 
offered as bearing against the personal character 
of Capt. Andrews. 

Several witnesses testified as to their personal 
acquaintance with, and knowledge 0, Capt. 
Andrews as a gentleman, as to his integrity, and 
as to his valuable service and honorable record 
as a public official; and letters and documents 
tending to establish his good character were put 
in evidence. 

The testimony of several witnesses was taken, 
orally and by affidavit, offered for the purpose of 
impeaching the character and credibility of both 
Mr. and Mrs, Tomlinson. Most of that testi- 
mony was denied by Mr. Tomlinson, who testi- 
fled to the effect that six of those witnesses had 
sworn falsely. 

The uncontradicted proof taken was that Mrs. 
Tomlinson is, and has been for several years past, 
prohibited from receiving registered letters 
or money through the Post Office, under 
what is known as a “fraud order,’’ issued by 
the Postmaster General against her, as a person 
‘conducting a scheme to defraud through the 
mail,” and that a similar ‘* fraud order is is- 
sued against the present President of the Deer 
Park Land and Investment Company, of which Mr. 
Tomlinson is Secretary, and of which Mrs. Tom- 
linson is the bookkeeper; all of which was Mot 
denied. 

Capt. Andrews put in evidence an order of 
arrest for Mr. Tomlinson in an action of slander 
and defamation of character in the Supreme 
Court, .together withthe affidavits and papers 
upon which the order of arrest was issued on 
Dec. 3, 1894; but stated that it was his inten- 
tigen not to arrest Mr. Tomlinson, pending the in- 
vestigation by the Loydi Legion, not wishing to 
put himself in the position of having attempted 
to intimidate him or prevent him from appear- 
ing as a free and untrammelled witness. 
As to the specification charging that Capt. 
Andrews had, while Commissioner of Street 
Cleaning, corruptly accepted money from a con- 
tractor with the Department of Street Cleaning, 
no testimony whatever was taken except the un- 
contradicted statement of Capt.. Andrews, which 
was a direct and explicit denial of the charge, 
with a circumstantial and detailed account of all 
the facts connected with it. 

The specification alleging that Capt. Andrews, 

in 1888, under a ‘‘ pretense’’ that he ** would 
safely keey’’ and “‘ repay the same ’’ took from a 
pensioner money received for arrears of pension, 
and that he, Andrews, ‘‘ did nerreneseee to his 
own use a large amount of said moneys,’’ and 
**did not repay the same,’’ and ‘has not paid 
he same.’’ 
. The only evidence offered or taken in support 
of that specification consisted of part of the rec- 
ord of an action brought against Capt. Andrews 
in the New-York Supreme Court, and decided in 
his favor, in 1885, and parts of the record of an 
investigation asked for by Capt. Andrews and 
made by the Commissioner of Pensions and the 
Attorney General of the United States in 1886. 

Upon that examination it was found that Capt. 
Andrews had assisted Capt. A. S. Toplanyi, an 
old and intimate army associate who was suf- 
fering from disease and reduced to poverty, to 
obtain a pension, and had supported him and pro- 
vided for him before he obtained his pension; 
that, at the request of Toplanyi, when the pen- 
sion money was received, Capt. Andrews ac- 
cepted it as a gift, for the purpose of prevent- 
ing it from being attached by persons alleging 
claims against Toplanyi; that, as a matter of 
fact, Capt. Andrews applied every dollar of the 
money to the use and benefit of Capt. Toplanyl, 
and gave to him, or paid out for him upon his 
order or request, between $200 and $300 more 
than was received from him. ‘ 

Those findings were shown by certified copies 
of the record brought from the Pension Office, 
together with a sworn statement made by Capt. 
Toplanyi in 1885. Capt. Andrews proposed that, 
if they were not deemed to be sufficient and con- 
clusive evidence that he had returned to Capt. 
Toplanyi all the money received from him, the 
Commissioner of Pensions should be requested to 
permit the entire record containing all the testi- 
money, including an itemized statement of Capt. 
Andrews’s payments to and on the account of 
Capt. Toplanyi, to be brought before the Board of 
Officers. Lieut. Commander Parker and Capt. 
Andrews went to the Pension Office and there 
examined the record together, after which Capt. 
Andrews put in evidence certified copies of the 
findings as above stated, and they were not con- 
tradicted or questioned, and no intimation was 
given to Capt. Andrews that they were not ac- 
cepted as final and conclusive. 

Every allegation contained in the specification 
was met by a direct and explicit denial, sup- 
ported by testimony and documentary proof taken 
chiefly from the public records of the Board of 
Excise of the City of New-York, and from the 
United States Pension Office. The testimony 
was given by witnesses whose character and 
credibility was not impeached or questioned by 
any evidence whatever, and whose,sworn state- 
ments were not contradicted, excépt by Edgar 
M. Tomlinson; and the authenticity and accuracy 
of the official records put in evidence was not 
questioned. 

Delieving, as he did, that the @harges against 
him would not be found to be sustained unless 
upon evidence proving them .to be true, or proy- 
ing his denial of them to be false, and confident 
that no such evidence had been taken; and, be- 
lieving it :c be impossible that insinuations, 
statements, or assertions that were not evidence 
would be accepted or considered, or that preju- 
dice, bias, Or preconcieved impressions or con- 
victions could influence the determination; and, 
having shown that his social and business stand- 
ing is good, and that during more than thirty 
years past he has occupied many positions of 
trust; and, having answered every question put 
to him and expressed his willingness and desire 
to answer any further questions that might. be 
put to him; and, not having received any intima- 
tion that any further proof in refutation of the 
charges against him was necessary or desired— 
Capt. Andrews had rested his case. 

Gen. Woodford said that only nine of the 
thirteen members of the Board of Officers 
had taken any part in the’ investigation 
and report, and that since the report was 
made Capt. Andrews had been informed 
by members of the board that it was not 
the unanimous decision of the nine ol- 
ficers who heard the’ evidence and voted 
on the report, and that the vote was so 
taken that it was impossible for any one 
member of the board to know how another 
had voted. 

In relation to the Toplanyi case, Gen. 
Woodford submitted many documents, in- 
cluding letter from Toplanyi stating that 
Capt. Andrews was not indebted to him 
in any sum whatever, and also the papers 
in the exonerating examination made in 
that case by the United States Commis- 
sioner of Pensions, and a letter certifying 
to the professional and social standing of 
the accused, signed by Justices Van Brunt, 
Barrett, Allen, Beach, Truax, and Ingraham 
of the Superior Court. 

Speaking in regard to the $1,000 borrowed 
of eorge Plunkitt, Gen. Woodford 
presented the evidence given by Capt. 
Andrews before the board of officers, which 
was to the effect that the loan was a mere 
personal accommodation ftom one friend 
to another. An affidavit was submitted 
from Mr. Plunkitt declaring he was not in- 
terested in any contracts in the Street 
Cleaning Department. Gen. Woodford said 
there had been no proof whatever. offered 
that Mr. Plunkitt had any reason or motive 
for giving Capt. Andrews the money or 
bribing him, The denial of Capt. An- 
drews had not been contradicted or de- 
nied. 

The attention of the members of the com- 
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mandery was called to the fact that the 
license for the Hotel Tortoni_was properly 
issued on the papers submitted to the Excise 
Board. Tomlinson’s veracity was attacked. 

In summing up, Gen. Woodford said: 

Personal character and reputation, as shown 
by social position, business connections, and re- 
sponsibilities, and public service, would, Capt. 
Andrews believed, be taken into consideration in 
reaching a conclusion as to the truth of ac- 
cusations not based upon irrefutable evidence and 
inconsistent with an otherwise honorable record, 

He, therefore, put in evidence letters and in- 
dorsements, and submitted personal statements 
relative to his official service, his public and 
private business career, and his social relations, 
so far as they might be considered as affecting 
his reputation and standing in the community. 

He put in evidence a reference to him made by 
Dr. Howard Crosby in an article published in 
The North American Review for May, 189i, in 
which he declared that William S. Andrews was 
a ‘‘prominent member of the only good Excise 
Board the City of New-York ever possessed.” 

Capt. Andrews said: ‘‘ The fact that lama 
member of the Loyal Legion creates a presump- 
tion that Iam a gentleman and a man of honor.”’ 
He asked the members of the board to throw 
aside all questions of ordinary procedure in 
taking testimony or evidence and to go out 
among the people who knew him, and with whom 
he has had soctal and business relations, and 
get from them their knowledge and opinion of 
him during the twenty-eight years that he had 
been in public life, a public official, a wnember 
of many of the leading social clubs, and the per- 
sonal friend and associate of gentlemen of the 
highest standing in the community, no accusa- 
tion, except those which were being then investi- 
gated upon his request, ever having been brought 
against him during his civil or military career. 

Gen. Woodford was frequently applauded 
by the friends of Capt. Andrews. 

Col. Suydam, in summing up in behalf of 
the board of officers, claimed- that the 
charges against Capt. Andrews had been 
proved. He asked the cOmmandery to sus- 
tatin the board of officers. 

The question of sustaining the board of 
officers and expelling Capt. Andrews was 
then put to a vote. 

Capt. Andrews left the YYoom as _ soon as 
the vote was announced. Gen. Woodford, 
his counsel, refused to make any statement 
for publication regarding the action of the 
commandery. 

Officers of the commandery stated after 
the meeting that there was no appeal to the 
Grand Commandery from the action of the 
New-York Commandery. 
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SOME OBJECTION TO CANDIDATES 
BEFORE THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


Those Who Were Selected to Fill the 
Full Term of Five Years—Four 
Teachers Retired. 


The principal discussion yesterday at the 
meeting of the Board of Education arose 
just before the hour for adjournment, when 
the report of the Committee of the Whole 
appointing School Trustees for the full term 
of five years, was presented. 

Commissioner Hubbell, after he had moved 
the adoption of the committee’s report in 
so far as the first eighteen wards was con- 
cerned, and his motion had been adopted, 
suggested the substitution in the Nine- 
teenth Ward of the name of Marie E. 
Houston, as Trustee, in place of that of 
Louis J. Hornthall. 

Commissioner Hunt brought up the story 
of Trustee Hornthall’s alleged conduct .in 
office, in not only securing the appointment 
of his two nieces to positions as teachers in 
schools over which he had no jurisdiction, 
but in afterward having them transferred 
to schools in his own ward, the Nineteenth, 
and in having used his influence to have 


them promoted. 

After a somewhat heated debate about 
proceeding with business in open session, it 
was decided to proceed with the subject out 
of executive session, and Commissioners 
Hunt, Strauss, Little, and others, expressed 
their views as to the suitability of Trustee 
Hornthall for re-appointment. He was fin- 
ally reappointed by a vote of 13 to 6. 

The next discussion arose when Commis- 
sioner Hubbell moved to substitute William 
B. Putney, for Trustee Dr. Joseph H. Byrne, 
in the Twenty-second Ward. Commissioner 
Van Arsdale and others spoke in favor of 
Trustee Byrne, and finally he was re-ap- 
pointed. P 

The balance ofthe report of the Committee 
of the Whole was then adopted. This 
is the full list of the new Trustees, many 
of them being reappointments:

In addition, Edward H.. Sweeny was ap- 
pointed to fill a vacancy in the Sixth Ward, 
and Mrs. Dr. Abby MclIvor to fill a va- 
cancy in the Twenty-third Ward. 

After the transaction of the usual routine 
business, during the first part of the meet- 
ing; the board ras received a’ communica- 
tion from the Mayor giving notice that he 
had appointed D. E. McSweeny to succeed 
himself as a Commissioner, and W. E. 
Andrews to succeed Trustee J. A. Golden. 
Both will serve three years. 

The report of the Committee on Teachers 
recommending the retirement of Elizabeth 
Wardell, School No. 24; Elizabeth N. Beale, 
School No. 11; Maria J. Sweeny, School No. 
21, and Josephine P. Hume, School No. 32, 
was adopted. 

The board adjourned to this afternoon at 
4 o’clock, when the reports of the Commit- 
tee on Amending By-Laws will be acted 
upon, and other business of importance will 
be transacted. 





LOSSES BY FIRE. 


MALONE, N. Y., Dec. 4.—Fire started in the 
rear of Hutchins & Wilson's insurance office in 
the Raymond Block about 6 o'clock last night 
and soon spread to the upper stories 0 
Beman & illiamson’s block adjoining, and 
when apparently under control it was discovered 
again in the upper stories of the Cherier & 
Adams blocks. All of these buildings were 
partially destroyed above the second floors. The 
lower floors were occupied by merchants, whose 
stocks were damaged by a flood water or by 
smoke. Those badly damaged by water or 
smoke are: R. McMiller, drugs; C. C. William- 
son, dry goods and groceries; York & Cantwell, 
ewelers; Floyd G. Shufelt, boots and shoes; BE. 

Muller, jeweller; Hutchins & Wilson, in- 
surance office; the Hon. S. A. Beman, law office; 
The Farmers’ Advocate and E. N. W. Robbins, 
job printing establishment; M. T. Scanlon, law 
offices, and Supervisor Adams's office; J. J. 
Murphy & Co., general merchants; Hawley & 
Welch, tailors, and G. W. Marden & Son, merch- 
ant tailors, were also somewhat damaged. 

The loss is estimated at $25,000. Most of the 
parties were well insured. 


SOMERVILLE, N. J., Dec. 4.—The outbuildings 
on the large dairy farm of Horace Vanderbeck 
near Burnt Mills, were destroyed by fire yester- 
day. The fire was started by the explosion of a 
lantern in the cow stables. None of the live 
stock was rescued. More than twenty cows per- 
ished. The buildings were insured, but the loss 
on the cattle will exceed $6,000. 

The barns of J. A. Voorhees, near South 
Branch, were destroyed last night by fire, r~ 
posed to have been started by an incendiary. e 
loss will amount to $1,500. 


UTica, N. Y., Dec. 4.—The finishing house of 
the furniture factory of John Haberer, in Low- 
ville, was burned this morning. It was filled 
with fine furniture. The loss will amount to 
$12,000 or $15,000. Mr. Harberer carried an in- 
surance of $10,000. The flames were prevented 
from communicating with the factory, but the 
office, situated beside the finishing house, was 
destroyed.

Seth Low Leads the Opposition to 


Political Nominations by the 


Organization—An Excit- 


ing Contest. 


Honors were about equally divided be- 
tween the straight and anti-straight ticket 
men at the annual meeting of Good Govern- 


ment Club A, at 722 Lexington Avenue, last 
night. 

There was an exciting discussion between 
them as to the course of the club in future 
political campaigns, and the result was the 
adoption of a resolution of compromise of- 
fered by President Seth Low of Columbia 
College. In the exciting election for four 
Trustees the straight-ticket men elected 
two and the antis two members of the 
board. 

It was the largest meeting that has been 
held in the clubhouse since the November 
election, and when President De Forest 
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Grant called the meeting to-order there 
were over 100 members of the club pres- 
ent. Among them were Wheeler H. Peck- 
ham, R. Fulton Cutting, W. Harris Roome, 
Jacob H. Schliff, Gustav H. Schwab, Lewis 
L. Delafield, J: Noble Hayes, Max J. Liss- 
aner, Coroner Hoeber, A Van Briesen, Sam- 
uel Greenbaum, Abraham I. Elkins, James 
R. Burnet, Edmond Kelly, John E. Way- 
land, and Dr. Satterthwaite. 

After the disposal of some routine busi- 
ness, it was decided to proceed with the 
election of four Trustees to fill vacancies. 
The Nominating Committee of.the club had 


named G. Beekman Hoppin, A. Edmund 
Hildick, John E. Wayland, and Dr. Thom- 
as W. Satterthwaite to fill the vacancies, 
but there was much opposition to this 
ticket, and the following gentlement were 
also put in nomination: Gustav H. Schwab, 

. S. Fenssell, Roland Holt, Wheeler H. 
Peckham, Samuel H. Ordway, Samuel 
Greenbaum, and Edmond Kelly. There was 
na opposition to G. Beekman Hoppin, and 
he was elected by acclamation. 

The election was suspended at the sug- 
gestion of Mr. Law. He said that, in view 
of the differences of opinion known to ex- 
ist among the members of the club as to the 
future policy of the club, the election should 
be postponed until the meeting had ex- 
pressed its oponion in regard to the policy 
which the trustees to be elected should rep- 
resent. 

James R. Burnett then presented a pre- 
amble and series of resolutions, in which 
the policy of the club in standing by the 
straight ticket nominated by the Good Gov- 
ernment people at the last election was en- 
dorsed. 

Wheeler H. Peckham offered a resolution 
to the effect that the delegates of the 
club to the Council of the Confederated 
Good Government Clubs should labor for 
the passage of an amendment to its con- 
stitution providing that no independent 
nominations be meade without the consent 
of three-fourths of the delegates elected to 
the convention. 

After a discussion, in which Mr. Peck- 
ham, Mr. Burnet, J. Noble Hayes, and 
others took part, Mr. Burnet?s resolutions 
were withdrawn. 

Mr. Low then offered the following as a 
substitute for the resolution offered by Mr. 
Peckham. 

Resolved, That is is the sense of this club 
that the Good Government Clubs, as a confed- 
erated organization, should hereafter abstain 
from making independent county and city nom- 
inations, unless the proposed nominations have 
first been approved by a majority of the clubs 
sending delegates to the nominating convention. 

Resolved, That our Trustees to be elected to- 
night and our delegates to the council be in- 
structed to procure, if possible, an amendment 
to the constitution to this effect. 

In urging the adoption of the resolutions 
Mr. Low made an eloquent address in which 
hereviewed the political history of this city 
and Brooklyn, with especial reference to 
Maporalty campaigns. -He said that he was 
opposed to the running of a straight ticket 
by the Goog Government Clubs last Fall 
because it threatened to postpone municipal 
reform for a generation. The independent 
nominations in the last campaign tended to 
divide the friends of good government in- 
stead of uniting them. Had the ticket nom- 
inated at the Good Government Clubs’ Con- 
vention been submitted to a majority of the 
clubs, he was satisfied that it would have 
been withdrawn, as it should have been. 

Mr. Peckham withdrew his resolution and 
accepted that of President Low. 

W. Harris Roome desired to amend the 
resolution so as to have the delegates to 
the convention instructed as to whether 
they should vote for a straight ticket or 
not, but this amendment was-voted down 
aind Mr. Low’s resolution was adopted. 

Abraham I. Elkins offered a resolution 
asking President De Forest Grant to re- 
sign because he had refused to call a 
meeting of the club prior to the last elec- 
tion, when requested to do so by a con- 
stitutional number of members at which 
proposed meeting it was intended to have 
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action taken on the ticket nominated at 
the Good Government Clubs’ convention. 

The resolution was received with hisses 
and other signs of disapprobation, and it 
was laid on the table. 

President Grant said that the charge 
made against him that he refused to call 
this special meeting, as requested, is now 
rod investigated by a ccmmittee of the 
club, 

The election was then proceeded with, 
and the result, which was announced just 
before midnight. was as follows: 

Class of ’96—-G. Beekman Hoppin; class 
of ’97—Gustav H. Schwab; lass of ’‘98—

land; class of ’99—A. S. Frissell.

RAID ON BROOKLYN POOLROOMS 


Ex-Boss McLaughlin Was In a Place Com- 
plained Of, but He Was Only 
Reading a Paper. 


Poolrooms have been opon in Brooklyn for 
some time, and many complaints have been 
made to the police. ‘“‘ Jack’’ McAuliffe, the 
pugilist, called at Police Headquarters 
Thanksgiving Day and complained that 
there was a poolroom at 7 Willoughby 
Street. 

The police yesterday, under the direction 
of Inspector John Mackellar, made a con- 
certed movement upon five places, but the 
place at 7 Willoughby Street was not 
caught. 

When the detectives, who are well known 


in Brooklyn, forced an entrance into 7 


Willoughby Street, ex-‘‘ Boss’’ McLaughlin 
was one of the interested spectators. The 


police saw a number of men in the. place, 
but they were all reading, and, as there 
were no indications that books were being 
made on the races, no arrests were made. 

At 8 Willoughby Street two arrests were 
made. The prisoners were Thomas Feeley, 
twenty years old, of 330 Lafayette Avenue, 
and John Gallagher, thirty-one years old, 
who refused to give any address. Michael 
F. Meehan, thirty-five years old, of 74 
Broadway, was arrested at 240 Flushing 
Avenue. There would have been other an 
rests had not the ‘‘ watcher” discovered 
Detective Byrnes and given the alarm. At 
Fifth Avenue and Prospect Avenue Thomas 
F, Langdon, forty years old, was arrested. 

The big raid, however, was made in the 
Irving Hotel, Fulton Street and Manhattan 
Crossing, where Detectives Weiser and 
Reynolds, assisted by several policemen, 
caught George Reeves, forty-seven years 
old, a baker, of 1,188 Fulton Street; Henry 
C. Warner, forty, an electrician, of Cham- 
bers and West Streets, this city; Frank 
Blackmore, forty years old, of 956 Myrtle 
Avenue; James Rowley, twenty-seven years 
old, of 326 Grand Street; Henry Palmer, 
forty-five years old, of 1,584 Broadway, and 
James J. Smith, fifty-four years old, of 911 
Third Avenue. 

They were all locked up in the Adams 
Street Police Station, and subsequently 
were taken before Justice Walsh, who ad- 
mitted them to bail each in the sum of 
$1,090, 

Gambling implements of all kinds, slips, 
and books were taken to Police Headquar- 
ters. Henry C. Warner, who was arrested 
in the Irving Hotel, had in his possession 
$900, two gold watches, and several dia- 
monds. 

It is said that the places are backed by 
men who_live in this city. None of the 
principals was arrested. 

The police say that they had all the ar- 
rangements made for raiding the place be- 
fore McAuliffe made his complaint, and that 
ve had nothing whatever to do in the mat- 
er. 

What the police cannot understand is how 
the people at 7 Willoughby Street got the 
‘“tip’’ that a raid was about to be made. 
Only half an hour before the raid a police- 
man entered the place and offered to bet on 
a horsa race, he says. The bet was accepted 
and a receipt given, but in thirty min- 
utes there was not the slightest indication 
about the place that it was anything else 
than a reading room. :

Two Well-Known People Disappear 


at the Same Time. 


Boston, Dec. +.—Mrs. Francis L. Higgin- 
son, wife of the banker, and a social favor- 
ite, has forsaken her home and family, 
leaving no word behind her. She has been 
gone over two weeks. 

Mrs. Higginson is within a few months of 
forty years, and the mother of four chil- 
dren, one of them a charming girl of seven- 
teen, who was to have been brought out 
during the coming season. Her husband is 
about ten years her senior. 

Mrs. Higginson left here for New-York, 
saying that she intended going to the Horse 
Show, and that she would be back in two or 
three days. 

Mrs. Higginson was a Miss Borland, the 
daughter of a Back Bay physician now de- 
ceased. Her mother is living. She has had 
many admirers. 

The statement published here in a sensa- 
tional manner, that Mrs. Higginson has 
eloped with James Wheatland Smith, a 
young lawyer, appears to have no further 
basis than the fact that they disappeared 
at the same time. 

Mr. Smith is about twenty-six years old. 
He was known as “ the handsomest man in 
college’’ while at Harvard. He was very 
popular and conspicuous as an athlete on 
his class teams, playing both on his class 
football eleven and on Sis class nine. His 
mother was a Wheatland, one of the oldest 
of the blue bloods of Salem. Young Smith 
was an amateur athlete, and made a special- 
ty of boxing, and not very long ago, repre- 
senting the Boston Athletic Association, 
met the champion 155-pound boxer of the 
Chicago Athletic Club. Smith was knocked 
out in this match after a hard battle lasting 
several rounds.

WERE ELECTION FIGURES CHANGED? 


Rumors that More Long Island City Officiala 
Are to be Accused of Aiding 
in Frands. 


LONG Istanp City, L. I., Dec. 4.—City 
Clerk Thomas J. Murphy and Election In- 
spector Charles J. Sheridan did not plead, 
this morning to indictments found against 
them by the Grand Jury, charging them 
with violations of the election law. After 
their counsel had a consultation with Dis- 
trict Attorney Noble, it was decided to 
put the pleading off until Monday. This 


was done, it is said, in order that counsel 
for the accused men may enter a demurrer 
to the indictments. 

The Grand Jury will resume its investiga- 
tion into the alleged election frauds to-mor- 
row. Ever since it first became evident 
that there was something wrong with the 
returns certain influential persons, interested 
solely in seeing the election laws upheld, 
have had an investigation on foot, and it 
is reported that they will place before the 
Grand Jury evidence that will cause a sen- 
sation. 

Persons in a position to know say to-night 
that the details of a plot to tamper with 
the returns will be given to the Grand 
Jury, and that indictments are certain to 
follow. It is said that one witness before 
the Grand Jury has already iven the 
name of one prominent city official who told 
the witness that the result of the election 
must be changed.

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SENATOR LODGE’S RESOLUTION. 
The unbroken usage of seventy-two 
years is a sufficient sanction for the Mon- 
roe doctrine. The principle it embodies 
has been repeatedly affirmed by Presi- 
dents of the United States. The people 
cherish it as om article of their na- 
tional faith, inbred and permanent. 
Senator LopGE has introduced a joint 
resolution declaring that the United 
States “ proposes” to maintain the prin- 
ciple, and will regard any infringement 
of it or any attempt on the part of any 
European power “ to take or acquire new 
territory on the American Continent, 
whether on the pretense of boundary dis- 
putes or otherwise, as an act of hos- 
tility to the United States.’ 
The Senator Massachusetts 
knows, of course, that many resolutions 


from 


of this character have been introduced 
in Congress during the last fifty years. 
They have all been withdrawn or ad- 
versely reported from committee because 
the Nation’s legislators, being sensible 
men, have perceived that it was un- 
necessary and superfluous to make the 
Monroe doctrine a part of the municipal 
law. 

Senator LopGe’s resolution, if passed, 
might breed embarrassments without 
number. {ft would not fortify the Mon- 
roe doctrine in the slightest degree. Al- 
though the conditions which caused that 
doctrine to be formulated will never re- 
turn, the principle is perfectly applicable 
to any similar conditions that may arise, 
and no Administration would for a mo- 
ment hesitate to apply it in any case of 
clearly indicated need. 

If Senator LopGE believes in the Mon- 
roe doctrine he will withdraw his reso- 
lution. Let well enough alone. 


TO TINKER THE BALLOT LAW. 
Many efforts will be made to “im- 
prove” the ballot law at the coming ses- 
sion of the Legislature. Among those 
already announced is one by ex-Assem- 
blyman ALFRED R. CONKLING to destroy 
one of the chief advantages of the group, 
or party column, arrc»gement. This is 
to be done by aboli ng the circle at 
the top of the colum..: and requiring the 
cross mark to be placed before the name 
of each candidate to be voted for, and 
by forbidding the printing of the names 
of any set of candidates or any single 
candidate more than once on the ballot, 
that is, in more than one column. 

The former change would do away 
with the voting of straight tickets by a 
single mark, which contributes so much 
to the simplicity and facility of using the 
ballot, and meets the wishes of four- 
fifths of the voters, including substan- 
tially all those to whom it is a matter of 
importance that voting should be made 
simple and easy. It is hard to see what 
harm it does to any voter. Certainly the 
mistakes made at the polls are not like- 
ly to be made by those who simply have 
to ‘make a single cross mark in a clearly 
defined space. The result of abolishing 
this would be to multiply mistakes, and 
many candidates would fail to get votes 
really intended for them through fail- 
ure to mark names for all the offices. 
It would be no easier for straight-ticket 
voters to depart from their straight vot- 
ing than it is now, and no less difficult 
for independent voters to mix their 
tickets. The argument seems to us to 
be all against this particular change. 
One complaint made against the law 
as it is now is that it discourages in- 
dependent nominations and independent 
voting. If printing the same name or 
names on more than one ticket, that is, 
in more than one column, should be for- 
bidden, it would be a much greater dis- 
couragement, for independent nomina- 
tions could not be grouped with party 
nominations in a common ticket to be 
voted as a whole. There could be no 
voting of a mixed ticket, except by pick- 
ing out each name to be marked on the 
whole ballot, and only a few people who 
were very much in earnest would take 
this trouble. Voting, whether for straight 
tickets or for mixed tickets, should be 
made as easy as practicable, and no diffi- 
culty should be created that is not nec- 
essary to safety. 

Mr. ConKLING would also do away with 
the blank column for writing in names 
and would permit the erasure of printed 
names. The returns do not seem to in- 
dicate that any use was made of the

THE CASE OF WALLER. 


The reference to the case of WALLER 

in the President’s message is as guarded 

as it is brief, but it sets forth with suffi- 

cient explicitness that the case is still 

open and that the present condition of it 

is not satisfactory to the United States. 

When the conviction of WALLER was 

announced, the announcement was doubt- 

ed at the State Department, by reason, 

as it was there said, of a provision of 

our treaty with France which provided 

that American citizens accused of com- 

plicity in insurrection should be tried by 

civil tribunals, unless they were arrested 

with arms in their hands, in which case 

alone it should be permissible to try them 

by court-martial. Our whole effort, which 

has not thus far been successful, has 

been to ascertain whether WALLER was 

properly and fairly tried. In making this 

demand our Government has been, as the 

President says, “‘ following the course jus- 

tified by abundant precedent.” If Wat- 

LER was fairly tried by a tribunal having 

jurisdiction of his case, there is nothing 

more to be said. If he was not fairly 

tried, and was therefore improperly con- 

demned, France owes us not only his re- 

lease, but an indemnity appropriate to 

the offense of having unwarrantably de- 

tained an American citizen in confine- 

ment for eight months. 

It is impossible that we should be sat- 

isfied in such a matter by the loose dec- 

lamation of French publicists. We have 

the right to satisfy ourselves, and it is 

this satisfaction that the French Govern- 

ment has thus far refused to give us. 

There is no presumption whatever in fa- 

vor of the regularity or the good faith 

of the trial. France has claimed for 

years a protectorate over Madagascar, in 

virtue of which she was to control the 
foreign relations of the island, including 
its relations with individual foreigners. 

But this claim has never been recognized 
by the United States any more than by 

the Government of Madagascar. It has 

lately for the first time been made good 

by arms. But the proceedings on ac- 
count of which it may fairly be suspect- 
ed that WALLER has been condemned 
and punished are of much older date. In 
April, 1894, it was telegraphed from Mar- 

seilles that, “in spite of the strong oppo- 
sition and repeated protests of the French 
Resident,” a concession for the whole 
southern part of the island had been se- 
cured by ex-Consul WaLuterR, “and that 
this concession was resented by the 
French pioneer colonists.” The grant cov- 
ered 225 square miles of land especially 
rich in rubber. On June 9 of the same 
year it was telegraphed from London 
that the French Resident had entered a 
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not recognize concessions made to for-' 
eigners without her permission. On Sept. 
13 the mission of M. LE Myre DP VILLARS 
was announced, with the explanation 
that it was his purpose to make the 
French protectorate effectual. On Feb. 
2”, 189%, it was given out that the French 
were incensed to the point of violence 
against WALLER, believing that it was 
his reports that had caused his Govern- 
ment to withdraw its instructions to the 
new American Consul to obtain recogni- 
tion through the French Resident. ‘It 
was also related how he had been as- 
saulted and insulted by French soldiers. 
Finally, on March 24, it was given out 
that WALLER had been sentenced by a 
French court-martial to twenty years’ 
imprisonment upon the charge of “ hav- 
ing conspired with the Hovas against the 
French authorities.” 

The history of the case not only does 
not suggest that justice was done to 
WALLER, but irresistibly makes the con- 
trary suggestion. It indicates that his 
real offense lay in his having secured a 
valuable concession, which not only irri- 
tated the French authorities, but which 
excited the envy of French commercial 
adventurers. But in securing this con- 
cession it does not appear that he had 
done anything that was not lawful and 
proper in the view of his own Govern- 
ment or that had caused him to forfeit 
the protection of that Government. The 
President's statement of the case is very 
temperate indeed. We have now waited 
quite long enough for the record which 
will show upon what grounds and upon 
what evidence WALLER was convicted.

THE COURT OF APPEALS, 

There is only drawback to the 
complete satisfactoriness of the appoint- 
ment of Judge PECKHAM to the Supreme 
Court, and that is to be found in the 
of the Court of Appeals. 
That court is now composed of four 
Republicans and three Democrats. The 
term of Judge PECKHAM will not expire 
until 1900, and the appointment of his 
successor by Gov. MORTON will leave a 
Republican majority of five to two on 
the bench of the highest court of the 
State of New-York. 

So marked a predominance of one party 
in a State that is politically so evenly 
divided is undoubtedly to be deplored. 
There are questions liable to be raised 
before the Court of Appeals upon which 
the Judges will differ according to their 
politics, and this not at all to the dis- 
credit of either side, or to the impair- 
ment of their judicial character or stand- 
ing. Such questions, of course, are much 
more numerous and much more impor- 
tant in the Supreme: Court of the United 
States. In that body fact that a 
Judge has been a Democrat or a Repub- 
lican is reason for expecting from him a

certain position on questions of construc- 
tion of the Constitution. But this differ- 
ence is by no means so important as it 
formerly was. In fact, the strongest and 
most explicit declarations of State rights 
and even of “State sovereignty ’’ that 
have been made by the Supreme Court 
have been made when a majority of its 
members were Republicans. 

It is not the President's fault, but 
his misfortune, that he is compelled 
to weaken the Democratic member- 
Ship of the highest court of his 
own State in order to secure for 
that State representation in the Supreme 
Court. All New-York lawyers are agreed 
that it is highly important that New- 
York should have such a representation. 

Gov. Morton is not himself a lawyer, 
but he will no doubt’ seek and take the 
advice of the best lawyers of his own 
party about the mdde of filling the va- 
cancy that will be created by the resig- 
nation of Judge PreckHAaM. One -result 
will be that the Republican preponder- 
ance in the Court of Appeals will be in- 
creased and will be confirmed for some 
years to come. But that is a misfortune 
inherent in the situation presented to 


the President. 
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IN THE RIGHT PATH. 

The reception of the President’s mes- 
sage so far as it relates to the currency 
is what might have been expected. The 
extreme and narrow partisans among 
the Republicans condemn it. A few of 
the men of his own party who have 
helplessly committed themselves to the 
free-silver delusion criticise it. The sober 
men among the Democrats approve it, 
and the more conservative Republicans 
are reserved regarding it. The views and 
feelings thus expressed on the day after 
@ message is sent in are of very little 
consequence. They are not the result 
of careful and independent considera- 
tion. With men in politics they are 
usually but the application of party prej- 
udice for or against the author of the 
message. What is really of consequence 
is the deliberate, slowly formed judg- 
ment of the people, which, we are con- 
fident, will be found to be with the Presi- 
dent, not only with the general princi- 
ples which he lays down, but with the 
measures that he proposes. 

It must be remembered that in present- 
ing his plan of long bonds for funding 
or retiring the legal-tender notes, Mr. 
CLEVELAND felt bound to meet the situa- 
tion completely and suggest a remefly 
entirely adequate to the eradication of 
our deep-seated difficulty. In that he is 
wise, because so thorough a recognition 
of the true nature of the difficulty and 
so comprehensive a plan for doing away 
with it must in itself attract the quick 
attention of the world and exert a dis- 
tinct favorable influence in restoring con- 
fidence. But it does not follow that Mr. 
CLEVELAND’S plan must be adopted in its 
entirety. If the principle on which it is 
based be recognized, and if that principle 
be applied specifically to a definite por- 
tion of the legal-tender demand cur- 
rency, this Congress will have done much, 
very much, toward the final solution of 
the problem. A single bill authorizing 
the funding at a fixed amount per month 
of the Treasury notes of 1890 and the

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It would be.a proclamation to the world 
that the United States is actually paying 
off and destroying the paper money 
which is now the object of suspicion. It 
would strengthen the gold reserve of 
the Treasury, not by supplying it with 
gold that could instantly be taken from 
it, but by reducing the means for ex- 
hausting the reserve. Above all, it would 
direct the policy of the Government, not 
by Executive action alone, but by the 
enactment of Congress on the plain path 
which the whole financial world knows 
to be the only path of safety.

RECORDER GOFF’S MISTAKES. 
Recorder Gorr is finding out that a 

man who foolishly treads on quicksands 
only makes his situation more uncom- 
fortable and risky by unnecessarily vio- 
lent struggling. Conceding that he erred 
in his conduct in the Langerman case 
through an excess of sentiment not 
blameworthy in :tself, and that when he 
discovered the disastrous character of 
his error he desired. as completely as 
possible to correct it, it must be plain to 
him now that he would have done much 
better to proceed with all possible cau- 
tion, decorum, and reserve. He would 
especially have done better had he sur- 
rounded himself by all the safeguards 
that law and precedent supply and acted 
in consultation with and by the advice 
and approval of the officers to whom the 
prosecution of crime, is properly in- 
trusted. 

We do not care to surmise what embar- 
Tassment or annoyance may be in store 
for him when all the persons, official or 
other, who have rights and duties in the 
premises shall have had access ‘to the 
facts or affidavits on which he has pro- 
ceeded. Nor do we-incline to predict what 
may be the consequences arising from 
the statements made by the Recorder 
as a preface to his order of a new trial 
for the accused, his discharge on his own 
recognizance, and his commitment as a 
witness in the case of his accuser. What- 
ever these may be, it looks now as if 
Mr. Gorr would have to face them alone, 
and the prospect cannot be pleasing to 
him, It is still less so to a community 


sensitive as to the dignity of its Judges.

A SENSIBLE PLAN. 


The plan proposed to the Board-of Bsti- 
mate and Apportionment by the Presi- 
dent of the Board of Aldermen and the 
Corporation Counsel, as a committee of 
its members, for the construction of a 
new building in the City Hall Park for 
those departments and public offices that 
have the custody of important public rec- 
ords, seems to present a sensible solution 
of the problem of a new municipal build- 
ing so far as immediate needs are con- 
cerned. 

The building originally authorized by 
act of the Legislature was intended to 
serve this purpose of a Halil of Records, 
which should accommodate not only the 
records themselves, but the offices having 
charge of them. The need of room for 
other public offices, then and still occu- 
pying rented premises, led to an exten- | 
sion of the plan by subsequent legisla- 
tion. This was further developed into the 
scheme for a new City Hall to occupy the 
site partly covered by the present one, 
which was to be removed. The act pro- 
viding for this was repealed, which re- 
vived a prohibition in the previous stat- 
ute of the use of any part of the park. 
Location outside of that space and near 
the present city yand county buildings 
seems to be impracticable without enor- 
mous cost, and now we are coming back 
to the original proposition for a Hall of 
Records, but with authority to place it 
in the park to the east of the City Hall 
and Court House. 

Inasmuch as the-plan for sweeping away 
all the present structures and putting up 
a grand City Hall worthy of the metrop- 
olis seems to be hopeless, this is per- 
haps the best thing to be done. The old 
Hall of Records, occupied by the Regis- 
ter, has long been inadequate and unsafe 
as a repository for its valuable records, 
and is an eyesore directly in front of the 
bridge terminus. The old brownstone 
Court House and the engine house on the 
corner are ugly and comparatively use- 
less structures. 

The offices having charge of important 
records affecting the titles to real estate, 
property rights, and pecuniary interests 
of the city are those of the Register, 
County Clerk, Surrogate, Controiler, and 
Corporation Counsel, while the functions 
of the Department of Taxes have a close 
relation with these. A building adequate- 
ly accommodating all these offices, with 
the best provision for the care and use 
of the records themselves, would greatly 
promote convenience and facility in this 
field of the public service, and would re- 
lieve the pressure for space in the other 
public buildings. 

A proper structure would not occupy 
much more area than the old buildings 
which it would. displace, and it could be 
so located as toe obstruct the park much 
less. It should, of course, be made to 
harmonize with its surroundings, and 
especially with the fine old City Hall, 
which it would flank on one side. It 
should also be so planned and so placed 
as to conform to a proper plaza arrange- 
ment between the outlet of the widened 
Elm Street and the entrance to the 
bridge, the removal of the old Hall of 
Records giving opportunity for a great 
improvement of the approach to the lat- 
ter. 

Then, perhaps, in the course of time, 
the other flank of the City Hall and 
Court House might be covered with a 
structure for other municipal depart- 
ments and offices still left in rented prem- 
ises, which could be made to accord with 
the central buildings and the other de- 
tached wing, so as to present a har- 
monious and tasteful group, nearly as 
attractive architecturally, quite as spa- 
cious and convenient in floor room and 
arrangement, and far less costly than 
one great City Hall. There is really some 
question whether in the growth of the

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preferable to one huge pile. If land al- 
ready belonging to the city should be 
used, this plan would be economical in 
the long run on account of saving in 


rent. 
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Of four prizes offered by the Philadelphia 
Park Commission for designs for its new 
butiding in Fairmount Park, three—the first, 
second, and fourth—have been won by 
New-York architects, while the remaining 
one went to Paris. It is a little humiliating 
that even a single prize got away, but after 
all the showing is not so bad. 





Just as President CLEVELAND said in his 
message, our diplomatic representatives 
should be better paid than they are. They 
should not, as now, be forced to choose be- 
tween living in shabby style or spending 
large amounts of their own money to keep 
up the dignity of a country great and rich 
enough to pay its own way in any com- 
pany. This is not a matter of sentiment, 
but, on the contrary, it directly affects our 
material interests and prospects. The use- 
fulness of our Ministers increases with the 
respect in which they are held by the peo- 
ple among whom they live. 





It does not often happen that a new mem- 
ber of the House is equipped for the con- 
sideration of legislative measures relating 
to any department of the Government by 
exceptional experience in the practical work 
of that department and by the knowledge 
acquired by many years of good service. 
Such is the equipment, however, of Mr. 
N. D. Sperry, the new member from the 
Second District of Connecticut, who was 
for a little more than twenty-eight years 
the Postmaster of New-Haven, and whose 
appointment to the office of Postmaster 
General has been advocated for years past 
by prominent Republicans in New-Eng- 
land. Mr. Sperry is a decided partisan 
and a politician of recognized ability, but 
he is also a successful man of business, 
and the affairs of the New-Haven Post 
Office were conducted by him in accord- 
ance with sound business principles. His 
experience will be of much value in the 
Committee on Post Offices, of which, of 
course, he will be a member. He might 
with propriety be made its Chairman, but 
the traditions of the House will probably 
prevent his appointment to that place dur- 
ing his first term, 
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BOOKS AND AUTHORS. 


—Let no man say hereafter that hack work 
is ignoble or beneath the dignity even of 
genius itself. We have it on the high 
authority of Mr. Stevenson that Andrew 
Lang is an open and recognized hack writ- 
er, and now it transpires that Mr. Du 
Maurier made the drawing of that astonish- 
ing spring with tropical vegetation around 
it, and two scared chickens above it, that 
figures upon the labels of the Apollinaris 
water bottles. An English publisher, who 
was commercially interested in the water, 
happened to be a friend of Mr. Du Maurier, 
and asked him to make the sketch. 

—It is a pity that “culture” is such a 
horrible stimulant to vanity that it impedes 
its own diffusion. The very interesting 
University Extension Bulletin No. 2, just 
issued by the State University, dwells with 
appropriate joy upon the great good that 
persons “equipped with an expensive edu- 
eation’”’ might do in reading clubs and 
culture clubs, and, so on, by generously 
casting rays from their own enlighten- 
ment upon struggling folk who have little 
time te become acquainted with good liter- 
ature. But of one young women’s club in 
this city the bulletin says that “the tone 
is excellent, except for an exclusive dis- 
position among its members,” and in the 
notes upon the work and character of oth- 
er clubs it is repeatedly declared that the 
ardor of the enthusiastic few is damped; 
by contact with the uninspired many. This 
is a human trait with which promoters 
of popular cultivation must reckon. Mr. 
Lowell was one of the most cultivated, and 
at the same time one of the most exclusive, 
men in the world. If his conduct had left 
any doubt on the point, his published let- 
ters made the truth appear. 

—Why do so many publishers of the new 
brood of half-tone picture magazines send 
their issues forth with edges uncut? Like 
the hoof of the horse and the wing of the 
bird, these publications are an evolution, 
an ulterior, but, of course, not the ulti- 
mate development from a remote lterary 
proteplasm—something called into being 
to meet a recognized want. They serve the 
need of a tired age that can no longer 
read much, but finds a sort of refreshment 
in looking at pretty pictures, and some 
of the pictures in these magazines are ex- 
tremely pretty.

Their 
magazines have nothing in common with 
fine books, and make no appeal to the van- 
ity of the bibliophile. Those ponderous 
guillotines known as “ cutters”’ should op- 
erate upon each copy before it leaves the 
bindery. 

—The pricacy that grief and mourning may 
rightly claim has not been respected, it 
seems, by some newspaper correspondents 
who have sought interviews with Mrs. Rob- 
ert Louls Stevenson. She complains of it, 
naturally enough, but not quite reasona- 
bly, it strikes us, when she protests that 
“the whole writing world has tried to 
make money out of the death of my hus- 
band.” The minute curiosity of the pub- 
lic about men of genius is idle and foolish, 
no doubt, but it is always a respectful 
tribute. Besides, Mrs. Stevenson’s protest 
would include.Mr. Colvin and the Vailima 
letters. .

‘A modest but thoroughly charming ltttle 
collection of water-color drawings by Wal- 
ter L. Palmer is hung at the Avery Gallery, 
on Fifth Avenue, near Thirty-fourth Street, 
The pictures may be seen until the 4th of 
December and are on private sale. 

Mr. Palmer is the son of the late Erastus 
D. Palmgr, the well-known seulptor of Al- 
bany, and is one of the best of the group 
of younger American painters occupying a 
position midway between the more conserv- 
ative men and the advanced impressionists. 
He is an associate of the National Acad- 
emy' of Design, the Society of American 
Artists, the American Water Color Society, 
and the Water Color Club. Many awards 
have come his way, as well, from the 
Philadelphia and Boston Art Clubs, a gold 
medal at Chicago, the Hallgarten and the 
Evans prizes falling to his lot. 

The present show is composed in equal 
parts of soft, tender stretches of Venetian 
canals, bordered by quaint bits of lovely 
architecture and Winter scenes in and about 
the State Capitol, thoroughly characteristic 
of the place. Mr. Palmer has enjoyed ne 


little reputation as a painter of snow. He 
has given to the beautiful white effects a 
delicacy, a charm, and an original treatment 
quite his own. Novel arrangements, un- 
usual handling of his material, and a fresh 
way of seeing his motive, all have tended 
to produce attractive results much out of 
the commonplace. 

If his portrayal of Venice is more cone 
ventional, it is because of the subject and 
not by reason of the artist’s lack of strong 
personality. It is difficult in these late 
days to invest the old Queen of the Adrt- 
atic with much originality; artists have 
made her every stone familiar ta us until 
it would seem that the last word had long 
since been said, leaving little if anything te 
add. But if it must remain as a twice-told 
tale, Mr. Palmer has lost nothing of the 
freshness of his subject in the telling; he 
has rendered familiar spots, well-known 
corners, and historic piles with much poetie 
feeling, tender sentiment, and a true artist- 
ic touch that makes each effort enjoyable 
and in a measure his own. 

There is a bit of the harbor, (26,) a long, 
narrow composition, that is delicious in its 
quality of opalescent color dexterously 
touched in and treated with rare simplicity, 
that is very alluring. And certain effects 
of moon with the glow of lamplight, or— 
horrible thought—electricity, have been 
rendered with unusual success. This is no- 
ticeable in ‘“* Moonlight on the Grand Ca- 
nal,’’ (15,) where the stones of an old palace 
catch the light of the lamp and are yet il- 
lumined by the soft, mellow rays of the 
moon. Fishing boats in all the pictur- 
esqueness of curiously shaped and colored 
sails as many hued as Jacob’s coat, groups 
of brilliantly painted boat posts, ancient 
stones, moss-covered or overgrown by grass 
and weed—these add to the picturesqueness 
of the ensemble, giving local color and 
character. 

Now and then there is a dazzling touch of 
contrast—a sail against deep blue, a clump 
of luxuriant foliage massed in front of 
heat-laden midday sky, effective by con- 
trast and making agreeable lines of com- 
position. Of the snow scenes it may be 
said that Mr. Palmer is almost alone in 
the peculiar charm and delicacy with which 
he invests all he does. He has caught the 
subtle relations of sunshine or shadow on 
the white surfaces with rare dexterity, and 
conclusions; he has 
drawn, too, the tree form with fidelity, with 
much understanding of the anatomy, and 
with grace of line and form. 

Mr. Palmer has been some time prepar- 
ing for this exhibition, many of the works 
belng the result of a recent visit to Venice, 
direct transcripts from the spot, so that 
they have all the freshness of nature and 
the place. They have evidently been done 
con amore, after a long and intimate ac- 
quaintance with the historic city, and as 
such have additional charm. In_ conclu- 
sion it may be added that the drawings 
are of modest size and framed in quiet, re- 
fined taste, making them available for any 


room.

Gardiner—Gardner. 


To the Editor of The New-York Times: 

I presume I ought to feel flattered at twe 
successive days’ notice in THE TIMES con- 
cerning the proper spelling of my surname, 
even if the motives which prompted the 
writers may be open to criticism. 

Permit me to say that there are several 
families of Colonial consequence in the 
United States, who have no relationship to 
each other, but whose surnames differ only 
by a letter. 

Among these may be mentioned the Gar- 
diner family of Rhode Island, from which I 
have the honor to be descended, and which 
has been settled there since 1638, and still 
holds a portion of the land in the Narra- 
gansett country, granted by Ninagret, Chief 
Sachem of the Niantics. The City of Gar- 
dimer, Me., is named after this family, 
whose antecedent English record covers 


several centuries. 
Another and distinct family of the name 


of Gardiner came to Boston in 1635 and 
settled, first at Saybrook and then at the 
Isle of Wight, now known as_ Gardiner’s 
Island, and at East Hampton. Its progeni- 
tor in this country in his will wrote his 
name Lyon Gardener. 

Another Colonial family, generally known 
as the Salem and Nantucket family, wag 
that of Mr. Thomas Gardner, one of the 
founders in 1624 of Massachusetts Bay Col- 
ony. 

Anothie and later Massachusetts Gardner 
family, to which belonged Col. Thomas 
Gardner, who was mortally wounded at 
Bunker Hill, gave the name Gardner to a 
town in that State. 

Still another distinct and highly respect- 
able family of the name of Gardner, who 
were members of the Society of Friends, 
settled in New-Jersey and Pennsylvania. 

For many years carelessly wrote my 
surname without the distinguishing letter, 
until remonstrated with by members of my 
family in Rhode Island, that in course of 
thme it might cause confusion in tracing 
pedigree 

As I served my country for many years 
in the field and otherwise, under army com- 
missions confirmed by the Senate of the 
United States, in which my hame was 
spelled as I had written it, I deemed it 
proper to go into court and prove pages | 
to law that my surname was Gardiner an 
not Gardner, and the Army Register was 
then changed accordingly. 

Relative to that highly patriotic and non- 
political organization the Military Society 
of the War of 1812, constituting .the old 
Veteran Corps of Artillery, to which the 
late Gen. Jchn A. Dix and Thurlow.

Official Reports Are Portentous of a 
Merciless Campaign. 


AUSTRIAN MURDERED IN KHARPUT 


Gevernor of Kaisarieh Dismissed by 
Order of the Porte—Berlin Re- 
affirms That Powers Are 
ir, Accord, 


CONSTANTINO?!E, Dec. 4.—A cispatch from 


Zeitoun from a Turkish source says that 


delegates sent to treat with the Armenians 
in regard to a surrender were not received 
by the insurgent leaders. 

It is said that the latter released 400 capt- 


ured troops with the exception of nine, who, 
it is alleged, were murdered. A_ bloody 
and merciless campaign against the Ar- 
menians in Zeitoun is expected. 

M. Petrovitch, an Austrian subject, who 
was chief of the local official tobacco régie, 
has been murdered while traveling in the 
Kharput district. 

The cfficiais in Erzeroum, Barburt, Erizin- 
hian, and Bitlis continue to force the Ar- 
menians, under threats of renewed attacks, 
to sign addresses thanking the Porte for 
protection during recent disorders and prais- 
ing the Sultan’s paternal rule. 

Several notables in the Erzeroum district 
have been in like manner compelled to 
telegraph to the Patriarch demanding the 
recall of the Bishop in consequence of the 
jatter’s dispatch to the Marquis of Salisbury 
indicating the deplorable situation. 

LONDON, Dec. 4.—The correspondent of The 
United Press in Constantinople, telegraph- 
ing under date of Dec. 8, announces that the 
Turkish Governor of Kaisarea, (Kaisarieh,) 
Asia Minor, where a massacre of Christians 
eccurred Nov. 30, has been dismissed by or- 
Ger of the Porte. 

A dispatch to the Standard from Con- 
gtantinople says that the question of the 
admission of additional guardships into the 
Bosporus is in suspense and all diplomatic 


action in the matter is at a complete 
standstill for the moment. Some of’ the 
Ambassadors are still awaiting fresh in- 
structions from their Governments. 

All diplomats believe that the exercise of 
strong pressure, stronger by far than that 
which has hitherto been brought to bear 
upon the Porte, will be necessary to in- 
duce the Sultan to yield, and it is under- 
stood that such action will be taken im- 
mediately upon the receipt of replies by 
the Ambassadors. 

The Sultan has made a personal appeal to 
the Russian Austrian, German, and French 
Governments that they agree not to press 
their demands, but without success. 

BERLIN, Dec. 4.—The Cologne Gazette, as 
the result of inquiries in official circles, 
reaffirms that Cabinets and diplomats alike 
are unanimous in insisting on the admis- 
sion of additional guardships into the Bos- 
porus. It adds that nothing is known of 
the rumored British ultimatum. 


TREBIZONDE OFFICIAL REPORTS. 


Riot of Conspirators Quelled Without 
Harm to Foreigners. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—The Turkish Lega- 
tion has received from the Sublime Porte 
a report of the Armenian troubles at Treb- 
izonde, signed by the civil and military 
officials, the ulemas, and the notables of 
the Vilayet-Mussulman, Greek, Orthodox. 
and Catholic, In part, it is as follows: 

On Oct. 2, while a party consisting of 
Gen. Bahri Pasha, ex-Vail of Van; Ahmed 
Hamdi Pasha, commander of the ‘“ Red- 
ifs” at Trebizonde; Razi Han, Persian 
Consul at Trebizonde; Hadji Omer Effendi, 
Director of the Posts and Telegraphs, and 
Suleiman Bey, Commander of Mounted Po- 
lice were passing along a street in Treb- 
izonde they were fired upon several times 
by a servant of the Armenian Bishop, and 
another Armenian. 

Bahri Pasha was shot in the leg and 
Hamdi Pasha in the foot. The assailants 
were instantly arrested. This incident, the 
first outbreak in Trebizonde by the rebel- 
ltous Armenians, caused some excitement, 
but was not followed by immediate disor- 
ders. Two days later, however, an Arme- 
nian—one Hatchik—while resisting arrest for 
complicity in the shooting, shot and killed 
Rahmi Effendi, in the Ai Vassil quarter, 
and made his escape. 

The murder created intense excitement, 
and the streets were soon filled with a mob, 
many of whom carried arms. A rumor was 
circulated that the Armenians had assas- 
sinated the Vali at the Government House, 
and a rush was made for that place. The 
streets were blocked by the excited people, 
but after a time the authorities succeeded 
in dispersing the crowd, but public feeling 
remained very strong. 

In view of the critical situation arising 
from the shootings, Father Mesrob, actin 
representative of the Armenian Bishop, an 
the most prominent citizens of the city 
were summoned to the Government House 
to attend a meeting to consider the best 
means of preventing further disorders. Only 
Father Mesrob and one merchant respond- 
ed. They were implored to exert all their 
influence to prevent a repetition of the 
recent scenes and to name the hiding place 
of the murderer, the arrest of whom would 
aid in restoring tranquillity. The merchant, 
however, declared that he would not in- 
terfere in the matter, and Father Mesrob 
said he did not know the accused, and, 
moreover, it appeared from reports that 
the two Pashas were wounded by a soldier 
and that Rahmi Effendi was killed by a 
Mussulman. 

The conference proving unsuccessful, and 
the shooting being followed by news of 
the riots in Constantinople, public excite- 
ment became greater than ever. Every one 
became alarmed, and the Armenians kept 
their stores closed and walked about armed 
to the teeth. Affairs began to reach such 
a dangerous stage, and as Armenians from 
neighboring villages began to swarm into 
the city, the Governor-General, to prevent 
possible bloody riots, on the morning of 
Oct. 8 assembled in the Market uare a 
large number of prominent citizens—Mussul- 
mans and Christians—and exhorted them to 
quell the excitement of the populace. 

Even as he spoke shots were heard in 
every direction on the Sharki Square. Ow- 
ing to the resulting confusion it was im- 

ssible to determine on which side the 

rawl began. It seemed, however, . as 
though the more the troops and officials 
endeavored to suppress the riot the greater 
became the audacity of the Armenians. 
- From their shops and bazaars, from the 
upper windows of their dwellings, from any- 
where and everywhere they fired at ran- 
dom on soldiers, police, and citizens alike. 

The Vali hastened to the scene, but was 
powerless to stop the shooting, and several] 
shots were even fired at the Governor. 
At the sight of two Mussulmans dead, and 
two or three Mussulmang and one soldier 
wounded, the excitement of the Mussulmans 
and Greeks reached its climax, and it was 
late in the afternoon when order was re- 
stored. Then the Armenians were deprived 
of their arms, and placed under guard. 
Those individuals and families deprived of 
their means of support were cared for in 
some Mussulman houses, and at the Cath- 
olic school. Later the: offenders were tried 
by court-martial. During the disorders the 
foreign Consulates, schools, and other re- 
ligious establishments and residences of 
foreigners were guarded by regular troops. 

When the troubles were completely sup- 
pressed an elaborate inquest was held to 
discover the authors of the riots. It was 
found that, on the morning of the out- 
break, several conspirators were expected 
from Constantinople, and the unusual as- 
sembling of Armenians near the wharf at- 
tracted many other persons to the spot. 

Among the letters received in the mail 
was one for a certain Chvarch of Erzind- 
jam, giving details of the troubles in Con- 
(gawd end and ennouncing the death of 
his brother. The effect of Ss news was to 
eause Chvarch to begin firing wildly on all 

assers-by. Immediately afterward four or 

ve shots were fired from some stores, and 

these were succeeded by others from the 
assembled Armenians. hen followed the 
general riot. 

The fact that the first shots were fired b 
visiting Armenians from a age ad vil- 
lages, that simultaneously w the com- 
mencement of the riots the Armenian sho 

were closed, and that the offi- 
c who exhorted the nians to sub- 
mission were greeted wi shots, proves 
conclusively to the authorities that the riot- 
ers had decided to cause Po la 
throughout the country. It Is worthy of re-

as the public are concerned, in uncertainty, 
but yct there are indications that the hana- 
writing on the wail, which warned one 
ancient despot of his coming doom, has 
asain been traced visibly enough to betoken 
some approaching crash of a system of 
government far mere impious and Iniqui- 
tous. 

With these feelings, I still must not blind 
myself to the facts of my situation. After 
my long public life I can attempt no public 
action without considering much besides the 
truth and even the importance of what 
I might have to say, and I am far from 
convinced that my undertaking a pwblic 
progress (for such it would be) at the pres- 
ent time would be beneficial to the Arme- 
nian cause. But all reasoning on such a 
question is cut short by an undesirable 
Physical unfitness, The blessing of good 
health is still vouchsafed to me, but di- 
minished strength, imperfect. vision, and 
frowing deafness incapacitate me from pub- 
je efforts which more weighty considera- 
tions might lead me to undertake, and con- 
fine my intercourse with others to what is 
purely private and of a very restricted 
character. 

I send this reply with much regret, but 
with too full an assurance of its necessity. 
In conclusion, let me hope that the influ- 
ence of your great, and, in such a matter, 
necessarily impartial country, will be pow- 
erfully used in the cause of right.

LONDON, Dec. 4—Thomas F. Bayard, 
United States Ambassador to the Court of 
St. James, presided at a dinner which was 
given this evening in aid of the fund of the 
Locomotive Engineers’ Benevolent Society, 
Mr. Bayard was enthusiastically received 
when he rose to address the assemblage. 

He declared that he could say in all sin- 
cerity, that he had never attended a dinner 
in’ England with such warm sympathy. 
There was no party, there were no national 
distinctions there. He dwelt upon the inter- 
national dependence of different callings of 
society, accentuating the indissoluble tie of 
humanity the world over, and declaring 
that while parties and forms of government

A large number of wreaths were sent 
from all parts of Great Britain and the Con- 
tinent, one of them being presented by Em- 
peror William of Germany, with the inscrip- 
tion ‘‘In memory of the writer of the life of 
Fredrick the Great.” 

LONDON, Dec. 4.—The Carlyle centenary 
meeting took place at Chelsea to-day. The 
Carlyle house in Cheyne Row, which was 
bought with money subscribed in England 
and America, was formally handed over to 
the Trustees. The Hon. John Morley pre- 
sided at the meeting and made a speech.

He 
was a prominent member of the Carleton 
Club, and had at one time been a member 
of the Montauk Club. He was a veteran of 
the Twenty-third Regiment, N. G. N. Y., 


and was a member of the Vigilantia Coun- 
cll, Royal Arcanum, which is composed of 
members of the Twenty-third Regiment. 

One of his brothers is Dr. Bugene Hoden- 
pyl, one of the professors at the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons, in this city. 

Mr. Hodenpyl’s father is sixty-eight years 
old, and the announcement of his son’s 
death was a great shock to him. The 
Hodenpy! family is well known in society 
circles on the Park Slope, and the man who 
was accidentally killed was a favorite.

ANTIPLATT MEN AROUSED 





Meet and Plan to Purge the En- 
rollment Lists. 


WILL GO TO COURT IF NECESSARY 


Mr. Brookfield'’s Visit to Albany to 
Talk with the Governor—The 

Boom for Mr. 

for President.

The anti-Platt Republicans are lining up 
and getting ready to give battle to the 
“boss.”” Several of them met in conference 
Monday night at the home of Col. 8. V. 
R. Cruger, President of the Park Board, 
112 East Thirty-fifth Street. Cornelius N. 
Bliss presided over the deliberations, and 
William Brookfield, Gen. Lew Thomas, ex- 
United States District Attorney Edward 
Mitchell, Gen. Anson G. McCook, and Al- 
fred R. Conkling were present, among 
others. * 

Two things resulted from this conference. 
One was the hurried and somewhat mys- 
terious trip which Mr. Brookfield made to 
Albany to see Gov. Morton on Tuesday, and 
the other was the determination to take 
certain phases of the enrollment matter into 
the courts if it becomes necessary, and to 
take steps to cause the arrest of any one 
who votes at next Tuesday night's primaries 
without having a legal right to vote. 

The Platt men say that the anti-Platt 
men are just trying to scare people away 
from the primaries. The anti-Platt men de- 
clare that they mean business. 

They say that they have evidences of fraud 
in almost every Assembly district, particu- 
larly in the Fifth and Twenty-fifth Dis- 
tricts. The conference decided to appoint 
a committee to demand from the officers of 
the County Committee the right to inspect 
and examine the rolls, and that the rolls be 
either filed with the County Clerk or that 
they be allowed to go over them. 

A committee of five in each Assembly 
district will make a similar demand on the 
Sub-Committee of Three that had charge 
of the enrollment in the different Assembly 
districts. This double demand is to be 
made so that the officers of the County 
Committee cannot shift the responsibility 
on the sub-committees, or vice versa. 

If access to the rolls should be denied 
them. then the courts will be resorted to, 
and a mandamus to compel the officers of 
the County Committee to produce the rolls 
will be asked for. The anti-Platt mef 
propose to carry on this fight after the 
primaries are over, with the hope of getting 
the rolls purged before the April primaries 
for the election of delegates to the State 
Convention and the Congressional District 


Conventions for the election of delegates 
to the Republican National Convention. 

The anti-Platt men also say that they will 
have watchers at the primary polls, to cause 
the arrest of any _ voters. 

Ex-United States District Attorney Ed- 
ward Mitchell will have direct charge of 
any litigation that may result from the - 
rollment. Assemblyman Alfred R. Conik- 
ling is also taking a prominent part in the 
pesperetory work.

GERMANY STIRRED BY THE MESSAGE 





President Cleveland's Utterances Provoke a 
General Discussion of the Samoan _ 
and Insurance Questions. 


BERLIN, Dec. 4.—President Cleveland's 
message has materially stirred up public 
opinion and markedly affected the Boerse. 
The Radicals attack the Agrarians for in- 
fluencing the Government in regard to the 
importation of cattle, and Herr von Koller, 
Prussian Minister of the Interior, in re- 
gard to insurance companies. 

The Government papers contend that the 
cattle and food restrictions are dictated 
solely by veterinary and health reasons, and 
are not aimed at American importations. 
The situation in America, they say, is an- 
swerable and must be amended before the 
measures can be withdrawn. It is generally 
contended that the Empire has nothing to 
do with the insurance matter, which is 
purely a Prussian question, and is largely 
opposed in this country. 

The colonial papers argue that the Pres- 
ident’s reference to Samoa indicates that 
the United States intends to oust England 
and Germany, and demand that the Gov- 
ernment proclaim the German suzerainty 
in the island. 

The Cologne Gazette says that if insur- 
ance companies would submit to the rules 
imposed by Prussia on all insurance In- 
stitutions the restrictions on American 
companies would be removed and the ques- 
tion could be settled in a manner satis- 
factory to both countries. After a careful 
consideration of the President's message 
the paper does not doubt that this is also 
Mr. Cleveland's desire. 

Referring to the President's allusions to 
Samoa and the insurance com ies, the 
Tageblatt calls attention to the fact that it 
has always uttered warning against the 
adoption of too sharp measures against 
American insurance companies, 

Those papers friendly to Germany's policy 
in the colonies express hope that Germany 
will seize the occasion to obtain sole con- 
trol over Samoa. 

Lonpon, Dec. 4.—The Pall Mall Gazette, 
commenting on President Cleveland’s més- 
segs, says: ‘‘ England does not demur at 
Mr. Cleveland’s definition of the Monroe 
doctrine, but does not see how it applies to 
Venezuela.’’ 


CONFESSES TO MANY 





MURDERS 


Remarkable Statements Made by John C. 
Stone, in Prison at Fort Wayne— 
His Story Doubted. 


Fort WAYNE, Ind., Dec. 4.—John C. Stone, 


.alas ‘“‘ Vincent,”’ has made a confession to 


Sheriff Clausmeier, detailing a life of 
crime. He was arrested, with John Duffy 
and William Walrath, for attempting to 
kill Deputy Sheriff Harrod, May 28 last. 
Walrath was shot and died in Hope Hos- 
pital. Stone is under a ten-year sentence 
and Duffy’s case went to the jury jast 
night. Stone tells that he and Walrath 
were members of Bill Dalton’s Western 
gang of bank and. stage robbers. He says 
he, Duffy, and Walrath killed a man at 
Kansas City in 1889, robbed him, but later 
gave the money to Henry Donnelly, a police- 
man, for protection. He also tells of a 
murder committed by himself, a Mrs. Stew- 
art, and her son, Clarence, in Cleveland. 

e next morning Stone killed a boy in the 
Big Four yards in Linville. 

In Buffalo, Stone, Walrath, and Burns, a 
saloon keeper, killed a wealthy farmer. 
Stone and Walrath returned to Chicago, 
and with their shares started a restaurant. 

ere Walrath married Stone’s sister. Mrs. 

alrath died, and Stone and Walrath left 
Chicago. Later Stone returned and was im- 
plicated in the murder of a father and son 
named Prunty. Three men are now serving 
life sentences at Joliet for the crime, but 
Stone was not arrested. 

He then tells of a murder at Dunkirk, N. 
Y., where Duffy stabbed a pal, “ Buffalo 
Jack,’’ four times and buried him in the 
woods. Another murder was committed at 
Union City, Penn., the victim being an old 
man named Horton # Norton. Another 
murder was commiit by the trio near 
Youngstown, Ohio, the victim being a resi- 
dent of Ashtabula. 

The last murder committed by Stone, 
Duffy, and Walrath was April 29, 1895, on 
a Pennsylvania freight train. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Dec. 4.—The Cleveland 
police place no confidence in the confession 
of John C. Stdne, alias Vincent, so far as 
it relates to crimes committed in this city. 
They have no records of the local murders 
to which Stone confesses. 

YOUNGSTOWN, Ohio, Dec. 4.—The crime to 
which John C. Stone confesses as having 
committed; near this city, was committed on 
the night tf Dec. 23, 1864, at Doughton, two 
miles north of here. Charles occo, an 
Italian, on his way from Ashtabula to 
Pittsburg, while riding in a box car on the 
Lake Shore Road in company with three 
tramps, was assaulted, shot, and, after 
being robbed of $13, was thrown from the 
train and kijled. 

Kansas Crry, Mo., Dec. 4.—The confes- 
sion of John C. Stone, at Fort Wayne, that 
he, with two other men, killed a man in 
Kansas City, Kan., in 1888, but gave the 
money to a policeman named Henry Don- 
nelly, who let them escape, is confirmed 
here. The man murdered was named Shu- 
bert. In 1884 Donnelly shot a brother po- 
liceman and left the city, he last being 
heard of at Pueblo, Col.

‘*HAMLET” AT THE OPERA 


Signor Kaschmann as the Melancholy 
French Dane and Mme. Calve 
as Ophelia. 


M. Ambroise Thomas's version of “‘ Ham- 
let’’ is not a very popular one. It is not 
even as charming to an American as M. 
Mounet-Sully’s. As a matter of plain, un- 
varnished fact, Shakespeare's ‘‘ Hamlet” 
is altogether too toreign to the Gallic nature 
to be appropriately composed, sung, or 
acted by genuine French artists. Yet for 
some inscrutable reason it is offered occa- 
sionally for serious consideration. Perhaps 
the baritone must be permitted to appear 
inastar part, or, may be, the soprano seeks 
to enlarge an otherwise narrow répertoire. 
But, no matter why it is offered, no one 
can really take it very seriously. The 
Frenchman’s music is altogéther too Pari- 
sian. It smacks of the Boulevards, and it 
approaches the emotional problems of the 
tragedy with the same conventionality as 
M. Thomas approached the emotions of 
* Wilhelm Meister."" If one desires to get 
an idea of what can be done with Shake- 
speare in music, he must hear Tschaikow- 
sky's ‘“‘ Hamlet” overture. There is a 
short work which makes some advance 
toward voicinggthe import of the tragedy. 
But it is not’ operatic. Indeed it may be 
doubted whether *“‘ Hamlet ’’ is a good oper- 
atic subject. 

The performance last night was quite as 
good as the work demanded. It was in all 
respects earnest and well-meaning, and that 
it fell short of achieving its intended dra- 
matic effect was quite as much the f t 
of the music and the wretched libretto 
of the performers. Naturally enough, inter- 
est centred in Mme. Calvé’s assumption of 
Ophelia. Hitherto the part has been asso- 
ciated with the sopranos of light voice and 
florid accomplishments, such as Mme. 
Melba, Miss Van Zandt, and Margaret 
Reid, who took Miss Van Zandt’s place one 
night. The music is designed for a color- 
ature soprano. Mme. Calvé in the first 
place did not look well. Her blonde “ make- 
up’’ was wholly unbecoming to her. In the 
second place, her dramatic efforts, much 
as they tended in the direction of real 
tragedy, did not convince, because they 
were not suitable to the character of the 
music, except in some scattered places. If 
any one had been under the delusion that 
Mme. Calvé could not sing the mad scene, he 
was undeceived. She sang it in her own 
way, of course, but it was not without 
effect. But of that more may be said here- 
after. 

Signor Kaschmann’s *‘ Hamlet "' was good 
in a conventional way. The part itself in 
the operatic version is conventional, and it 
cannot be treated otherwise. The baritone 
sang thé music with care and judgment, 
but with a good deal too much vibrato for 
the comfort of his hearers. Mme. Man- 
telli was forcible and energetic as Queen 
Gertrude, but she too was guilty of excess- 
ive tremolo—a fault which is growing on 
her. The role of Claudius was in the safe 
hands of M. Plancon, whose orotund de- 
livery was heard to advantage. The part of 
Laertes becomes a mere second tenor in the 
opera, and was appropriately laid low by 
M. Mauguiere. Signor Bevignani conducted. 
To-night, for the first of the German sub- 
scription series, ‘ Tristan und Isolde” will 
be given.

‘Much Ado About Nothing,’’ which has 
always been one of the finest offerings of 
Henry Irving and his company, was put 
forward last night at Abbey’s.

Mr. Mansfield as Napoleon. 

Mr. Mansfield gave again at the Garrick 
Theatre last evening his magnificent por- 
trayal of the Emperor Napoleon, and it 
was watched with the strained and eager 
attention which a dramatic personation so 
real and great as this deserves by an au- 
dience large enough to more than fill every 
seat in the house. It is difficult to keep 
within the terms of moderation in praising 
such work as Mr. Mansfield does at mo- 
ments in every one of the five scenes, or 
episodes, that constitute this curiously 
amorphous play. He overcomes its enor- 
mous difficulties with such apparent ease, 
hides its numerous fevits, for the moment 


at least, so completely, and moves the 
emotions of his hearers by methods so di- 
rect and simple, that the instinct to criti- 
cise or explain them is quite forgotten, and 
only sincerest appreciation, a not very 
voluble feeling, is left in its place. 

The revival of this piece was well worth 
while, not for any merits of its own, in- 
deed, but because it enables Mr. Mansfield 
to illustrate a peculiar and valuable phase 
of his art and of his powers. Without him 
it would be valueless, but with him the 
fact that it constantly violates the letter 
of history—and more than once the spirit— 
can be overlooked without an effort.

‘TOO COLD FOR A DISPLAY OF GOWNS 


Every Seat Sold for the Entire 


Week—A Limited Space in Which 
to Show Horses — Prizes 
Won Last Night. 


East ORANGE, N. J., Dec. 4.—The opening of 
the annual horse show of the Orange Riding and 
Driving Club this evening was a complete suc-

Speed was out 
of the question on a perfectly flat tan-bark ring, 
with sharp turns, which were not thrown up at 
all, and it required a skillful driver to make his 
horse appear to advantage.

The Board of Review Still Consider- 
“ ing Turf Dispttes. 


Some interesting turf disputes were heard by 
the Board of Review of the National Trotting 
Association yesterday, but only one decision 
was made public. This came up late last night, 
and was an ex parte application. of the New- 
Hampshire trainer, Charles Haskell, to be re- 


lieved from the usual penalty for trotting a 
horse under an alias. 

According to his evidence the whole trouble 
arose from a clerical error by which an entry 
sent by telegraph made ‘‘ Glenney "’ read ‘‘ Glen- 
day.’’ When Mr. Haskell got to Springfield, Vt., 
where Glenney was engaged, he heard him an- 
nounced as winner of second money, under the 
other name, but failed to have it corrected. 
This was in September, 1894, and later on he de- 
cided to to Hartford and have the matter ad- 
justed. ecretary Morse had no power except to

An- 
other rich Boston breeder, Col. John E. Thayer, 
sent four youngsters from his farm at Lancaster, 
Mass., and all of them were found to be worth 
over $200; Lanceola, a foal of 1892, and Monad- 
nock, a yearling, being the best of the quartet. 
* [hen came a number of fliers with fast records, 
and the market rose at once. Eda Orr, with 
2:191%4 to her credit, was worth $590. Keyes, a 
pacer that has scored 2:19%, brought $300, and 
the noted New-Jersey stallion, Mahogany, got 
within $200 of four figures. This horse has a 
race record of 2:12%, and was sold to close a 
partnership. The afternoon was well advanced 
when he came out, so that customers were not 
so plentiful. William H. Fearing, who made the 
winning bid of $800, bred Mahogany at his 
country seat, near Johnstown, N. J., and sold 
him as a colt to Bowne & De Cordova. 

E. R. Bowne, the practical member of the 
firm, is also a public trainer, and the brown 
mare Zembia, who was the queen of Wednes- 
day's sale, was in his stable last season. She 
reduced her record to 22184 and is an exception- 
ally handsome trotter. Mr. Bowne showed her 
to road wagon, and from $1,000 her price 
jumped up rapidly to $2,600, The man who made 
the final bid gave the name of ‘‘ Emerson 
Brown,"’ but is a well-known dealer of the Bull’s 
Head district named Kinney. He is supposed to 
have acted for John H. Woodbury of this city, 
so that Zembia will doubtless continue to be a 
prominent member of the fast metropolitan road 
brigade. 
At the night sale, Alcyone Belle proved to be 
well named, for she fetched the best price of the 
evening, $650. Charles H. Kerner, formerly of 
the Clarendon Hotel, in this city, secured the 
shapely daughter of Alcyone and Lady Almont. 
Several important consignments are down for 
to-day, the most noted being the one from 
Stony Ford, in this State. Charles W. Miller, 
one of the California millionaires, who re- 
turned to the East and founded a stud near 
Poughkeepsie, will sell thirty-eight head, begin- 
ning at 10 o’clock this forenoon.

CORONET TO SAIL TO-DAY. 


Going Round the Horn to San Fran, 
cisco and Then to Japan. 


The schooner yacht Coronet will start at noon 
to-day on her long voyage around Cape Horn to 
San Francisco if the wind is fair. The yacht 
will be towed outside the Hook by the tug Ida 
L. Tebo. Mr, Arthur Curtiss James, the owner; 
Mrs. James, and several friends will go down on 
the tug to see the yacht off. 

If the wind is from the south or southeast 
the Coronet will leave Tebo’s Basin Friday, and 
anchor for the night off Stapleton, starting on 
her long voyage on Saturday morning. Capt. C. 
S. Crosby, who has had charge of the yacht 
since she was built in 1888, is the salling master. 
He will haye with him Mate Gilbert, Boatswain

The Coronet has been fitted wit a new suit 
of sails, and carries three storm trysails.

TO MEXICO AS MESSENGERS, 


Carrier Pigeons to Bear News from 
Mines to Railroad Station, 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 4.—Pigeons are gradually 
coming to be appreciated as messengers. The 
latest venture has Daniel 8S. Newhall, Assistant 
Secretary of the Pennsylvania Railroad, as its 
projector, Sixteen birds have been sent by Mr, 
Newhall to Mr. Wayne Darlington, Superin- 
tendent of a silver mile at Nacosari, Mexico, 
about 100 miles from Bisbee, Arizona, the near- 


est railroad and telegraph station. The only 
means of communication now between the two 
points is by wagon road, and Mr. Darlington 
proposed to establish a pigeon post, and bring 
the time, now over two days, down to two 
hours. 

The plan is to use the birds sent by Mr. New- 
hall to stock a loft at each station, their young 
to be used as the messengers, the birds to be 
sent to the point of liberation by team. The 
birds sent are all of this year’s hatching, and are 
from the best stock in his lofts, some being 
descendants of the old champion, Garfield, the 
first bird in America to have a record for over 
500 miles, his journey being from Indianapolis 
to Jersey City. 

The loft of Mr. Newhall is in a top room af 
the Broad Street Station, one of the highest 
points in the city. The birds are to be seen 
daily flying over the station in their exercise. 
Mr. Newhall was one of the first to be interested 
in American pigeon fiying, and has done very 
much to develop the sport.

The company does a conservative fire and 
inland marine business, and has as repre- 
sentatives in Chicago George D. Farr, and 
in Buffalo A. L. Warner. 

“The stock insurances companies are 
antagonistic toward us because we have 
made inroads into their business, and the 
result has been a most searching and rigid 
investigation of our affairs by Deputy In- 
surance Superintendents Gordon, McCabe, 
English, and Warren, who finished their 
labors two weeks ago. Mr. Pierce, the 
Superintendent, is friendly toward us, and 
has assured me that the company’s meth- 
ods are satisfactory.”’ 

The report of the examiners has not yet 
been filed, nor any instructions been for- 
warded to the company’s officers restrict- 
ing the operation of its affairs.

EX-JUSTICE DAVID BENSON FOUND DEAD 


He Died Alone in His Home in Clarks-

Nyack, Dec. 4.—Ex-Justice David Benson, 
one of the most prominent citizens and 
office, holders of Clarkstown, Rockland 
County, was to-day found dead in his bed, 
in his house, which, through eccentricity, 
he has occupied alone for two years, since 
his wife died.

Mr. Benson held office a number of times. 
He was a strong Republican for many 
years. He never missed a county conven- 
tion, and took an active part in politics 
generally. 





REFUSED TO REVOKE THE WARRANT 


Ryan and Thompson Must Go to Mas- 
sachusetts for Trial. 


ALBANY, Dec. 4.—Gov. Morton to-day re- 
fused to revoke his warrant, issued on the 
request of the Governor of Massachusetts, 
for the surrender of Thomas Ryan and 
James Thompson, who are charged with 
robbing the Post Office in Webster, Mass.

SO CONSUL POTTER FAVGRS BROOKLYN

There has been no intimation, however, that 
she was out of the race. Noting these circum- 
stances, Mr, Potter declared yesterday he would 
work against the up-State city and turn his 
votes over to Brooklyn, which had not been reck- 
oned in the race. 

There is no denying the fact that should the 
Chief Consul do his best for Brooklyn, the 
city across the river would come pretty near win- 
ning. It is a question, though, whether Brook- 
lyn would be the best place for the meet, partic- 
ularly next year. It having been held in the 
East this year, it is quite natural that some other 
section should.expect the succeeding meet. Louis- 
— is anxious to win the honor, and so is To- 


Both of these places are now and have been 
working hard to the end of securing the meet, 
and the interested wheelmen declare they will 
not give up their efforts so long as there is a 
chance. In Louisville an ‘' 1896 Meet Club” 
has been formed, with a number of working com- 
mittees, that have already shown commendable 
activity. The same can be said of Toledo, where 
$10,000 has been pledged for the entertainment 
of the visiting cyclists, who are wont to at- 
tend these affairs.

Barbara Aub Kept in Seclusion 
. in Her Prison Cell. 


RECORDER GOFF IS WIDELY CRITICISED 


Lawyers Comment Freely on His Ac- 
tion in the Langerman Case— 
What Col. Haire and Some 
Others Have to Say. 


A prisoner cast into the Bastile in the 
seventeenth century was not more thor- 
oughly sequestered than is Barbara Aub, 
Recorder Goff’s recanting witness in the 
W. L. S. Langerman case. 

While Miss Aub was yesterday reported 
by the Recorder’s medica] authority for his 
order to allow no one to see her, Dr, Owen 
J. Ward, as having so far recovered from 


emotion,and other disability as to be able 
to receive and talk to visitors, Warden Fal- 
lon would not take the responsibility of ig- 
noring the Recorder’s first order to keep her 
in absolute seclusion, except as to Mrs. 
Whittemore and Mary M. Kellard of the 
Door of Hope Mission, who took her to 
Mr. Goff’s residence Thanksgiving night to 
make her confession. 

No one was found yesterday who told 
what authority the Recorder had for mak- 
ing a safe deposit vault for secrets of the 
cell recently vacated by Mrs. Fleming, who 
is accused of matricide, and which Miss 
Aub now occupies. Mr. Goff was not at the 
Criminal Court Building nor at his law 
office in the Mutual Reserve Building. His 
attendant at the Court of General Sessions, 
Thomas Kearney, said that all he knew 
about the Recorder’s doings was that. he 
sent word that he would not be down town 
if it was fine, and that he had no doubt 
gone on a bicycle ride At Mr. Goff’s house 
last evening the reply to a message ye in- 

uiry was, that he had gone out on business 
and tone not likely to return to dinner. 

In Mr. Goff’s absence tongues wagged 
critically, sarcastically and scathingly. 
There was much free discussion about Miss 
Aub’s confession and the way it was 
brought about, and many conjectures were 
hazarded in regard to the sealing up, the 
immuring of Barbara Aub and the absence 
or concealment of Mrs. Emma Whittemore, 
wife of Sidney Whittemore of 725 Park 
Avenue, founder and directress of the Door 
of Hope, who has been named by many as 
the one whoh promptd@i Miss Aub’s con- 
fession. ; B 3 

Miss May Clementina_Smedley, Barbara’s 
friend and confidant, Baid in THE NEw- 
YorK Times yesterday that Mrs. Whitte- 
more had ignored her. Mrs. Whittemore 
was, perhaps, ill-judged by Miss Smedley, 
as yesterday the following letter was 
found in Miss Smediey’s letter box: : 

My Dear Miss Smedley: Before leaving New- 
York 1 wish to write a line simply to state that 
being under oath I could not even speak to you 
concerning Barbara Aub, as kind and as good 
as you have been to her. 

I have not even spoken to my own husband 
of the matter, which, of course, will undoubted- 
ly take you by as much surprise as myself. 
“May God, indeed, return to ‘you indirect bless- 
ing for all you have done for her. I do sin- 
eerely ask Him so to do, and to make us all 
faithful day by day in doing His will. Yours 
truly, E. W. WHITTEMORE.

Pr. S.—Every one commends you for your kind- 
mess, and well they may, for you could not 
but have felt justified in doing as you did, and 
this cannot be overlooked. 

Thene was no opportunity afforded to ask 
Recorder Goff if he put Mrs. Whittemere 
under oath, and why he did so if he took 
such an extraordinary precaution to secrecy, 
er as to his right to so silence her, or why 
she should leave the city. It was also im- 
possible, by reason of the Recorder's ab- 
sence from places where he would be in 
@ position to explain or defend his course, 
to ask other pertinent and important ques- 
tions prompted by a singular condition of af- 
fairs. FS 

Some of them would have been: Why 
dread a meeting between Miss Smedley and 
Barbara Aub?” ‘* Why hector and degrade 
Langerman when you had to declare him 
innocent?” “‘ Why charge him with wrong- 
doing, and not file an information in each 
case?” ‘* Where are the affidavits and com- 
munications in regard to such misdeeds? 
“Why not have notified the District At- 
torney the moment you knew Barbara Aub 
had recanted?”’ ‘‘Do you dread that she 
may recant her recantation?” 

None was more free in comment “ not for 
publication” than lawyers and jurists who 
have business at the Criminal Court Build- 
ing. None would authorize a statement 
over his own name, and this developed a 
remarkable condition of affairs in that it 
was ascertained beyond a doubt that Re- 
corder Goff is more dreaded than he i® hon- 
ored, liked, or esteemed. _ 

“Be a ‘marked man’ with Goff?” said 
ene criminal lawyer. “ Not if the court 
knows itself, and it thinks it does! I have 
a livelihood to make, and cannot afford to 
be a target in any court. I know what 
would occur if I made my opinions public. 

“But, mark my words. Some day Goff 
will so charge a jury that some lawyer 
not afraid of him and of a hustling disposi- 
tion will take proceedings for his impeach- 
ment.”’ 

“J will not,” 
Supreme Court Justice-elect, 
Recorder's action on Monday, but I will 
say that I regretted being on_the bench 
with him when he talked to Langerman. 
And this leaves me to explain that I went 
to consult Judge Allison about the trial of 
Sheriff Tamsen, met the Recorder, and was 
invited on the bench. I went there not 
knowing what was going to happen, and 
jeft just as soon as I could, which was 
after Langerman went away and before 
Barbara Aub was brought in.” 

“Tt is necessary,” said Col, Robert J. 
Haire, “that I should explain my connec- 
tion with the Langerman case. I went into 
it a day and a halJf after it was under way 
and under great disadvantages, although I 
was too happy to do a courtesy for Berg 
& Davies, the prisoner's lawyers. I may 
add that I have not received a fee, and am 
out of pocket $175, and also that I expected 
a conviction, but that I would get enough 
exceptions to secure a new trial. ; 

‘“‘I might as well dispose of some stories 
about Langerman. He was silly and dudish, 
loose as to certain morals, but not a crimi- 
nal. He had a small salary but posed as 
a man about town on money sent to him 
from Europe by his mother. In other words, 
he was neither better nor worse than hun- 
dreds of fellows who associate with women 
of whose character there is not a particle 
of doubt. 

“Now as to the Recorder’s arraignment 
of my client. I have known of a similar 
case, when the District Attorney and coun- 
sel for the defense were notified, both as a 
matter of right and courtesy. I am not a 
novice in the business, as I was Prosecut- 
ing Attorney myself for four years. 

“It was the duty of the Recorder, as I 
understand the law, and according to 
precedent, to file with the Clerk of the 
Court any and all papers upon which he 
might have taken action or to which he 
had even referred during the trial, ar- 
raignment, and up to the final disposition 
of the case. This was ruled in the Bud- 
densiek case. 

“7 won't talk of impeachment, that would 
be improper at this stage. Besides, so far 
as I know, matters may eventually be all in 
order in the court. Am I endeavoring to 
get the affidavits and communications re- 
ferred to by the Recorder when he assailed 
Langerman’s character? Certainly. That 
is to say { am preparing a motion which I 
shail make in court at some near and con- 
venient date, for access to all the data 
from which Mr. Goff took his -text. I shall 
ask for an order to inspect such papers. 

“So far I have not applied for them to 
the Recorder, orally or otherwise, while I 
have ascertained that up to the present 
time no such papers have been filed with 
the Clerk of the Court. I have, however, no 
idea but that the Recorder, with his well- 
defined ideas of fair play, will comply with 
law, precedent, and courtesy. What I may 
do when I see these papers lies with the 
future and circumstances. 

“You see, I am in a delicate position. I 
am an officer of the court, honored quite re- 
cently by confidence of the Court in that a 
prisoner was peekee in my custody, and I 
want to avoid eYen the semblance of being 
critical. 

“As to the Recorder’s charge, I want 
that. I want the entire minutes, and have 
asked Stenographer Osborne for them. He 
told me he haw not had the time to get 
them out, 

“Now, as to Barbara Aub. I cannot say 
that I have ‘ panned out ’ that singular per- 
son. No investigation as to her character 
was begun until the trial of Langerman 
Was nearly closed. Then I set a detective 
to work, and he called in two or three more 
ig help him. If their reports can be estab- 

ed, the woman’s a very bad egg, with

No names? Well, a conference with an 
accomplice of hers in a private blackmail- 
“ scheme, and thus after the accom- 
plice had been interviewed by a _ victim 
and another intended victim of Barbara 
Aub and the accomplice. But this answer 
is given as an opinion, and the facts will 
come out in time. 

“As to the Door of Hope being shut, it 
Was not so, Miss Aub passed some time 
with the Princess Viroqua, who, see, 
Says ‘lie’ to the story taat my detectives 
confronted Barbara Aub with proof that 
a) had discovered her st life. 

“Hypnotism! That claim is the absurd- 
est that could have been made, but it is in 
full seccord with the opera bouffe organiza- 
tion of last Monday. 

“Let me may this in the face of the as- 
sertion that when Langerman was arraigned 
on Monday only the Recorder and the sten- 
ographer knew of the recantation. I had 
an inkling that Goff wouldn’t sentence my 
client, and I was trying, you see, to help 
the Recorder out of a hole.” 

District Attorney Fellows’s only reply to 
questions in regard to the keeping of news 
of the confession from him and the charges 
made by the Recorder before he said that 
Langerman was innocent, was: 

“Not one word from me on the subject.” 

Assistant District Attorney Townsend said 
yesterday that he had not seen Miss Smed- 
ley, and the Princess Viroqua, since Tues- 
day, but that he was visited in the morning 
by three women, named Crawford, Mitchell, 
and Dean, maternal aunts of Barbara Aub, 
and exceedingly nice and respectable people. 

“All of them,” said the Colonel, “‘ were 
amazed at her recantation, but none more 
than I stillam. They said that all through 
the Summer they had tested Barbara to 
see if she would adhere to her first story, 
and in spite of their representations of 
what a frightful thing it would be if her 
original charge was untrue, she adhered to 
it, and made no indication of bak ee, 

“Why, I tried her in various ways. nce 
I said: ‘Barbara, reflect; for God’s sake 
make no mistake. This.is death to the man. 
It means twenty years’ imprisonment.’ How 
they got her to retract at the Door of Hope 
is a mystery. 

“As to that confession and the Recorder 
I say simply, as a matter of opinion, that 
the District Attorney should have been in 
the secret. As to the Recorder’s affidavits 
and information against Langerman on 
which he based his assault on his character 
I have nothing to say.”’ 

Another assistant on Col. Fellows’s staff, 
who is conservative and speaks cautiously, 
said of last Monday’s transactions: 

“I don’t believe in abusing a prisoner, 
The law says that he shall be sentenced, nct 
lectured. As to the cé6nfession, courtesy 
demanded that the District Attorney should 
have been notified.”’ 

A criminal lawyer of several decades of 
experience said: 

“Why trouble about ethics and what cc- 
Langerman was socially 
damned by anonymous denouncers and then 
declared white as snow, or dispute about 
courtesy and the District Attorney? All 
who can think do not need to reflect before 
giving an emphatic opinion. 

**I see a newspaper recails Charles O'’Con- 
or and his action when a Supreme Court 
Judge denounced a prisoner who had been 
found guilty of manslaughter as a murder- 
er, and I think the statement is correct 
that the eminent lawyer said that when the 
prisoner had served his term he would be 
his counsel and sue the jurist for slander. 
Such performances do not inure to the 
dignity of the bench. 

“But has any one refiected what would 
have happened had the girl Aub or Langer- 
man died between Thanksgiving night and 
the moment the verdict was set aside? Or 
should the girl disappear, die, or become in- 
sane now? Suppose Langerman to have 
died as a result of emotion due to the ver- 
dict; who shall say that the Recorder would 
have dared to admit that he had that which 
would have Saved his life? Imagine* Miss 
Aub insane or in flight between her con- 
fession and the time it had been reduced 
to writing and signed. What would Mr. 
Goff have done in any such crisis? 

“The proper course would have been to 
have declared a new trial, granted last 
Friday on newly discovered evidence, to 
have proceeded with the indictment of the 
girl for perjury, then and there—she ought 
to have been sent to a police cell Thanks- 
giving night—to have committed her and 
then to have let Langerman go decorously 
and without any devices of the stage. Can’t 
the Recorder trust the District Attorney? 
Has he discovered a leak in the public 
prosecutor's office? Some who talk say that 
from Mr. Goff’s action this is to be in- 
ferred,”’ 

“TIT am sure,’ said a lawyer, “that it 
can be established that Mr. Goff criticised 
Recorder Smyth for interfering at trials, 
and declaring that if elected he would at- 
tend to the duties of the jurist and leave 
those of the prosecutors and lawyers se- 
verely alone. Almost his first judicial act 
was to violate this pledge.” 

‘Tf all the charges that the Recorder 
cited in his denunciation of Langerman 
are true,”” said another lawyer, “it is the 
Recorder’s duty to put him on trial. I¢ 
they are not true, his accusers should be ex- 

sed. He merited his freedom Thanksgiv- 
ng night. If the Recorder allows these 
anonymous accusers to snéak away because 
of public indignation, he puts a premium on 
moral assassination, such as existed in the 
old days of Venice, and information dropped 
in denunciation boxes. Let Langerman’s ac- 
cusers appear.”’ 

Mrs. Smedley solemnly asserted yesterday 
that Barbara Aub’s statement that she 
begged her not to go on with the case is 
untrue, Miss Smedley added that Barbara, 
in her belief, made the confession through 
good-hearted views to save the man who 
made her his victim. : 

Miss Smedley and the Princess Viroqua 
called on Commissioner Parker at Police 
Headquarters yesterday to praise Policemen 
Lang and Meyer of the Twenty-fourth Pre- 
cinct, for the care they took in investi- 
gating the complaint of assault on Miss 
Aub, and to suggest that they be officially 
commended. 

Langerman had not procured a bondsman 
when the District Attorney’s office closed 
last night. He expected, it was said, that 
this morning a friend would secure his re- 
lease by depositing $1,000 in cash with the 
City Chamberlain. 

Evidently Mary M. Kellard of the Door of 
Hope, who, with Mrs. Whittemore, signed 
the attesting affidavit appended to the Aub 
confession, is less in dread of Recorder 
Goff than her directress, as she talked about 
the girl and her confession yesterday. 

Miss Kellard said that Barbara, while in 
the institution, was dejected, and cried 
often. After the trial of Langerman, Miss 
Aub’s condition became more depressed, and 
she was both excited and melancholy dur- 
ing the Thanksgiving Day exercises, and 
broke down and admitted that in testifying 
against Langerman she had committed per- 
jury. When she had become calmer she 
was taken to the Recorder’s house, ques- 
tioned by him, and returned to the Iinstitu- 
tion. Two days later she made a formal 
confession, which was taken down by Of- 
ficial Stenographer Osborne at Mr. Goff’s 
residence. 





THE AUB FAMILY MOVES AWAY. 


Father Overcome by Barbara’s Con- 
fession, Neighbors Think. 


The residents in the vicinity of Myrtle 
Avenue and Suydam Street, Brooklyn, were 
somewhat mystified when they learned that 
early yesterday morning Philip Aub and his 
family had moved. Philip Aub is the 
father of Barbara Aub, who made the con- 
fession in the Langerman case. 

The confession of Barbara was a great 
surprise, but it was not so great to the 
neighbors of her father as was his hasty 
departure from his old home. Mr. Aub 
lived at 73 Suydam Street, and had his 
factory for the manufacture of vests at 
1,200 Myrtle Avenue. He had as a partner 
aman named Lamb. Mr. Aub sold out to 
Mr. Lamb on Monday. 

A storage van drove up to the Suydam 
Street house early yesterday, and all the 
Aub family furniture was put into it and 
carried away. Shortly afterward the Aubs 
left for parts unknown. 

“The old man could not stand the ter- 
rible things which Barbara confessed to,” 
said one of the neighbors. 

Another of Mr. Aub’s neighbors said: 
“He believed Barbara, and when she con- 
fessed that her story was not tfue it upset 
the old man completely. He was a good- 
hearted man, but he felt ashamed after 
hearing of his daughter’s confession.

** By the act of March 2, 1887,’ Mr. Dud- 
ley points out, “it is provided, in express 
terms, that immediately upon the receipt of 
the testimony taken and forwarded by either 
party, in compliance with the first section 
of the act, the parties to the contest shall 
be immediately notified by registered letter, 
and required to appear berore the clerk 
and agree, if possible, as to what portions 
thereof should be printed as of record in 
the case. In this instance Mr. Mitchell's tes- 
timony in chief has been in the hands of 
your predecessor some four months, and by 
the unlawful act of the contestee, the testi- 
mony taken in answer by him has been 
withheld. : 

“It was clearly the Clerk’s duty to have 
proceeded with the printing of Mr. Mitchell's 
pootimeeny after waiting a reasorfable time 
for the testimony for the defense, without 
further delaying the printing of the record. 
Unfortunately, the notary who took the 
contestant’s rebuttal testimony was the 
same person who took the testimony for 
the defense, and, therefore, in addition to 
the very ye injustice done Mr. Mitchell 
by the failure to print the record of the 
testimony forwarded by him Aug. 6, he is 
called upon to suffer by reason of the neg- 
lect or wrongful act of Walsh, who has not 
only succeeded in preventing the testimony 
taken by himself from coming forward but 
has deprived Mr. Mitchell of the benefit of 
his own diligence in the taking of his rebut- 
tal testimony; and it seems to me that 
every consideration requires at your hands 
the immediate printing of the contestant’s 
testimony so far as it is here.” 

Mr, Dudley hopes that Clerk McDowell 
will see the necessity of direc at once 
that the testimony now in his hands in this 
case be immediately printed, as otherwise 
it will cause an unnecessary and a very em- 
barrassing delay in the preparation of the 
briefs and in getting the case ready for 
proper submission. 





NEW EPISCOPAL DIOCESE ORGANIZED 


Important Question to be Settled Be- 
fore a Bishop Is Chosen. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—The primary con- 
vention of the new Episcopalian Diocese of 
Washington was opened here to-day at St. 
Andrew’s Church. Bishop Paret of Mary- 
land administered communion and the Rev. 
J. B. Perry preached the opening sermon. 

Before the election of a Bishop is under- 
taken the important question is to be set- 
tled as to whether the diocese has the 
power at once to enact new organic law or 
should be governed by that of the Maryland 
Diocese, from which it has been separated. 

The question was informally referred to 
two Justices of the United States Supremie 
Court, who, it is understood, gave diamet- 
rically opposite opinions on the subject. 

It was resolved that the new diocese 
should be known as the Diocese of Wash- 
ington. 

The Rey. Dr. John H. Elliott of the 
Church of the Ascension was unanimously 
chosen Permanent President of the conven- 
tion. 

Bishop Paret, in resigning the chair, made 
the forma! announcement that he felt it his 
duty to remain with the Diocese of Mary- 
land. 

Los ANGELES. Cal., Dec. 4.—The Rev. Dr. 
Joseph F. Johnson of Detroit, Mich., was 
last night elected Bishop of the new Epis- 
copal Diocese of Southern California. 

The following candidates were placed in 
nomination by the convention: The Rev. 
Percy C. Weber of Massachusetts, General 
Mission of the diocese; the Rev. Dr. Jo- 
seph B. Johnson, rector of Christ Church, 
Detroit, Mich.; the Rev. Dr. Dayid H. 
Greer of St. Bartholomew’s Church, New- 
York, and Dean Restarick porter of St. 
Paul’s Church, San Diego, Gal. 

The vote of the cle resulted as follows: 
Dr. Johnson, 17; Dr. Greer, 5; Dean Restar- 


ick, 3. ‘ 

In the laity vote Dr. Johnson received 21, 
Dr. Greer 12, Dean Restarick 5, and Dr. 
Weber 1. 


PARDONS GRANTED BY THE PRESIDENT 





The Polygamy Act Held to be Not Ap- 
plicable to the District of Columbia. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—The President has 
granted pardons in the cases of ten persons 
convicted of adultery in the District of 
Columbia under the Edmunds-Tucker law 
providing for the abolition of polygamy in 
Utah, and sentenced to one year and a day 
in the Albany Penitentiary. These sen- 
tences were imposed before the Court of 
Appeals of this district decided that the 
Edmunds-Tucker law was applicable here. 
In granting the pardons the President says: 

Those pardons are granted upon the recommen- 
dations of the District Attorney who prosecuted 
the convicts and the Judge who sentenced them. 
In view of the conflicting opinions of the courts 
as to the applicability to the District of Colum- 
bia of the law under which the convictions were 
had, I think it would be unjust to withhold relief 
in the case. 

In the case of Abram Fardon of Paterson, 
N. J., who was sentenced in August, 1894, 
to five years’ imprisonment in the Essex 
County (N. J.) Penitentiary for embezzling 
funds of a National bank, the sentence is 
commuted to two years’ actual imprison- 
ment. 

The sentence of Standford Byrd, convicted 
in Kentucky of retailing liquor, was also 
commuted to sixty days’ actual imprison- 
ment. 

Pardons were denied in the cases of Syl- 
vester E. Altice, convicted of assault in the 
Indian Territory; Albert W. ‘ convict- 
ed in Massachusetts of embezzling letters 
containing money, and Clarence L. Morey, 
convicted in Minnesota of devising a scheme 
to defraud by use of the mails. 





“PRESERVATIVES”’ DECLARED INJURIOUS 


The Agricultural Department of Penn- 
sylwania So Decides. 


HARRISBURG, Penn., Dec. 4,—Secretary 
Edge of the Department of Agriculture has 
devoted considerable attention to the so- 
called “ preservatives’"’ commonly adver- 
tised for the preservation of cider, milk, 
and other articles of food. 

In every case it is found that they are 
composed of some form of boracic acid, 
and in some cases they also contain sali- 
cylic acid. When added to milk according 
to directions they exist in about the pro- 
portion of one part of the preparation to 
from 1,000 to 1,500 parts of milk, and in 
this proportion one pint of milk contains 


from nine to ten grains of the drug. 

The medicinal dose is from five grains 
to geet A . Preparations of boracic 
and Ts acids, it has been found, are 
also used to a greater or less extent in 
canned goods gene y. 

The Department of Agriculture has de- 
cided that the use of “ preservatives” is 
injurious to blic health, and that they 
come under the provisions of the 
act. Persons using or selling them are 
therefore liable to conviction and fine.

MR. WELLINGTON WANTS THE OFFICE 





Eastern Shore People Determined that 
a Man from Their Section Shall 
Have It—Governor-Elect 


Lowndes’s Influence. 


BALTIMORE, Dec. 4.—The fight for United 
States Senator to succeed Charles H. Gib- 
son has begun in all earnestness, and it 
threatens to involve the Legislature from 
the start in a quarrel which may divide the 
party and open the way for the Demo- 
cratic return to power in the next election. 

For the first time since the war, Mary- 
land went overwhelmingly Republican, 
electing all the State officers by great ma- 
jorities and getting sixty-five out of the 
ninety-one members of the House of Dele- 
gates. The Senate is almost a tie, with an 
election, owing to the death of Senator 
Bennett in Carroll County, to be held this 
month. If the Republicans win that, it will 
give them a tie and not a majority. 

Senator W. Cabell Bruce, the independent 
Democrat, announces that he will work 
with the Republicans on all reform meas- 
ures, but it is not likely that he will be 
with them in purely partisan matters. Ona 
joint ballot the Republican majority is 39,

which leaves no doubt as to their ability 
to elect their candidate. But standing in 
the way is the Eastern Shore law, a relic 
of 1809, which has been, with one excep- 
tion, faithfully observed during the. cent- 
ury. At the time it was passed, two sec- 
tions of the State separated by the Chesa- 
peake Bay had been having separate admin- 
istrations under one general government, 
and the law was passed in accordance with 
this division of the offices. 

There are no more persistent politicians 
in the world than the Eastern Shoremen, 
for they inherit politics and live on politics 
and practice politics every day in the week, 
and they have managed to hold this law in 
spite of the fact that they have less than 
one-tenth of the population of the State, 
and that they compel the taking of a Sena- 
tor from their one Congressional district, 
while the other five Congressional districts 
have had to be satisfied with the same al- 
lotment. 

The injustice and absurdity of the plan 
are generally recognized, and no one claims 
that the law is constitutional, for the ques- 
tion frequently decided by the 
Judiciary Committee of the United States 
Senate, but in spite of all these things the 
law is there, and notwithstanding the great 
victory of the Republicans they are not able 
it, stands in the 


has been 


to repeal for the Senate 
Way. 

If the repeal should come before that 
body the Eastern Shore Republicans would 
join with the Democrats in voting against 
it. The alternative is elect an East- 
ern Shoreman to ignore the law and 
throw the honor open to the Republicans of 
the entire State. 

It is on this that the preliminary battles 
are now The people on the 
Western Shore say the law is null and fool- 
ish, and that the party should not notice 
it, while the East« Shoremen announce 
that they will fight the matter to the last 
extremity, and that if the Republicans dare 
to override law and custom they will carry 
the matter to the court and secure an in- 
junction against the Governor restraining 
him from issuing the commission to the 
man elected. These Eastern Shoremen say, 
furthermore, that they will not go into any 
caucus in which the ignoring of this law is 
to be considered. 

Thus it happens that the reform admin- 
istration starts out with a squabble over 
the spoils, and the nearer they get to Jan- 
uary, when the Legislature meets, the 
warmer they become. 

The situation at present is Congressman 
George L. Wellington against the field, Mr. 
Wellington is Chairman of the State Cen- 
tral Committee and he managed the party 
affairs through the recent victorious con- 
test. He is a self-made man, forty-four 
years old, able, outspoken, tireless in en- 
ery, full of resources, and ambitious. In 
1848 his father, a workingman, arrived in 
Cumberland from Germany. He married 
there and in 1851 George was born. The 
only schooling he received was less than 
two years in a parochial school. At twelve 
he was employed in a store and he spent his 
Spare hours in reading. In the Sunday 
school he learned how to make speeches. 
When seventeen years old he secured a po- 
sition in the Second National Bank. is 
work attracted attention and he was ad- 
vanced. When Lloyd Lowndes became 
President of this bank Wellington was pro- 
moted to assistant cashier. After this he 
was asked to preside at a political meeting, 
and it was found that he was a good speak- 
er, both in English and German. 

One step in politics led to another, and 
he filled the office of County Treasurer for 
several terms, and from that position he 
came to Baltimore as Sub-Treasurer’of the 
United States by appointment of President 
Harrison. During these years he made no- 
ble efforts to wrest from Louis E. McComas 
—now Judge McComas of the District of 
Columbia—the Republican. _leadershi of 
Western Maryland. In 1892 he succeeded in 
getting the nomination for Congress, but 
Was defeated. In 1894 he tried again, 
with himself as campaign manager, and 
he won a great victory. 

Cumberland is the centre of the mining 
wealth of Western Maryland and the three 
men who control its Republican politics 
were Lioyd Lowndes, George L. Welling- 
ton, and David H. Sloan. The trio worked 
together and all had different ambitions. 
After Wellington had won his seat in Con- 
gress they put forth their efforts for fur- 
ther conquests. Largely through Mr. Well- 
ington’s work Mr. Lowndes was nominated 
for Governor and Mr. Sloan was nominated 
for the bench, and both were elected, so 
ahat poe saree — all won. 

s Governor-elect Lowndes, Congress- 
man Wellington, and Judge Sloan. er But 
while the term of Gov. Lowndes is four 
years and that of Judge Sloan fifteen years, 

r. Wellington’s place is only for two 
oem, and as he did the most of the work, 

e probably feels that he ought to have 
something longer and better; so it hap- 
pens that he is making an open fight for 
the Senatorship, confidently claiming that 
jhe has more than enough pledges to elect 
him, that Gov. Lowndes is entirely in favor 
of him, and that the Eastern Shore law can- 
mot possibly cut any figure in the contest. 

On the Eastern Shore every county has 
its candidate, with the following as the 
strongest probabilities: Philip L. Golds- 
borough of Dorchester, Charles T. West- 
cott of Kent, Robert B. Dixon of Talbot, 
and George M. Russum of Caroline. In 
Baltimore City several names are men- 
tioned, but they will only come up in the 
pene . oo con wy

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BEGGARS MORE MENACING 





Police Commissioner Parker Suggests 
Vigorous Action. 


THE STORY TOLD BY POLICE REPORTS 


Increase in Arrests East of Broad- 
way, Down Town—Over 10,000 
Lodging and Station 
House Lodgers. 


This is the time of year when vagrants 
with criminal tendencies flock to New-York 
City in order to make it their permanent 
headquarters until the warmth of the fol- 
lowing Spring allows them to tramp again. 

Those who have had occasion to go 


through the streets frequently, between 
dusk and midnight during the past month, 
must have noticed how much more numer- 
ous appeals for help to secure a night’s 
lodging or something to eat have grown 
as the Winter solstice has drawn nearer 
and nearer. 

These vagrants are of all degrees of bold- 
ness, from the man, once decent, who has 
just fallen into the rank of a beggar, to 
the hardened ruffian who only asks for 
alms because the chance of getting off 
safely after highway robbery does not seem 
to him good enough to risk. , 

Their form of address, too, varies accord- 
ing to the lateness of the night, the loneli- 
hess of the street, the scarcity of police- 
men, and the presumed weakness of those 
whose aid they seek. To the big man with 
a big cane, they are polite; to the woman 
without an escort, or to the man whose 
Strength is not in his sinews, they are as 
menacing in their tone as if they proposed 
to apply force if their demand is not im- 
mediately granted. 

These vagrants live chiefly in the cheap 
lodging houses on either side of Park 
Row and the Bowery, between the 
Brooklyn Bridge entrance and Houston 
Street. They include within their ranks 
nearly all habitual criminals in the process 
of making. The full-fledged habitual crimi- 
nal may be distinguished from the partly 
fiedged variety by the fact that he has 
Served one or more terms in State prison; 
that his picture is in the rogues’ gallery, 
and that his daily occupation is, or ought 
to be, a matter of constant solicitude to the 
Detective Bureau of the Police Department. 

It should be remembered that the cheap 
lodging houses of the city contain many 
men who are simply unfortunate and are 
without either criminal tendencies or’ the 
habit of vagrancy. Some of these honest 
habitues of the cheap lodging houses are 
clerks without friends or a settled home. 
Some are men who have fallen from good 
Positions in the social or business world 
through. dissipation. . Others are men of 
small fixed incomes,.who prefer to pass the 
remainder of their lives in this fashion.

For the months of July, August, and Sep- 
tember only 5,806 men appli for free 
lodgings, and 5,753 women. 

Thus the men declined from 13,290 during 

the cold weather, to 5,806 during the warm 
weather, while the women actually in- 
creased ‘from 5,277 to 5,753 for the same 
eriods. It is the experience of all who 
ave had any supervision of the cheap 
lodging houses that they are filled during 
the Winter months, and comparatively emp- 
ty during the Summer months. Thus, the 
general rise and fall of vagrants in the 
city seems to be indicated correctly enough 
by the numbers of those who apply to the 
station houses for free lodgings. 

Commissioner Parker, when asked yester- 
day by a reporter for THE NEw-YORK TIMES 
whether the Police Board had any meas- 
ures in view for diminishing the number of 
vagrants in the city, especially during the 
Winter months, replied that he had always 
been convinced of the importance of check- 
ing criminal careers at the outset by the 
unsparing arrest of all who came withir 
the penumbra of the criminal classes. 

The Commissioner thought the Police 
Magistrates would be the chief difficulty 
in the way of clearing the city of these 
pests, whose criminal tendencies he fully 
acknowledged. He said he had had several 
eonferences with Capt. O’Brien of the De- 
tective Bureau on the subject of arresting 
as large -a number of tty thieves as pos- 
sible, but he apprehended that soft-hearted 
persons. might invoke constitutional laws, 
which would make the incarceration of 
petty thieves impossible on a wholesale 
scale. 

Commissioner Parker was asked if the 
raising of constitutional questions might 
not be avoided by confining arrests to 
vagrants caught begging, loitering, or com- 
mitting some other offense specifically with- 
in the reach of the law. 

He replied that this side of the question 
would receive all the personal support 
which he could give it, and that he anor 
to convince the Police Board of its - 
mediate importance.

LIGHTING. CONTROLLED BY A TRUST 





Testimony Before the Investigating 
Committee in Philadelphia. 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 4.—The session this 
afternoon of the State Senatorial committee 
which is investigating the municipal affairs 
of Philadelphia was attended by the mem- 
bers of the Pittsburg Citizens’ Committee, 
which, earlier in the afternoon, secured the 
promise of the Senatorial committee to visit 
Pittsburg and conduct a similar investiga- 
tion. 

Arthur H. Lea, a business man who has 
made a study of the cost of Philadelphia's 
electric lights, detailed the correspondence 
he kad had with the heads of the various 
cities throughout the country on this sub- 
ject. The conclusion reached by the witness 
was that this city has more arc lights than 
any other three cities combine in the 
country. Nine electric light companies sup- 
ply Philadelphia with light, and it was 
shown by fr. Lea that the respective 
Boards of Directors were composed largely 
of men who are prominent in politics. 

The witness stated that these nine com- 
panies comprise the Electric Trust, and that 
all efforts to dislodge the trust from the 
control of the city’s system of illumination 
had failed.

VIEWS ON CITY . TRANSIT 





Mr. Lauterbach Tells of the Third 
Avenue Line’s Work. 


LAWSON N. FULLER FOR THE ELEVATED 


Makes Light of the Rapid Transit Com- 
mission and the Underground Sys- 
tem—The Question of City Own- 
ership Under Discussion. 


The Assembly Committee appointed to in- 
quire into the “‘ fiscal and physical’’ condi- 
tion of the New-York City railways resumed 
its session yesterday at the Hotel Metro- 
pole. 

Edward Lauterbach, the attorney for the 
Third Avenue Cable Company, was the 


first witness. He was examined by Ar- 
thur C. Wade, the counsel for the commit- 
tee. After telling of the original capital- 
ization of the company and some other 
things, he was asked the value of the real 
estate of the company at the present 
time. 

“About $5,000,000," replied Mr. Lauter- 
bach, who then told the committee how 
the company made the change from the 
horse cars to the cable cars. 

‘““We have now in operation,’”’ said he, 
‘fourteen miles of double cable track, and 
about one-half or three-quarters of a mile 
of electric track, Last year we received 
$2,583,011:17, which means that we carried 
41,000,000 passengers. The capital stock is 
now $9,000,000. There is not a penny of 
water in our stock. 

“ Before the Roosevelt cry,’’ continued Mr. 
Lauterbach, ‘“‘ we used to do an excellent 
business on Sunday carrying people from 
the east side to Fort George.” 

“It would be a good idea to extend your 
line to Brooklyn now,” suggested Mr. Wade. 

“Well, we would take people to a good 
town. I think Schieren is just as good a 
Republican as anybody.” 

‘“* Nobody,” said the witness, ‘is obliged 
to buy watered stock. I know of-no statute 
compelling men to make such purchases. 
On the other hand, there are often great 
risks in railroad building. The elevated 
roads in New-York and Brooklyn would 
never perhaps have been built if the law 
had prevented the watering of stocks. New- 
Yorkers would not put their money into it 
if there was not some risk in the enter- 
prise.”’ 

“But do you think a railroad company 
should have more privileges than a manu- 
facturing company?’’ 

‘“*No; I think they should stand on an 
equality. But ordinary corporations can get 
around the law by acquiring a patent or 
some special interest, and calling it an 
asset. Its value may be mythical, but it 
is hard to prove it. 

“The Cantor act,’ declared Mr. Lauter- 
bach, ‘‘ must be repealed. When over 7,000 
per cent. is bid for a franchise, nothing 
more is needed to prove its absurdity. Some 
other system should be introduced, but I 
am not prepared to say offhand what that 
system should be.” 

Mr. Lauterbach said he was not inclined 
to favor a system of universal transfer, rot 
from the standpoint of the companies, at 
least. Questioned about .municipal owner- 
ship of railways, Mr. Lauterbach said that 
the great political patronage which that 
scheme would give might be a source of 
danger. 

* Lawson N. Fuller told of the opposition 
whith the first elevated road encountered. 
Mr. Fuller also stated that Cyrus W. Field 
once.came- to him-and told him that he 
could buy a controlling interest in the 
elevated railway for. $160,000. 2 

‘Mr. Field,’’ contained Mr. Fuller, ‘said 
that. he would put up the $150,000 if I 
would: put up my experience, and I con- 
sented. He said: ‘If I make $1,500,000, the 
people will say I am a —— rascal, and if I 
lose my $150,000 they will say I am a — 
ool.’ ” 

Mr. Fuller announced that he had not 
made a cent by giving his services for 
five years. He quoted an array of figures 
to prove how much the elevated railroad 
had increased the value of the property 
through which it ran. He also incidentally 
denounced the proposed underground road, 
and said it was an ‘‘outrage’’ against the 
City of New-York. - 

“If Jay Gould,” declared Mr. Fuller, 
*‘had lived up to this time, he would have 
had the elevated railroad two years ago 
to Fort George. Yes, Jay Gould was worth 
any ten men now living. 

‘* Rapid Transit Commissioners!’’ he shout- 
ed, ‘‘ What does Mr. Steinway, a pianomak- 
er. know about building an underground 
railway, and Mr. Starin, a tugboat man, how 
ean he have a knowledge of such things? 
Then take Seth Low of Columbia College, 
a truly estimable gentleman—a living pict- 
ure—but what does he know about under- 
ground railways? Then take Alexander E. 
Orr—well, that reminds me of a man who 
once went to buy a team of horses. He 
looked them over carefully, and was then 
asked his opinion. He replied: ‘Oh, they 
have beautiful tails.’, To be sure, Mr. Orr 
has got beautiful whiskers. 

“Why. it was only yesterday that I 
drove down town with ex-Mayor Gilroy, 
one of the brightest Mayors New-York ever 
had, and he said to me: ‘Fuller, that 
Rapid Transit Commission is_ the 
fraud I ever knew.’ Ex-Gov. Flower also 
told me that, although he had to sign the 
Underground Rapid Transit bill, he came 
down to New-York and voted against it. 
I venture to say if any one would ask John 
Claflin, who is the most common-sense man 
on the board, his heartfelt opinion, he 
would say the commission was a fraud.”’ 

Mr. Fuller said that the only way to get 
rapid transit was to extend the elevated 
and cable roads. 3 : 

After recess Frederick W. Hinrichs, Reg- 
istrar of Arrears of Brooklyn, took the 
stand.‘ ‘I am a public tax officer,’’ said 
he, ‘in Mayor Schieren’s Cabinet in Brook- 
lyn.”’ 

“Mr. Hinrichs, who is also a member of 
the New-York Tax Reform Association, read 
extracts from a lecture he delivered some 
time ago in Broosty. in which it was 
stated that the public was robbed when 
valuable public franchises were given away. 

He advanced arguments in favor of mu- 
nicipal Anke 4 of street railways. He 
quoted from the lecture a passage in which 
he spoke of the effort of *‘ publio spirited ”’ 
citizens to build i oy and incidentally 
to line their own pockets. 

Ou What I predicted then,” said he, “ has 
already come to pass. The new bridge com- 
pany is trying to. sell the public a valua- 
ble franchise which it got from the _— 
for nothing. They once in a while dug a 
hole in the ground, but we in Brooklyn 
know that they were never trying to build 
a bridge at all.” 

Mr. fiinrichs said he was of the opinion 
that, if the municipality ran the street rail- 
ways, better wages would be paid the em- 
ployes. ” 

“The men would be more contented, 
said he, “the public would be more con- 
tented, and the fares would be reduced if 
we had municipal ownership of street rail- 
ways. Does anybody think that we would 
have the railway troubles in Brooklyn last 
Winter if we had municipal ownership? 

G. W. Thompson of Brooklyn, who is 
also a member of the Tax Reform Associa- 
tion, said he was in favor of a universal 
system of “transfers”’ in street railways. 

unicipal franchises should never be given 
in perpetuity, in his opinion, and he woulda 
fix the limit for street railway franchises 
to ten years. 

Whidden Graham of the Manhattan Single 
Tax Club said: ‘‘ We recognize that at the 
bottom of this whole business of the owner- 
ship of street railways is the adenjion of 
the privilege of beg d land. 

Mr. Graham said that he personally was 
not in favor of municipal ownership of 
street railways. He declared that the best 
way out of the difficulty would be to make 
the railway company pay a full rental to 
the city for the p of land over which 
their tracks are laid.

Thomas Ryan of Brooklyn, who said he

TESTING A NEW HOWELL TORPEDO 





The Projectile Shows Remarkable Syeed— 
Chief of Ordnance Sampson Pleased 
With It. 


NEWPORT, R. I., Dec. 4.—Commodore 
Sampson, Chief of the Bureau of Ordnance 
of the Navy Department, witnessed a series 
of official tests of a new Howell torpedo. 
The Hotchkiss Company has been several 
months perfecting this projectile, and it 
developed remarkable speed. To-day the 
temperature of the air and water was too 
cold for the best results, causing the ma- 
chinery to work sluggishly, but the aver- 
age speed developed is claimed to be higher 
than that of any other torpedo in the world. 
’ Three shots were fired from the Hotchkiss 
Company’s experimental station, in the 
East River. Besides Commodore Sampson, 
there were present Lieut. Roy C. Smith 
and Lieut. Brown of the Naval Torpedo 
Board, and Gen, Ordway and F. H. Paine 
of the Hotchkiss Company. The target was 
set. at 600 yards, and at this range the 
torpedo’ made a speed of between 27’and 28 
knots. The projectile has shown an aver- 
age of more than 29 knots, and the own- 
ers believe that 82 knots can be attained. 
Though 600 yards was the test to-day, the 
torpedo ran’1,100 yards at a depth of 4% 
feet, for which it was set. _ 

The periods of time occupied in the three 
runs of 1,100 yards did not vary three 
seconds, showing remarkable regularity. 
The test was most successful, and the 
Chief of Ordnance was much pleased. 

The new Howell is 12 feet 8 inches long, 
and has a diameter of 18 inches. The Howell 
now in use in the navy is 14 inches in 
diameter. The latter makes a speed of 25 
knots, and only for 400 yards. An officer 
of the English Navy will-soon arrive to 
witness tests of the new projectile. The 
powder charge to-day was 200 pounds. 





SURPRISING FINANCIAL STATISTICS 


Chieango’s Mayor Gives Comparative 
Figures on City Indebtedness. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 4.—It appears from statis- 
tics compiled for Mayor Swift and to-day 
made public, that in issuing warrants in 
anticipation of taxes already levied, Chicago 
is only following the example of leading 
Eastern cities. Tax levies in the East are 
thus. anticipated by the issue of certifi- 
eates of indebtedness in varying amounts 
from year to year, according to the require- 
ments of municjpal management. Late fig- 
ures show New-York City to have $17,358,- 
000 temporary loans of this character out- 
standing; Boston, $3,500,000; Brooklyn, $3,- 


- 429,000, and Philadelphia, $1,200,000. 


While laws radically different from those 
in force in the East have led to the custom 
of allowing the floating debt of Chicago to 
accumulate from one administration to an- 
other, the city’s entire floating debt to- 
day amounts to only about $5,000,000, as 
compared with the figures given for New- 
York, Boston, Brooklyn, and Philadelphia. 

Figures in Mayor Swift's possession, com- 
piled from statements of officials of dif- 
ferent cities, show that the net revenue of 
Boston from waterworks, sinking fund in- 


vestments, and other property, exclusive of 
taxes, franchises, and licenses, exceeds the 
annual interest charges on that city’s bond- 
ed debt by over $170,000; in New-York this 
excess is over $911,000, and in Chicago it 
is over $1,665,000, while in the Cities of 
St. Louis, Philadelphia, and Brooklyn, the 
net revenue from these sources falls far 
short of paying the interest on the bonded 
debt. 

The combined bonded debt of the City of 
Chicago, sanitary district of Chicago, and 
the County of Cook is $33,359,450, with an 
annual interest charge of $1,581,863.50. The 
Mayor’s figures show that the net revenues 
of the City of Chicago derived from its mu- 
nicipal property alone, and exclusive of its 
revenues from taxes and licenses, are great- 
er by over a million dollars than the inter- 
est on the combined bonded debt of the 
City of Chicago, sanitary district of Chi- 
cago, and Cook County. The principal 
items of this revenue of Chicago are re- 
ceipts from waterworks, above operatin 
expenses, and rentals of-real estate own 
in fee simple by the city, a large of 
which is in the heart of the business di# 
trict.

HIRED TO START FIRES 





Samuel Milch Tells of Arrangement 
He Made with Louis Gordon. 


SAYS GORDON’S BOOKS WERE FIXED 


A Circumstantial Story of the Walker 
Street Fire—Mr. Davis States 
What Me Expects to 


Prove, 


Samuel Milch, chief informer in the fire- 
bug cases, made his first appearance on 
the witness stand yesterday, when the 
taking of testimony against Louis Gordon 
was begun. Milch is twenty-four years old, 
and was formerly an insurance adjuster, 


with an office at 155 Broadway. It was 
he who made the arrangements with the 
practical incendiary, or ‘“‘ mechanic,”’ as he 
was called by the.gang, for the burning 
of Gordon’s shirt manufactory, at 21 Walk- 
er Street. 

Milch told a very circumstantial story, of 
the manner in which the incendiaries. were 
paid by Gordon, the way in which checks 
were fixed up to hide the tracks of the 
alleged conspiracy, and the doctoring of 
Gordon's books in order to make them fit 
the adjustment Milch was to make. His 
testimony yesterday only touched the be- 
ginning of the conspiracy, and some of the 
most interesting features of his story are 
to come to-day, it is promised. 

Assistant District Attorney Vernon M. Da- 
vis opened the case for the People, begin- 
ning his address at 11:15 A. M. He said he 
would show that Henry Cohen and Kop- 
pel Friedland were associated with Gor- 
don in the Walker Street fire; that Cohen 
had had a fire at his house a few months 
previously, and that Gordon then became 
anxious also to have a fire. He went to 
Cohen and they arranged for the fire. Co- 
hen then went to Samuel Milch and en- 
gaged him to start the fire. A few weeks 
before the fire Gordon met Cohen, Fried- 
land, and Milch on Third Avenue near the 
Harlem Bridge. Gordon was introduced to 
Milch under a fictitious name. Milch was 
asked how much he wanted for the job. 
He would not say until he had consulted 


Max Gluckman, He said he did not know 
how much Gluckman, the mechanic, would 
want for starting the fire. For himself he 
would require 5 per cent. of the insurance 
money, Mr. Davis said. 

The insurance on the building was $53,- 
000. Gordon objected to giving 5 per cent. 
of the insurance. He wanted to make a 
1 per cent. contract. Both a 5 per cent. 
contract and a 1 per cent. contract were 
drawn up. 

Mr. Davis said he would be able to show 
the latter one, but not the former, but he 
would produce witnesses who saw it. 

Milch, he said, was to get letters from 
people recommending him to Gordon as a 
reputable man to act as adjuster. Max 
Gluckman was to go to the building first 
to look it over. He went there apparently 
looking for employment. He noted all the 
doors and windows and the “lay” of the 
premises. He then went to Adolph- Hirsch- 
koff, the manufacturer of the combusti- 
bles, and got a demijohn of the stuff. At 
a signal, given by Gordon, Mr. Davis said, 
he entered the building secretly with it, 
He made four visits with the demijohn 
and then scattered the stuff over the 
shirts and tables and on the stairs. Then 
Gluckman arranged the candle to cause the 
ignition. When the explosion came. the 
shock was so great that it broke the win- 
dows in the opposite buildings. 

That. Gordon was the last’ to leave the 
building. -Mr. Davis said he would prove. 
The vapor from the explosion was so great 
that the firemen: could not enter the build- 
ing for hours. Some of the shirts were 
blown out into the street. 

Gluckman, Mr. Davis detlared, wanted 
money before he did. the job. All that 
Gordon could give was $500. That was 
four days before the fire. These fellows, 
Mr: Davis said, did not trust each other. 
Milch demanded a note for $2,000, so that 
he would be paid for services as an ad- 
juster in case Gordon was obliged to em- 
ploy Landgraf, the adjuster demanded by 
reputable business men. Mr. Davis said he 
would exhibit the check for $500 on the 
Union Square B&ank. 

Milch gave Gluckman three checks—for $200, 
for $250, and for $300, respectively. Gluck- 
man showed these checks to Hirschkopf, who 
kept the first two. These checks were sup- 
posed to be covered by Gordon’s note for 
$2,000. Gordon had not over $2,500 worth 
of goods in the factory. The conspirators 
undertook to fix it up so that it would ap- 
pear there was $64,000 worth of goods. 

The books were doctored, Mr. Davis al- 
leged. They increased the number of 
shirts about 200 per cent., so as to bring 
the apparent value to $64,000. 

**T don’t propose to rely on the confession 
of Milch,’’ Mr. Davis said, ‘‘ but I will show 
by a reputable appraiser who went to Gor- 
don’s factory after the fire and made an 
appraisal of the goods that the value has 
been exaggerated.’’ 

The insurance companies got wind of the 
overvaluation and refused to pay. Gordon 
was notified that the Grand Jury was in- 
vestigating the charge against him, and he 
was subpoenaed to appear and explain. He 
did not do so, and a few days later he was 
arrested, and the subpoena was found in 
one of his ,.pockets. 

All witnesses except the one on the stand 
were sent to an anteroom. The first wit- 
ness called was Samuel Milch, a public fire 
adjuster of 319 East One Hundred and 
Eighteenth Street. 

He told about the meeting of the alleged 
conspirators near Harlem Bridge, as out- 
lined by Mr. Davis. Ex-Judge Curtis made 
numerous objections to the admission of 
testimony. ; 

The witness said that after meeting near 
the bridge he and the three men went down 
Third Avenue and, going to a saloon, or- 
dered a bottle of champagne. Cohen asked 
him how much he wanted for doing a job. 
Milch said his price was 5 per cent. of the 
insurance. Gordon, who had been intro- 
duced as Tekulski, said he could get it done 
cheaper, Milch testified. Milch said he 
asked what was the job and where was it to 
be done. Cohen said he would be told later. 

Later Gordon asked him if he could not 
take charge of all the arrangements for the 
fire, and offered to give him $2,500. Witness 
demanded 5 i? cent., and Gordon said it 
was too mucn. 

Milich said he could not do it any cheaper. 
He began to tell the Court about a written 
agreement, but, on objection by ex-Judge 
Curtis, the testimony was ruled out. 

Koppel Friedland, he said, called at his 
office the next morning. Friedland in- 
structed him that Glueckman should de- 
mand $1,500 for doing the job for Gordon, 
and that Glueckman would get half. 
Glueckman later joined him, and said he 
must look at the place “before making 
any arrangements.” We told Glueckman 
he must demand $1,500, as we were to get 
50 per cent. of that, he said. 

tordon, Cohen, and Glueckman met at 
his office, on Broadway, the next day, 
Milch said. Glueckman demanded $1,500 for 
making.the fire, and promised to go over to 
the factory in two days. This was early 
in July. lueckman asked about the floors 
of the building. Glueckman went out. Gor- 
don asked Cohen if he was sure the fire 
could be made. 

“Don’t be uneasy,’’ said Cohen to Gor- 
don; ‘“* we will make the fire all right,’’ the 
witness testified. 

Milch afterward returned to his home. 
Final arrangements for the fire were made, 
he testified, at Third Avenue and One Hun- 
dred and Thirty-first Street. Glueckman 
was to receive $1,000. He was to seek em- 
ployment in Gordon’s factory. He was em- 
ployed as a’ porter, and was thus able to 
introduce the combustibles into the building. 

After recess Milch told of frequent meet- 
ings with Gordon to make arrangements for 
the fire. Sometimes Cohen, Glueckman, or 
Friedland was present. One of the places 
of meeting was a café on Broadway. 

The witness started to tell how Gordon 
showed him all the policies he had on his 
place. Ex-Judge Curtis objected. Milch 
said Gordon showed him a paper and asked 
him to figure up the total of the insurance. 
He told Gordon, he testified, that he made 
the total to be $53,000. Gordon said he 
thought there was only $33,000, and said 
further that he had canceled $5,000 addi- 
tional insurance, so that the companies 
would not suspect when the fire occurred. 
He gave, as an excuse to his broker, that 
the rates were too high. 

Milch testified that on July 23, 1894. Cohen 
gave him a check for $500 on the ental 
Bank, and that Gordon gave Cohen a check 
for a like amount on the Union Square 
Bank. Ex-Judge Curtis objected to such 
testimony, and said there were no such 
checks. Mr. Davis then called on the de- 
fendant to produce in court all checks 
drawn by him between July 1 and 28, 1894. 

Ex-Judge Curtis said he did not propose 
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to furnish ammunition for the prosecution. 


He said he would produce all the papers in 
Gordon’s business when the defendant put 
in his side of the case. He said he would 
stand on his constitutional rights not to 
furnish evidence for the prosecution. A 
long argument was made about the produc- 
tion of canceled ®hecks of the defendant. 
Ex-Judge Curtis said he would produce 
every check and scrap of paper, but he 
would do it at his own good time, and not 
at the dictation of the District Attorney. 

Milch then went on to say that Cohen 
made out a note for $2,000, payable on de- 
mand to witness, who waS to act as ad- 
juster. Cohen had his son, Ruby, make out 
the note, he said, and placed it in the safe, 
saying that Milch would have the note 
after the fire, if “ work of adjusting was 
iven any one else. 
. Mich sald he asked how he could be sure 
he would get the note, and Gordon said he 
would get it, sure. Milch told how he had 
eeveral checks for Glueckman. He put them 
in a book at his office, and Fire Adjuster 
George W. Holt took them, he testified. 
Witness made out these checks on the Ger- 
mania Bank after he had received $500 from 
Gordon. This was before all the arrange- 
ments hed been made for the fire. | 

Court was adjourned until 10:30 o’clock to- 
day. 


REVENUE OF STREET RAILWAYS 





Controller Fitch's Answer as to the Proper 
Way it May Be Raised—New- York's 
System Criticised. 


Many letters have recently been received 
by Controller Fitch from various cities ask- 
ing what in his judgment was the best way 
of raising a proper revenue from street rail- 
way franchises. Recently Mayor Strong re- 
ceived a communication from a Chicago 
newspaper asking his views on this sub- 
jest. He referred it to Controller Fitch, who 
yesterday answered it as follows: 

In my judgment the best and most equitable 
method of securing a proper revenue for a City 
Government from street railway corporations in 
return for the public franchises which they en- 
joy is the following: 

1. The enactment by the Legislature of a gen- 
eral law requiring the sale of such franchises 
at public auction to the highest bidder after 
due advertisement pursuant to law. 

2. The delegation by the Legislature to the 
proper local authorities of the city wher& the 
sale is to be held of. power to prepare wfthin 
certain limits terms and conditions of sale. 

The railroad law of New-York State applica- 
ble to the sale of franchises for street surface 
railroads enumerates with minute detail the va- 
rious steps to be taken in preparing for and 
conducting such .sale, and fixes the exact con- 
ditions under which franchises for extensions of 
existing routes shall be offered. 

I consider the New-York law much better than 
no law at all, but by no means the best that 
could be devised. 

What should be the degree of freedom of ac- 
tion to be granted to the local authorities by the 
Legislature will naturally depend somewhat on 
the amount of confidence which these bodies 
enjoy in the minds of the people. 

In New-York City, at least, I am confident that 
if the Legislature had conferred upon the Com- 
missioners of the Sinking Fund, for example, 
some such power as I have indicated—a power 
which that responsible body already possesses 
in regard to ferry franchises—much larger re- 
turns would have been made‘to the City Treas- 
ury than are now received—$183,431.51 in 1894.

WORK WITH THE STUDY CLUBS 


Advantages Held Out by University of 
the State of New-York. 


A bulletin of 234 pages of study clubs has 
just been issued by the University of the 
State of New-York as the eleventh of its 
extension series. 

The effort to make education available to 
all has been so cordially received that the 
number of agencies for home study organ- 
ized in the last ten years marks the decade 
as an epoch in educational development; yet 
much of the work is desultory and unorgan- 
ized, and in many cases has entirely or 
partly failed for lack of systematic local 
efforts. 

The study club division of the extension 
department aims to aid study clubs, which 
expect of their members study, reading, and 
usually some writing between meetings, 
and reading circles whose members are fol- 
lowing a systematic course of reading, with 
more or less frequent meetings for dscus- 
sion of the matter read. 

A club, or circle of at least five mem- 
bers, pursuing a ten weeks’ systematic 
course of reading or study on a simple sub- 
ject is entitled to registration on the uni- 
versity lists, and may then for small fees 
borrow traveling 'ibraries, apparatus, photo- 
graphs, lantern slides, and other illustrative 
material, may take without charge from the 
State library books for use at single meet- 
ings, and share other privileges which the 
Regents offer to organized groups of stu- 
dents. Thus, through the agency of the cen- 
tral department, clubs are enabled to benefit 
by each other’s work and to enjoy facilities 
otherwise out of their power. 

The bulletin gives constitutions suitable 
for such clubs, brief accounts of administra- 
tive organizations for aiding study clubs 
and of the registered New-York clubs, a 
selection of the best programmes of study 
used by such clubs, and statistics of 176 
study clubs and reading circles in New-York 
and other States. An exhaustive index of 
nine pages enables one to turn readily to 
any topic. The bulletin is mailed post free 
for 25 cents-by the Extension Department, 
Regents’ office, Albany, N. Y. 





READY TO TAKE THE SCHOOL CENSUS 


Disagreement as to Who Shall Fur- 
nish Some of the Supplies.

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MINERS FEAR THE CRAZE 





Gold Fields Must Suffer from the 
Speculative Fever. 


THE GAMBLING OPERATIONS HURTFUL 


Capital Will Be Kept Out by the 
Inevitable Collapse — Women 
Taking an Active Part in 
the Speculation. 


DENVER, Col., Dec. 4.—The interested 


miners at Cripple Creek can only hope that 
the present stock dealing craze will not 
work injury in time to the new gold fields. 
They believe it will, The honest, toiling 


miner and the capitalist whd° stakes his 
thousands in the development of a gold 
mine are not interested in the excitements 
on Change. The frantic acts of the horde 
of brokers do not make them a dollar. The 
miners dig what gold they get out of the 
ground, and for the most part earn every 
dollar of it. That is termed legitimate 
business. It is different with the stock 
manipulators. They are dealing largely 
with problematical values, discounting 
hopes and future possibilities. That is what 
some people call gambling. If a crash in 
stocks comes, it will be detrimental to the 
prosperity of the Cripple Creek district; not 
to the legitimate mining enterprises, for 
the value of ores will be unaffected, but 
capital will be kept out by a collapse in 
stocks. 

As an instance of the present stock-trad- 
ng craze, the records in the Secretary of 
State’s office show that thirty-six new min- 
ing companies, with an aggregate capital of 
$43,000,000, were organized within sever 
days, and, with two exceptions, they wera 
formed to do business in Cripple Creek. The 
intention of some of these companies was 
to do a legitimate mining business, no 
doubt. But it is just as certain that a 
large majority. of them were organized fon 
stock-jobbing purposes only. The pro- 
moters’ ambition is to sell stock to the 
public, rather than to open up a “ pay” 
mine. All previous records in the filing of 
incorporation papers are now broken al- 
most daily in‘ the office of the Secretary of 
State. In one day eleven new mining. com- 
panies filed articles of incorporation in that 
office. In the case of nine of them, the 
capital stock was named at $1,000,000, in the 
other two at $1,250,000. There is something 
magical in the word million when mining 
companies are concerned. The shares, ale 
most invariably, are $1 each. 

Men, women, and even children at Colo- 
rado Springs have the stock-dealing fever, 
There is no concealment of the fact: A 
meeting of women was held at the Springs 
Wednesday night, at which the organiza- 
tion of an exchange with exclusive privi- 
leges for women and women brokers was 
discussed. The movement met with hearty 
approval, and the unusual project was 
launched with,much enthusiasm, 

At Cripple Creek one seat on the Mining 
Exchange is held by @ woman. Her name 
is Mrs. Mary O’Brien, and she is said te 


be a heavy dealer. She does not appear on 
the floor at the regular calls, but executes 
her orders through others. There are scores 
of. Colorado Springs. women who deal in 
stocks. openly. They have caught the exe 
citement. equally with their husbands, fath- 
ers, and brothers. They talk stocks in- their 
parlors, and when they meet on the street 
in groups. The state of the market seems 
to’ be the-enly topic of conversation every- 
where. As the general list of stocks has 
advanced lately, the most of them have 
made money. 

Unlisted stocks are, becoming a feature 
of the stock trading. So many new “ prop- 
ositions’’ are put forth that waiting to 
have their stocks listed in the regular man- 
ner on the Exchange would become irksome, 
so they are launched on the public market 
as unlisted stocks, Such stocks, in nearly 
every case, represent previously unheard-of 
properties. There are no statutes hedging 
about such practices, no laws requiring 
any kind of official statements as to the 
condition of such properties, registration 
of stock, &c. The stock is printed and 
offered to the public, and when people buy 
it they take the chances. ; 

Some of these stocks are placed on the 
market at ridiculously, low figures. One 
new stock was offered this week at $2 per 
1,000 shares. The offer caused a laugh on 
*Change, as it seemed like an effort to 
make a close margin of profit on the actual 
cost of printing the shares. Many of these 
‘cheap stocks,” as they are called, are 
traded in dagly at $6, $7, and $8 per 1,000 
shares. Thefe are the class of stocks anc 
dealings that ‘send the aggregate sales of 
the day on one Exchange to above the 
million mar But not much money changes 
hands. In this respect the Colorado stock 
craze differs from the Kafir boom. 

The following listed stocks and the ones 
most traded in show the prices and range 
of quotations in the past two weeks:

Bat whatever may be the result of the 
stock craze, the common verdict is that 
Cripple, Creek is a most wonderful gold 
camp. Some of the most prominent mine 
experts in the world agree to this fact, and 
the gftput of the os, which, for Novem- 
ber, will exceed $1,000,000, speaks for itself. 
Hagailton Smith, the well-known expert of 
two continents, and the agent of the Roth- 
schilds in South Africa, recently paid Crip- 
ple Creek a visit. The chief object of his 
visit to America was in connection with 
the recent sale of a large block of the stock 
of the great Anaconda copper mine, at 
Butte, Mon., to the Rothschild syndicate. 
Pending this deal he visited the new Col- 
orado gold fields and remained there two 
weeks, going underground in the deepest 
shafts and carefully studying ores and 
formations, He was astonished, he said, at 
what he saw, and freely gave it as his 
opinion that Cripple Creek was destined to 
be a close rival of the Witwatersrand Dis- 


trict. 
Col. Ethelbert G. Woodford, an English ex- 
ert, who has spent the last two years in 
uth Africa, has left Denver on his way 
to London, after a three weeks’ study of 
Cripple Creek.

The known output of the Cripple 
district is 750 tons per day. The two rail 
roads running out of the district carry 
tons per day. and 150 tons are treated b; 
the local mills. This gives a total of 22, 
tons monthly. A .conservative estimate on. 
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trict not fall short of $20,000,000—or 
about one-half of the gross product of the 
South African mines. 

As also in South Africa, the cyanide 
process of treating gold ores promises to be 
the salvation of the mines at Cripple Creek, 
for the reason that it makes possible the 
reduction of low-grade ores at a profit. One- 
ounce ore—that is, gold ore of a value of 
$20—may be treated profitably by the cyan- 
ide process, whereas, in times past gold 
Ores of a still much higher grade were 
thrown over the dump at the mines because 
there were no means of treating them. 

The first cyanide mill for the treatment 
of Cripple Creek low-grade ores was erect- 
ed at Florence, forty miles south of the 
gold fields, less than a year ago. It had 
100 tons per diem capacity, and was suc- 
cessful from the start. It at once opened 
up a great future for the new camp, for 
while the higher grade gold ores were 
shipped to the smelters at Denver and 
Pueblo the low grade ores which predomin- 
ated in the mines and which had previous 
to that time been valueless were given a 
market. 

The capacity of the Florence Mill ‘has 
since been increased to 160 tons per day, 
and an addition to it now being built will 
further increase it to 300 tons daily. This 
will be in operation within thirty days. 
Now the machinery for a duplicate of the 
whole plant has been ordered, and the com- 
bined plant will in five or six months’ time 
be treating 600 tons of ore daily. A com- 

y of which David_H. Moffat, the heav- 
est mine owner in Colorado, is the head, 
owns the Florence cyanide mills, and Mr. 
Moffat says his company is prepared to buy 
and treat all the gold ores that may be 
offered from the Cripple Creek district up 
to 1,000 tons per day. At the present time 
the supply of ore is greater than the treat- 
ment facilities. The six smelters at Den- 
ver and Pueblo are also crowded with Crip- 
ple Creek ores. No ore has yet been re- 
fused by the smelters, but their capacity 
is limited to the amount of other fluxing 
ores that may be offered on the market, 
and hence the cyanide treatment of ores, 
new in Colorado, is regarded as the savior 
of the miners in the new era of prosperity 
now opening to them. 





THREE NEW FIELDS. 


A Great Rush for Claims in the Gold 
Regions. 


DENVER, Col., Dec. 4.—Besides the Cripple 
Creek mining and stock excitement, Colo- 
rado has three reported new gold fields to 
interest the public. West Creek, northeast 
of Cripple Creek, is now a bustling camp, 
with a Post Office called Pemberton, and a 
number of prospect holes. In Gilpin County 
a tellurium belt is alleged to have been 
traced by miners from Boulder across to the 
forks of Clear Creek, below Black Hawk, 
where a hundred prospectors are now stak- 
ing out claims. Reports have come from 
that district before. Near Salida specimens 
of float carrying free gold have been picked 
up, and a local stampede to lay off claims 
has ensued. 

The stock market was lively to-day, with 
prices firm. The Golden Fleece, an old and 
rich gold mine, near Lake City. has been 
listed on the local exchanges. Starting at 
$1, it was advanced to $1.30, under spirited 
bidding. The Golden Fleece has been pay- 
ing very heavy dividends during the past 
year. Outside orders are growing rapidly 
in aggregate amounts. The railroads can- 
not handle, without delay, the great amount 
of freight moving into Cripple Creek, and 
the passenger traffic is very heavy. 

Negotiations for mining property, not 
only in Cripple Creek, but in other well 
established camps, appear to be unusually 
active just now. Mining experts are all 
busy examining properties for Eastern in- 
vestors. The shipments from Cripple Creek 
average 700 tons per day. 


Activity at Colorado Springs. 


SPRINGS, Col., Dec. 4.—The 
features of to-day’s trading in mining 
shares was Golden Fleece, a newly listed 
Lake City stock, which advanced from 115 
to 134 bid. The higher-priced Cripple Creek 
stocks were very strong and in good de- 
mand. The total sales for the day in this 
city were 2,074,881 shares. The Golden 
Fleece Company has declared its regular 
monthly dividend of 2 cents a share. 

«4 V. De Foreest of the New-York Con- 
solidated Exchange is at present in Cripple 
Creek. He has expressed himself as great- 
ly surprised and much pleased with what 
he has seen and regards the listing of the 
best Cripple Creek stocks in New-York as 
altogether probable. A large number of the 
listed shares are finding their way to the 
East, and not a small proportion are going 
over to Europe.

CIRCUITS RUN ON A PRIVATE SYSTEM 





Some Places Obliged to Pay Beyond 
the City’s 


Where Privileges Prompt 


Rates and Others 


an Inquiry. 


At a special meeting of the Board of 
Fire Commissioners’ yesterday afternoon 
Commissioner Sheffield turned over to ex- 
Commissioner Robbins a_ receipt for 
moneys, bonds, and other properties be- 
longing to the Relief Fund up to June 3, 


1895. This settled the controversy which 
was begun on Tuesday between Commis- 
sioner Pord and ex-Commissioner Robbins. 

The case against J. Elliott Smith, 
Superintendent of the telegraph bureau, 
and since December, 1893, the purchasing 
agent of that department, was taken up. 
According to the expert’s statement: there 
was an item of $1,013, which, had Super- 
intendent Smith used proper discretion and 
judgment, might have been sahived to the 
board. 

Superintendent Smith submitted a state- 


ment in reply, in which he maintained that 
in many instances he had not only effected 
a saving to his department, but that also 
on the expert’s own figures, taking the 
market price of his purchases as a stand- 
ard, his excess of expenditure had been 
only $284.03. 

A lengthy report bearing on the telegraph 
signal boxes of the city was submitted by 
Edward E. Callahan, tne expert appointed 
by the board to examine and feport. The 
report showed that Pearce signal boxes had 
been placed at different points all over the 
city, and that while they were connected 
with the city circuit. the city received no 
payment for the same. The cost of the 
Pearce system is $150 a year for each box, 
whereas that charged by the city is only 
$15. It was also stated that while “ Circuits 
52, 53, and 54 are Mr. Pearce’s, there is 
nothing to show that they are not as fully 
the city’s perpersy and under the city’s 
care as any other circuit.’’ 

Private boxes on the city’s circuits are 
placed at the following institutions or 
places of. business: New-York Catholic Pro- 
tectory, West Farms; Convent of the Sacred 
Heart, One Hundred and Fourth Street; St. 
Joseph’s Asylum, Fordham; St. John’s Col- 
lege, Fordham; Academy Mount St. Vin- 
cent; Institution for the Deaf and Dumb, 
West One Hundred and _  Sixty-second 
Street; the ferryhouse, West Forty-second 
Street; Hebrew Orphan Asylum, One Hun- 
dred and Thirty-eighth Street and Tenth 
Avenue; Savannah Steamship Company, 
Spring Street and North River; Old Domin- 
ion Steamship Company, Beach Street and 
North River; Faber’s pencil factory, One 
Hundred and Thirtieth Street and Boule- 
vard; Montefiore Home, One Hundred and 
Thirty-ninth Street and Boulevard; Little 
Sisters of the Poor, West One Hundred and 
Sixth Street; Colonial Club, West Seventy- 
second Street, and Nevada flats, Sixty- 
ninth Street and Western Boulevard. 

“The Colonial Club,’’ continued the ex- 
pert’s report, ‘‘of which Superintendent 
Smith is a member, is not paying anything 
for the service. The Home for Aged He- 
brews and the Institution for the Deaf and 
Dumb are now paying Mr. Pearce for this 
service under contract, which runs to next 
year.” 

” President La Grange asked: ‘“ What does 
Pearce charge yearly for this service? Is it 
$150 for each signal box?’”’ 

Superintendent Smith replied: “I think 
so.”’

President La Grange said that from some 
figures shown to him there were probably 
as many as 2,000 buildings.. He said he 
did not think that such charitable institu- 
tions as that of the Little Sisters of the Poor 
should be obliged to pay such an exorbitant 
sum as $150 yearly for a service they could 
get for $15. He asked who had ordered 
the box to be put up for the use of the 
Savannah Steamship Company. 

Superintendent Smith replied that it was 
a former member of the board. 

President La Grange—Well, I would not 
like to take that responsibility myself with- 
out submitting it to my colleagues. 4 

Commissioner Ford—At the outset of this 
investigation an effort was made by Mr. 
Pearce to tamper with the man selected by 
the board as an expert. 

President La. Grange—That action was 
calculated to excite suspicion on the part 
of the Commissioners. ; 

The reading of Expert Callahan’s re- 
port was then continued. It stated that 
the extra pay roll of Superintendent Smith’s 
department had been running for four years 
or more at the rate of $100 per day, and 
included weighmaster, storekeeper, instru- 
ment maker, linemen, cleaners, &c. The 
extra roll is so regular that many of the 
same men continue through the entire pe- 
riod, This statement of facts suggests the 
following questions: Why have such men 
as weighmaster, cleaners, &c., been car- 
ried on the telegraph pay roll? Why has 
work done on the underground cable con- 
struction been carried on this extra pay 
roll rather than under its proper heading— 
the cost of paying electrical work under- 
ground? The effect of this manipulation of 
pay rolis has been falsely to reduce the ap- 
parent cost of the telegraph department, to 
reduce and conceal the cost of underground 
work, and to increase the apparent cost 
of apparatus and supplies. 

Counselor J. Oleott, who by courtesy of 
the board was present in behalf of Super- 
intendent Smith, asked if the proceedings 
meant that charges had been preferred 
against Mr. Smith. 

Commissioner Sheffield replied that no 
charges had been preferred against Super- 
intendent Smith, the present proceedings 
being simply an inquiry into the depart- 
ment under his charge. 

The investigation was then adjourned to 
Friday afternoon. 





PATRICK M°’MAHON DECLARED GUILTY 


Eight Newark Board of Works Em- 
ployes Had Confessed. 


NEWARK, N. J., Dec. 4.—Patrick McMa- 
hon, the only one who did not plead guilty 
of the nine employes of the Board of Works, 
who were indicted for conspiracy to rob 
the city by charging for work not done, 
was placed on trial in the Court of Quar- 
ter Sessions to-day and was convicted. 

Andrew M. Gray, Joseph W. Bogle, Joseph 
Hunkell, and Frank Hanle, who are serving 
eighteen months each in the penitentiary 
for their part in the crime, were brought 
down to testify against the accused. 

The mpociic charge is that McMahon had 
declar that he had carted 392 loads of 
dirt from the streets to the dump, while he 
had in reality only carted 196, the city 
thereby being defrauded out of $98. 

McMahon denied, under oath, that he had 
anything to do with the conspiracy. 

It took the jury only fifteen minutes to 
render a verdict of guilty, and McMahon 
was remanded for sentence.

FUNERAL HONORS FOR A DOG 








MRS. HOPPER’S SPORT BURIED EX- 
PENSIVELY AT WOODLAWN. 


That He May Have Attempted Suicide 
by Jumping from the Roof 
Made No Difference. 


Sport, a pet dog of the Hopper household, 
at 109 West Sixty-eighth Street, was buried 
yesterday. Although he had practically 
committed suicide—for he leaped from the 
roof and was so badly injured that a police- 
man shot him—there was nothing about the 
funeral to indicate that the lamented had 
not been an honored citizen. For Sport did 
not have the burial of a dog. There was a 
coffin, an inscription, and an undertaker. 

Mrs. Ida Mosier Hopper, who owned 
Sport, was formerly the wife of De Wolf 
Hopper, the actor, from whom she ob- 
tained a divorce. She lives with her ten- 
year-old boy and a maid in the top flat of 
the house. 

It was Sport’s custom to frisk and gambol 
on the roof, and imbfbe enough fresh air to 
keep his barking apparatus in good tone. 
Lately he had been looking a trifle dejected, 
but Arabella, the maid, had no suspicion 
when she took him for his airing Tuesday 
that he was in a self-destructive mood. In 
fact, Arabella told a reporter for THE NEw- 
York TIMEs yesterday that he had made 
his leap, turning four and one-half somer- 
saults in the descent, merely for the pur- 
pose of landing on the adjoining roof. He 
simply miscalculated the distance. Further 
than this the maid could not say. Blinding 
tears gushed forth. 

Mrs. Hopper, on hearing of the accident, 
hastened down. Seeing that her pet could 
not live, she called on Policeman Donohue 
to shoot. The crowd cleared away, and 
Donohue shot. 

Undertaker T. E. Senior of 163 Eastern 
Boulevard was summoned, and instructed 
to bury the dog, regardless of cost, at 
Woodlawn. While an elegant oaken casket 
was being made the dog rested in an ice- 
box. The coffin was two feet long, con- 
structed in the ordinary shape, lined with 
white satin plush, and ornamented with 
silver handles and elaborate trimmings. 
Fifty dollars the job was reckoned to be 
worth. 

The funeral cortege, consisting of the 
undertaker and several assistants, left the 
house at 9:45 yesterday morning for Wood- 
lawn. A resting place was found for him 
in a lot adjoining Woodlawn Cemetery. 
There were no ceremonies. 

Mrs. Hopper was feeling too badly over the 
death of her pet to attend the funeral. 

‘No,’’ said Arabella, yesterday, ‘‘I doan’ 
think Mrs. Hopper'’s goin’ t’ wear mournin’. 
Co’s we's feelin’ bad over this mos’ tragic 
*fair, but there won’t be no mournin’. Fact 
is they’s makin’ ’tirely too much fuss "bout 
this. Mrs. Hopper didn’t: want to see the 
dog ’sposed off like other dogs, so she had 
him buried decent.”’ 

Some time ago complaint was made be- 
cause of a dog buried in Woodlawn, with 
the consequence that the body was ex- 
humed'and buried elsewhere. Should the 
lot where Sport is buried be annexed by 
the cemetery corporation, as is quite likely, 
Mrs. Hopper’s pet may also be disturbed. 





THE GAS TRUST CASE 


ARGUING 


Behalf of 
the Chicago Company. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 4.—Ex-Attorney General 
Hunt resumed the Pitt Burrows Gas Trust 
case before Judge Showalter this morning 
by opening the argument on behalf of the 
defendant company, whose stock is now 
held in trust by the Fidelity Company of 
Philadelphia. He claimed that the Chicago 
Gas Trust Company had a legal right to 
pledge its property to the Fidelity Company 
and that such action was not inconsistent 
with the laws of Illinois or Pennsylvania 
or the charters of the Chicago or Philadel- 
phia corporations involved in the execution 
of the trust deed. 

Mr. Hunt made the statement that under 
the present Illinois law any companies not 
incorporated prior to 1872 could combine 
legally, no matter how many of them 
wished to do so.

Controller Fitch’s View on the Application 
of Solomon Sayles, Who Was Surety 
for His Brother. 


Controller Fitch does not see any reason 
why the $25,000 which Solomon Sayles for- 
feited as bail for Henry L. Sayles, who was 
a member of the * boodle’’ Board of Alder- 
men of 1884, should be refunded to him. The 
Controller sent the following letter to Cor- 
poration Counsel Scott yesterday in refer- 
ence to the matter: 


I transmit herewith, for your consideration, a 
communication addressed to me by Henry F. 
Unger, Chief Clerk and Deputy Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney, dated Dec. 2, 1895. ’ 

From this communication it appears that an 
application has been made to the Hon. John W. 
Goff, Recorder,.to remit the forfeiture and vacate 
the judgment recovered against Henry L. Sayles, 
principal, and Solomon Sayles, surety, for the 
sum of $25,000, which sum was received by the 
Hon. Randolph B. Martine, then Dis-rict At- 
torney, on Oct. 18, 1886, and on the game day 
turned into the City Treasury. It appears that 
Recorder Goff and District Attorney Fellows are 
of the opinion that the municipal authorities 
should be notified of the application to vacate the 
forfeiture, as part of the relief asked for by the 
defendant is that the money heretofore turned 
over into the City Treasury shall be refunded to 
Sayles. 

I am entirely uninformed of any facts which 
would make such a course as this appear just or 
equitable, and it would seem to me an extraor- 
dinary proceeding to refund to a quondam judg- 
ment debtor an amount paid tn satisfaction of a 
judgment properly and regularly obtained, and 
as to the validity of which no question has been 
raised for over nine years. It seems to me that 
the city’s interests require that this proceeding 
should be vigorously resisted, and I respectfully 
request you, as the city’s legal representative, 
to oppose the granting of this application.

So Mr. Belasco’s 
play was again set back, then drifted be- 
yond Mr. Palmer’s control, and finally made 
a big “hit”? at the Herald Square. 

When the story that Mr. Palmer had re- 
jected Mr. Belasco’s play was printed, Mr. 
Palmer wrote a nice note to the playwright 
and this is what he said: 

My Dear Belasco: A story is going the rounds 
of the press to the effect that I rejected your 
play. You would be doing simple justice to me 
and at the same time a personal favor to me, 
if you would take occasion to deny this stupid 
ale, 

As you well know, I fought as hard as I could to 
retain your play, in which, from the first, I 
thoroughly believed, and in the success of which 
I rejoice, although I share neither in the glory 
nor in the profits.

He says 
Macklin tried to — him off the car. 

Macklin’s home is in Portsmouth, Ohio.

NEWARK, Dec. 4.—When James Williams 
was taken a prisoner on a charge of drunk- 
enness several years ago he was so old 
and decrepit, and he tried to be so obedi- 
ent, that the people at Police Headquarters 
were impressed with his good intentions;

HIS CAREER AS A TEACHER IN INDIA 


Many Prominent New-York Families

RYB, Dec. 4.—The Rev. Dr. George Wwill- 
jam Knox was formally installed pastor of 
the Presbyterian Church here this even- 
ing at 8 o’clock. The Rev. Dr. J. T. Wills 
of the Greenwich (Conn.) Presbyterian 
Church, presided at the services, assisted by 
the Rev. Dr R. P. H. Vail of Stamford, 
Conn.:; the Rev. Dr. C. E. Knox, President 
of the German Theological Seminary, New- 
ark, N. J., and the Rev. Dr. Anson P. At- 
terbury of New-York City. 

The Rev. Dr. Knox was graduated from 
Hamilton College in 1874, and from the Au-

burn Theological Seminary in 1877. He re- 
ceived the degree of D. D. from Princeton 
College in 1888, 


Dr. Knox went as a missionary to Ja-; 


pan after leaving the ‘Theological Semi- 
nary and remained until 1898. He was for 
several years Professor of Theology in the 
Theological Seminary of Tokio, and was 
for a while Professor of Philosophy in the 
imperial University of Japan. 

He came to the Presbyterian Church of 
the town of Rye, or the Rye Presbyterian 
Church, as it is more commonly called, 
in the Autumn of 1894. His work here has 
been so successful that is was determined 
a few weeks ago 
pastor permanently. 

Dr. Knox has written several works in 
the Japanese language, and has contributed 
many papers to the Asiatic Society of Ja- 
pan on the ethics and philosophy of the 
Chinese and Japanese. 

The Rye Presbyterian Church is one of 
the most important Presbyterian churches 
in Westchester County. Among the pew 
holders are many families prominent in 
New-York City. The church was organized 
in 1669.

Letier from President of the Dock Board 
to Tax Commissioners—Renewal of 
Request for Information. 


The Tax Commissioners met yesterday 
and further discussed the plan of taxing 
property on lands leased from the city. 
A communicatio., was received from Presi- 
dent E. C. O’Brien of the Dock Board con- 
cerning the proposed assessment and the 
information sought by the Tax Department. 
The communication was as follows: 


To the Honorable the Cgmmissioners of the De- 
partment of Taxes d Assessments, City of 
New-York: 

Gentlemen: On Friday, the 29th of November, 
at the City Hall, in the presence of his Honor 
the Mayor, the Counsel to the Corporation, and 
the President of the Board of Docks, the Presi- 
dent of your board stated that ‘Section 823 
of the Consolidation act has never been complied 
with by the Dock Board.’’ 

Section 823 of the Consolidation act is taken 
from Section 14, Chapter 302 of the Laws of 
1895, and reads as follows: 

‘“* Whenever any permit shall be granted by 
the proper officer of the City Government for the 
erection of any building, pier, or buikhead with- 
in said city, a copy of such permit shall ke 
furnished by the said officer to the Commis- 
sioners of Taxes and Assessments.”’ 

The construction of this section in its rela- 
tion to this department seems to bear upon the 
word ‘permit,’’ such permits as have been 
issued to private individuals authorizing them 
to erect a bulkhead, or permits to lessees to 
erect sheds or other structures, to be main- 
tained at the pleasure of the board. 

The Department of Docks proceeds by a reso- 
lution, not under permit, in erecting pliers, as 
it is not the policy of the city to give permits 
to private individuals for this purpose. 

An examination of the records of this depart- 
ment, covering the past eight years, shows 
that notices of ‘‘ permits’’ were sent to the 
Department of Taxes and Assessments in com- 
anes with this section under the following 

ates: 

March 6, 1889, transmitting notices of permits 
from May 18, 1887, to Jan. 11, 1889. 

Sept. 14, 1889, transmitting notices of permits 
from April 25, 1889, to Aug. 22, 1889. 

January, 1892, transmitting notices of permits 
from Aug. 22, 1889, to Jan. 1, 1892. 

March 18, 1893, transmitting notices of permits 
from Jan. 23, 1892, to Jan. 19, 1893. 

Dec. 15, 1893, transmitting notices of permits 
from Feb. 1, 1893, to Dec. 15, 1893. 

May 21, 1894, transmitting notices of permits 
from May 18, 1893, to May 21, 1894. 

Oct. 12, 1894, transmitting notices of permits 
from Nov. 29, 1893, to Oct. 12, 1894. 

In April, 1895, the present Dock Board, fol- 
lowing the precedent established by the previous 
boards, transmitted a similar notice of permits 
from Oct. 12, 1894, to April 13, 1895. A like 
notice is herewith inclosed of all permits granted 
from April 18 to Dec. 1, 1895. No demands hav- 
ing been made by the Department of Taxes and 
Assessments for any more specific informa- 
tion, it is fair to presume that the information 
furnished was all that was desired. 

The City Record is the official journal of the 
city, and it publishes a synopsis of the proceed- 
ings of each department, which information the 
departments are by law required to furnish. The 
Board of Docks transmits regularly to The City 
Record the minutes of all proceedings of the 
board, and the same are published therein. 

For the further information of the Department 
of Taxes and Assessments the Board of Docks 
would refer it to Section 719 of the Consolida- 
tion act, which requires that the annual report 
of the Commissioners of Docks to the Mayor 
shall include a statement of all leases made by 
said department, for what term, at what rent, 
to whom, and for what property, and the com- 
pliance of the Board of Docks therewith. 

The books of the Department of Docks have 
always been accessible and open to city officials 
for their inspection, and it would seem that the 
Department of Taxes and Assessments has cog- 
nizance not only of every ‘‘ permit,’’ but of 
every transaction of the Board of Docks which 
— be desired in the exercise of its func- 
tions. 

Inquiry of the heads of the other departments 
of the City Government discloses the fact that 
the Board of Docks is about the only one that 
furnishes information of this character to the 
Department of Taxes and Assessments, all others 
assuming that The City Record, the official 
journal of the city, and other official publica- 
tions, together with such investigations and 
methods as are usually employed, are the proper 
sources for the information desired by the Tax 
Department for the imposition of taxes. 

If the information heretofore furnished by this 
department to the Department of Taxes and 
Assessments, and in the publication in The City 
Record, and the other documents mentioned, is 
insufficient and incomplete, the Board of Docks 
will thank the Department of Taxes and As- 
sessments to point out in what particulars, and 
designate what further information it desires in

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The Provident Loan Society Disposes 
of Unredeemed Pledges. 


NO EXPECTATION OF A_ PROFIT 


A Trustee Tells What Has Been Ac- 
complished—$550,000 Loaned to 
33,000 Persons—All but 3 
Per Cent. Redeemed. 


The first sale of pledges which remained 
unclaimed in the possession of the Provident 
Loan Society was held yesterday in the 
Fifth Avenue Auction Rooms, 238 Fifth 
Avenue. The sale was authorized by the 


Trustees of the society, which includes such 
well-known men as Cornelius Vanderbilt, 
J. Kennedy Tod, John S. Kennedy, James 
and Albert Speyer, William E. Dodge, ex- 
Mayor Abram 8. Hewitt, John D. Crimmins, 
Charles C. Beaman, and the Rev. D. H. 
Greer. 

The catalogue included the unredeemed 
goods pledged from the commencement of 
the business of the society up to Sept. 1, 
1894. ere were watches, jewelry, silver- 
ware, ra glasses, and firearms. 

Speaking of the business transacted by 
the society from its inception, one of the 
Trustees, who devoted the entire day to 
watching the sale, said: 

“We began business in May, 1894, and 
therefore we have been in business for 
twenty months. During that time we have 
helped 33,000 persons to loans aggregating 
$550,000. We have charged these people 
1 per cent. a month interest, while the law 
authorizes 3 per cent. a month for the first 
six months. Ninety-seven per cent. of all 
the pledges were redeemed, and what we 
sold to-day is therefore but 3 per cent. of 
the articles pledged. Under the law we 
could have sold these goods much earlier 
as many of the pledges ran out in May, 
June, July, August, and September last, but 
we waited to give every person who had 
left a pledge with us a chance to redeem his 
goods, even after the time for such re- 
demption had expired. On Nov. 15 a notice 
Was sent to every pledger, not on a postal 
card, but in a sealed envelope, informing 
him that he would have an opportunity to 
redeem what had been pledged up to Dec. 1, 
or to renew the pledge, and many of them 
took advantage of this opportunity. 

“The Trustees are very much encouraged 
by the results of the business, which has been 
conducted on the most conservative lines. 
The society cannot possibly make a profit. 
It may come out even, but will probably 
have to meet with a small margin of loss, 
but it has been demonstrated that the 


business can be conducted so as to help 

ple to help themselves. I do not like to 

ve it regarded as a charity. The people 
who come to us for loans are the customers 
of the society, and they do not feel, nor 
do we want them to feel, that they are ap- 
plying for or accepting charity. It is simply 
a business transaction with the society. 
We do not ask those applying for loans any 
questions. 

“In every case where the pledge sold 
realizes more than was loaned on it, the 
surplus, after deducting the interest due 
and the eee ey amount of the ex- 
penses of the sale, &c., is held for six 
months, subject to the claims of the pledger, 
and if still unclaimed at the end of tnat 
period, then reverts to the funds of the 
society. The Trustees are so much en- 
couraged by the business so far that they 
hope to extend the system, and in the near 
future, if they can obtain the capital, will 
open a branch establishment on the east 
side, where such an establishment is very 
much needed.”’ 

Many pawnbrokers and men who regu- 
larly attend sales of unredeemed pledges 
for the ee or of obtaining bargains at- 
tended the sale yesterday. 

The first lot offered by Auctioneer Nor- 
man was a revolver. It went for a small 
sum, Several other revolvers were sold at 
a sacrifice, and then the auctioneer pro- 
ceeded to aoe of more valuable arti- 
cles. The bidding was not lively. Those 
present were experts as to the value of 
‘ bargains.” 

A sextant was sold for $3.75 ,and a hand- 
some pair of opera glasses went for $3. A 
cloak was knocked down for $4, and a 
music box brought $14. A sealskin muff 
was sold for $7, and a silver-plated set of 
table cutlery ng. vy 18. k 

The bidding on the watches and diamond 


jewelry was lively, but the prices realized 


were not high. A pair of diamond earrings, 
said to have cost $250, sold for $132; an- 
other pair brought $63; a diamond bar pin, 
with three stones. was sold for $80. A 
Jules Jurgensen watch sold for $120. It 
was said to have cost $300. An open-faced 
Tiffany watch was sold for $46, while a 
gold watch went for $20. 

Much interest was evinced when a gold 
Cross of Honor of the order of Gustavus III. 
was offered for sale. It was apparently 
new, and was suspended by a light blue 
ribbon. It was started at $3 and was run 
up by bids of 50 cents and $1 ‘until it 
reached $13, when it was knocked down to 
a Bowery dealer. A set of English Jubilee 
coins, four gold pieces and eight silver 
pieces, brought $24. Many bargains were 

icked up y the dealers and bargain 
buntere, who remained to the end of the 
sale, because, as the afternoon progressed, 
the selling was more brisk, the auctioneer 
not dwelling so long on the different lots 
endeavoring to get higher bids. 

At the conclusion of the sale, Leopold 
Hecht, the Superintendent of the society, 
said: 

‘“T cannot tell exactly how we have con 
out on this sale. Some of the articles sold, } 
principally the diamond jewelry, brought 
fair prices, in some instances as much as 
was loaned on them, but I do not think 
many of the articles brought more than the 
money advanced on them. I cannot tell yet 
the amount realized by the sale, as there 
were over 400 lots sold, and it will take 
some time before the accounts are made up, 
but I am satisfied that the society has 
made no profit on the business transacted 
and may have sustained a small loss, but* 
that was expected,” 





FORTY LITHOGRAPHERS LEAVE WORK 


The Gray Company Helped Out a Firm 
Whose Employes Were Striking. 


The force of forty men employed by the 
Gray Lithographing Company, at 13 Laight 
Street, left work yesterday by order of 
the Lithographers’ Society of New-York. 
The strike is in some respects a sympa- 
thetic one. The employes of the Gas Lith- 
ographic Company of St. Louis have been 
on strike for some time against the em- 
ployment of girls by the company. The 
St. Lovis company sent some of their or- 
ders on to the Gray company, ‘n this city, 
and when the men here learned of this 
they quit work. 

President O.. D. Gray of the Gray Lith- 
ographic Company, in speaking of the mat- 
ter this afternoon, said: *‘ The strike is a 
foolhardy thing on the part of our men, and 
emanate from: nothing. The men struck 
without any reason. The men were not 
courteous enough to state their grievances 
to me, if they had any, but quit work 
without any notice. We don’t propose to 
be dictated to. We simply filled an order 
for a house with which the Lithogravhers’ 
Union had trouble, and we propose to-mor- 
row to put new men in their places. 





HAWAII'S NEW MINISTER INTRODUCED 


Mr. Hatch Takes Mr. Castle’s Place in 
Washington. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—William R. Castle 
to-day presented to the President his letter 
of recall as Hawaiian Minister to the 
United States, and Francis M. Hatch, his 
successor, was formally introduced to Mr. 
Cleveland. Tche ceremony, which was very 
simple, took place in the Blue Room of the 
White House. Mr. Castle and Mr. Hatch 
were accompanied by Secretary Olney. .- 

When Mr. Castle handed the President his 
letter of recall the President said a few 
pleasant words,’ complimenting Mr. Castle 
on his work here.

MAY TRANSFER COL. A. H. ROGERS 


Justice Andrews Says His Friends Can Re- 
move Him from Ward's Island to a 
Private Asylum for the Insane. 


Samuel F. Hyman, counsel for Col. A. H. 
Rogers, who is confined on Ward’s Island 
as an insane person, stated to Justice An- 
drews, in the Supreme Court, yesterday, 
that he could not furnish affidavits as to his 
client’s sanity, as had been requested by the 
court. 

Justice Andrews said that the best thing 
to do would be to have the Colonel taken 
to a private retreat, where he would no 
doubt soon recover. The Justice said that 
the actions of the Colonel in court were 
those of an insane man, and, although 
Ward’s Island was not the place for him, 
the Court could do nothing unless his friends 
intervened and placed him in a private asy- 
lum. 

The writ of habeas corpus was dismissed, 
and the Court said the Colonel could be 
removed to Soham asylum as soon as his 
friends desired. 

At the close of the tase a tall man rushed 
out of the courtroom, saying he was going 
to the Corporation Counsel’s office to take 
the proper steps. The man’s name was not 
known to Col, Rogers’s attorney. 





SEEK PLACES ON THE POLICE FORCE, 


Thirteen Wakefield Men Apply for a 
Mandamas, 


An application was made to Justice An- 
drews, in the Supreme Court yesterday, by 
Ambrose H. Purdy for a mandamus to 
compel the Police Commissioners of New- 
York City to assign to duty on the police 
force William E. Golding, a Police Ser- 
geant in the town of Wakefield, and twelve 
other policemen from the same place. 

Mr. Purdy said that under the provision 
of the act of 1873, which annexed a large 
part of the ‘County of Westchester to the 
City of New-York, it was specially pro- 
vided that the police in the various towns 
in that district were assigned to duty in 
the City of New-York until their success- 
ors were appointed. This act, he said, in- 
cluded Waketield. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Connoly, in 
opposition, said that the act of 1895 incor- 
porated the act of 1873 merely by reference, 
and that the new Constitution provided 
that all officers under the City Government 
not existing when it came into operation 
should be filled by persons who had-passed 
a civil service examination. 

Mr. Connoly said that all the Wakefield 
policemen swore in their affidavits that 
they were Captains. The Commissioners, he 
said, cannot find places for thirteen new 
Se 

Mr. Purdy said that all the men were not 
Captains, and that if the affidavits stated 
that they were it was a clerical error. 

Decision was reserved. 


Alleged Fraud in Transfer of Goods. 


An application was made to Justice An- 
drews in the Supreme Court yesterday by 
Charles Luscomb for an order for an open 
commission in a suit brought against Tib- 
betts, Harrison & Robbins, commission 
merchants, by Edelstein, Moses & Co., 
to examine Messrs. Tibbetts and Rob- 
bins, who live in Boston. 

Mr. Luscomb says that the defendants 
had assigned for the benefit of creditors 
on April 15 last, and the property had only 
realized 50 per cent. on the dollar, although 
three months previously they had issued a 
statement showing that the firm possessed 


a surplus of $378,000. He says that there 
are several hundred thousand dollars not 
accounted for. 

The company was a Massachusetts cor- 
poration, and Mr. Harr‘son is the only mem- 
ber resident in New-York, but he does not 
possess the required information. The ac- 
tion by the plaintiffs is to set aside a 
transfer of a large amount of goods made 
prior to the assignment on the ground of 
fraud. 

Decision was reserved. 


The Shaw Tubular Well Case. 


There was another hearing before United 
States Commissioner Shields in the Federal 
Building yesterday in the action of Je- 
hyleman Shaw of Bridgeport, Conn., against 
Andrews Brothers, Brooklyn, for an ac- 
counting in connection with the defendants’ 
use of a tubular well improvement patented 
by Shaw. , 

The plaintiff testified that Andrews Broth- 
ers, besides receiving a royalty from the 
City of Brooklyn for the use of the patent, 


were also making profit from contracts 
made elsewhere. 

The chief object of the hearings is to dis- 
cover if there was a “ deal’’ with Brooklyn 
politicians by which Andrews’ Brothers 
made, as alleged, a profit of $600,000 from 
tubular wells worth only $80,000. 

Another hearing will be had on Dec. 18.* 


Wants to Recover Her Painting. 


Mrs. Elizabeth Matthews has brought a 
suit in the Supreme Court against Embury 
McLean to enforce a contract for the sale 
of property at 148 East Forty-sixth Street 
which she agreed to buy for $25,000, and 
to restrain the defendant from selling 2 
picture of the ‘‘ Modern Venus,’’ valued at 
$3,000, which she gave as security for mort- 
gages of $17,000, which she allowed to re- 
main on the property. 

She says that, while the negotiations were 
vending, she allowed McLean to remove 
the painting from one storage house to 
another, and he now refuses to live up to 
the contract and threatens to sell the 
picture. 


Judgment for Mrs. H. 8, Jaffray. 


A judgment by default was taken in the 
Supreme Court yesterday by Emma H. 
Jaffray for $6,226 against Howard S. Jaf- 
fray. 

Mrs. Jaffray states that prior to 1893 she 
was the owner of a yacht and horses valued 
at the above amount. Her husband sold 
the yacht and horses for her, she says, but 
failed to turn over the amount to her. 

There was no answer to the suit, and 
judgment was therefore taken by default. 
Henry W. Taft is her attorney.

INDIAN CLAIM AGAINST UNCLE SAM 


Canadian Red Men Appeal to England 
for Help. 


OTTawa, Ontario, Dec. 4.—A petition has 
been received here for presentation to the 
Governor General, asking that he forward 
to the Queen a prayer of certain Indians 
of the Ottawa, Pottawattomie, and Chip- 
pewa tribes, regarding a claim they have 
against the United States, involving many 
millions of dollars. 

In 1833 the ancestors of these Indians 
gave to the United States Government their 
lands in the County. 56 Cheboygan, Mich., 
on the ws of 5,000,000 acres west of the 
Mississippi, on which $800,000 
spent in making improvements. 

The land, which comprises portions of 
Kansas, Missouri. and Nebraska, turned out 
to be unfit for Indian use for several months 
of the year, and 1,000 members of the tribe 
came in disgust to Canada. The descend- 
ants of these Indians contend they are en- 
titled to redress.

Great Success. 


. BEATS THE NEW SCHEDULE TIME 


A Trip from New-York to Buffalo in 
Eight Hours and Ten Minutes, 
Just Five Minutes Ahead of 
Time—Railway Notes. 


BUFFALO, Dec. 4.—An eminently success- 
ful trip of the west-bound Empire State 
Express was made td-day. That noted New- 
York Central flier gave conclusive proof of its 
ability to make its new schedule time of 
eight hours and fifteen minutes. It not only 


Was successful in this regard to-day, but 
arrived five minutes ahead of time, so that 
if there was any doubt on the question this 
demonstrates beyond dispute that the Em- 
pire State Express is the fastest long-dis- 
tance train in the world. 

The trip was made under favorable condi- 
tions as far as Batavia, where the train 
encountered a snowstorm. Fearing that 
this might delay her again, the engineer 
jet out a few more notches of the throttle. 
He had eighteen minutes in which to make 
‘the ten and sixty-seven one-hundredths 
miles between Grimesville and Buffalo, and 
he made it in thirteen minutes, arriving in 
Buffalo at 4:40 o’clock, five minutes ahead 
of time. 

That was the only piece of road on the 
fwhole run where the train broke away from 
the schedule. Up the Hudson Division she 
ran even to the minute, and was recorded 
exactly with her schedule at Albany, Utica, 
Syracuse, Rochester, and Batavia.. There was 
no snow to speak of east of Batavia. Re- 
ports of the engineers indicate that they ex- 
perienced no difficulty in holding the train 
jo the 53 1-3 miles an hour average. The 
fastest time, the 81 miles between Syracuse 
and Rochester, was made in 80 minutes, 
or over a mile a minute. 

To a United Press representative the 
(‘entral officials said to-night that the Em- 
pire State Express had amply atoned for 
her failure to make schedule time yester- 
day and Monday, and promised that in the 
future the train would adhere strictly to 
schedule time. The Empire State Express 
now holds the world's record as the fastest 
eer passenger train. 

he speed of the best trains of foreign 
nations is: England, 51.75 miles per hour; 
Germany, 51.25; France, 49.88; Belgium, 
45.04; Holland, 44.78; Italy, 42.34; Austria- 
Hungary, 41.75. America’ heads the list 
‘with 53.33 miles per hour to the credit of 
the Empire State Express. For more than 
four years this train has made its daily 
run of 440 miles in 520 minutes, which is at 
the rate of 51 miles un hour, including four 
stops and twenty-eight slow-downs. Its 
mew time of 495 minutes is not that of an 
experimental run, but is scheduled for daily 
service between New-York and Buffalo un- 
til a further reduction becomes practicable. 

The best single run between the two cities 
fwas made on Sept. 11 last, when the New- 
York Central train covered the distance of 
436% miles to East Buffalo in 407 minutes, 
an average of 64% miles an hour. This was 
4% miles an hour better than the best Eng- 
fish record over a similar distance, and the 
New-York Central now hoids world’s rec- 
ords for the best single run, and for the 
fastest regular long-distance train. 


SALE POSTPONED. 





New Phase in the Long Island Trac- 
tion Litigation. 


The sale of the Long Island Traction 
Company under the reorganization scheme, 
which was to have occurred at the Real 
Estate Salesroom, at 111 Broadway, this 
city, yesterday, has been postponed. 

The postponement was caused by the ac- 
tion of Emma T. O’Connor, the holder of 
some. of the stock, who began proceedings 
to have the decree of sale set aside. : 

Justice’ Nathan Goff of the United- States 
Cireuit Court, sitting in Richmond, ‘Va., 
has issued an order in the injunction suit, 
setting Dec. 10 as the day on which, the 
order is returnable, when the defendants 
must appear and show cause why the in- 
junctign should not be made permanent. 
Until the matter is settled, therefore, the 
sale will not take place. — : ‘ 

In addition to Mrs. O’Connor’s injunction 
proceedings Patrick H. Flynn has begun 
an action as the owner of bonds of the 
Brooklyn, Queens County and Suburban 
Railroad Company, asking for an order to 
compel the sale of the individual pieces and 
articles of property owned by the traction 
company separately, instead of in bulk. 

Mrs. O’Connor’s petition is made under 
title of the New-York Guaranty and In- 
demnity Company against the Long Island 
Traction Company and others, and alleges 
mismanagement. 

The Long Island Traction Company owns 
the Brooklyn Heights Railroad Company, 
which leases the Brooklyn City Rallroad 
Company. On June 25 a plan of reorganiza- 
tion providing for the incorporation of a 
new company was decided upon, and a 10 
per cent. assessment was called. 

The interest on the $1,875,000 -collateral 
trust notes was not paid on Aug. 1, and 
on Oct. 11 a deeree of sale was entered 
in the Circuit Court of the United States 
for the Eastern District of Virginia, and the 
Peoperty was ordered to be sold by F.

Central Traffic Association. 


CHICAGO, Dec, 4.—Commissioner George R. 
Blanchard, Chairman of the Central Traffic 
Association, returned yesterday from New- 
Orleans. Speaking of the effect upon the 
Central Traffic Association of the new 
Trunk Line Association, Mr. Blanchard said 
that that would be the chief subject for dis- 
cussion at the big meeting of General Man- 
agers here Thursday.

CORONER’S JURY BLAMES NO ONE 


The Accident at the Tilly Foster Mine 
Unavoidable. 


BREWSTER, N. Y., Dec. 4.—Coroner Pen- 
ny held an inquest to-day over the remains 
of the ten. men who were killed in the 
Tilly Foster Mine disaster lriday. Many 
witnesses were examined, the majority of 
them being employes of Contractor Ste- 
phens, who also was present. 

The jury brought in a verdict which 
declared that the men came to their death 
by being crushed by the slide of rock from 
the northeast side of the mine at Tilly 
Foster, and that the accident was unayoid- 
able.

The men who were working in 
the pit this morning were driven out on 
account of falling rock. Work, however, 
was resumed this afternoon with a force 
of forty men blasting the heavy boulders.

This increase in rates will make a material 
difference to the steamship companies if 
they maintain it, as it will average at least 
$12 a steerage passenger. 

There is no means of learning just how 
many emigrants leave this port yearly, but 
during 1894, when the steerage rates were 
cut to $10 a passenger, it was said at the 
steamship offices that they carried away 
more persons in the steerage than they 
broughi here. 

According to the report of Dr. Senner, 
United States Commissioner of Immigra- 
tion, there landed here during the fiscal 
years of 1893-4 and 1894-5, respectively, 
219,046 and 190,928 immigrants, and in 
neither of these years were there so many, 
by several thousands, as in the years just 
preceding them. 

The rate war that the companies indulged 
in last year affected them to such an ex- 
tent that several of them passed their 
dividends for the first time in years.

SYRACUSE GROCERS THE PETITIONERS 


Application to be Made to the At- 


torney General Dec. 19 — Mr. 


Parsons’s Statement for 


the Company. 


Papers were served yesterday. afternoon 
on John E. Searles, Secretary of the Ameri- 
can Sugar Refining Company, at his office, 
in Wall Street, giving notice of proceedings 
to be brought before the Attorney General 
of this State. 

The petitioners, George Hunt and Simon 
Hughes, of Syracuse ask that the Attorney 
General take proceedings to remoke the cer- 
the Secretary of 


State, under Section 15, of the General Cor- 

20ration Laws, authorizing the company to 
do business, upon the ground that the Am- 
erican Sugar Refining Company binds job- 
bers in sugars to sell the products of sugar 
at prices to be determined by the company, 
thereby creating a trust and monopoly, con- 
trary to laws of the State. 

The papers were served by a detective 
jfrom an agency in this city. The detective 
visited the office of Mr. Searles and told the 
clerk that he wished to see that gentleman 
An regard to obtaining a situation, and that 
the had letters of introduction to him. He 
was kept waiting nearly three hours before 
Mr. Searles came out of his private office. 
The papers were immediately served. The 
only comment made vy Mr. Searles was that 
the young man had no need to practice a 
deception in order to gain an audience with 
him, that he would have permitted him to 
Serve the papers willingly. 

Mr. Searles took the petition, covering 
over thirty closely typewritten pages, and 
retired to his private office. A few minutes 
later Lawyer John E, Parsons, counsel of 
the company, appeared, and they remained 
in consultation over an hour. 

When the papers had been examined the 
following was given out by Mr. Parsons, in 
Mr. Searles’s presence, as defining the posi- 
tion of the trust: 

“ Any one*can serve papers upon such an 
application. I have glanced over the pa- 
pers. They proceed upon the idea that the 
American Sugar Refining Company is a 
combination of the large number of pre- 
viously existing corporation and individual 
sugar refiners. There are further allega- 
tions, all for the purpose of establishing that 
the company is a monopoly. The fact is 
that the American Sugar Refining Com- 
pany is the only corporation now existing. 
All preceding corporations have been dis- 
solved and are out of existence. Not only 
is there no law which prevents a corpora- 
tion from acquiring property which pre- 
viously belonged to other individuals or 
companies,. but the statutes of this State 
and of New-Jersey make express provision 
that this may be done. 

“The company has always been most 
careful that nothing should be done to 
countenance the idea of a monopoly. Any- 
body can carry on the business of sugar re- 
fining in this State or anywhere else so 
far as the American company is concerned. 
It has never made any contract or agree- 
ment to the contrary. Any one can buy 
sugar from the American company or from 
any other refiner or seller. Any one can 
sell at any price that he likes.” 

Service of the papers became known in 
Wall Street after the market had closed 
With a net advance of 1 per cent. in the 
stock for the day. 

The petition was brought to this city early 
ony morning by Lawyer Thomas H. 

ood of the firm of Wood & Smith, of 
Syracuse. Mr. Wood last evening, at the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel, said the petition was 
the result of a concerted action by the 
retailers of the State to overthrow the 
American Sugar Refining Company. Many 
of the grocers had been shut off by that 
corporation through the appointing of 
agents of the company’s own selection. 

When asked for the names of some of 
the leading retailers interested, Mr. Wood 
said that, so far as he was concerned, he 
knew only the petitioners in the case— 
George Hunt and Simon Hughes—who, he 
said, were representative retail grocers in 
Syracuse. He denied with much emphasis 
that it was an attempt to “bear” the 
stock. Later, however, he admitted that 
possibly others than retailers were in- 
terested in the outcome of the action, but 
asserted that, so far as he knew, profes- 
sionally, his clients were alone in present- 
ing the petition. 

Mr. Wood and his partner are gnly the 
attorneys in the case, and the counsel of 
the petitioners are Stone, Gannon & Pettit 
of Syracuse. 

The petition states that application to the 
Attorney General will be made in Albany 
Dec. 19, that he take action to perpetually 
enjoin and prohibit the company, its of- 
ficers, and agents, from carrying on within 
the State of New-York the manufacturing, 
refining, and selling of sugar, molasses, 
and melada, and from giving effect to ‘or 
perpetuating the illegal trust, combination, 
and monopoly and conspiracy known as the 
American Sugar Refining Company.” 

A detailed history of the sugar refining 
company follows. It is stated that, in 1887, 
many firms and corporations were engaged 
in the sugar business, and that these firms 
manufactured and sold 727-10 per cent. of 
the sugar consumed in this country. The 
petition then asserts: 

Unilawfully conspiring together, each with the 
others, to control and monopolize the entire busi- 
ness of manufacturing and selling sugar products 
in the United States, and to combine their sev- 
eral interests with the view to crushing out all 
Tivalry and competition, and to hinder, ob- 
struct, and prevent other persons from engaging 
in said business, and preventing competition be- 
tween themselves, and, as between themselves, 
individually, and others engaged in the same 
business, and to fix and maintain such prices 
of such products as they might arbitrarily estab- 
lish, and to create and carry out the restric- 
tion and prevent competition in manufacturing 
and selling, and for the purpose of creating and 
forming a trust to control the manufacture and 
sale of said products, and establishing an unlaw- 
ful monopoly in the manufacture and sale there- 
of, they organized the corporation known as the 
— Refiners Company under the laws of this 
tate. 

It is then claimed that the decisions in 
an action against the North River Refining 
Company declared that the Sugar Refinery 
Company was null and void, being con- 
trary to all and public policy, and that 
thereupon the American Sugar Refining 
Company was organized in New-Jersey. 

In support of the claim that the company 
strives to prevent competition the following 
form of agreement is cited: 

Dear Sir: We inclose herewith invoices of even 
date, from which you are entitled to our usual 
deduction of 1 per cent. trade discount on 100- 
barrel lots, and 1 per cent. for cash, if paid 
within seven days. 

Should you so desire, we shall.be pleased upon 
receipt of within request to constitute you one 
of our agents, in which case sugar will be con- 
Bigned to you for sale, as our factor, upon the 
Following terms, the title to remain in us subject 
to our advances and return to you of your neces- 
sary outlay: 

1. You are to advance to us within thirty days 
the amount of the invoice, which will be made 
up at our daily quotations, less 1 per cent. 
trade dis nt, less 1 per cent. on 100-barrel 
lots, with Wheright to deduct 1 per cent. addi- 
tional if the invoice is made cash in seven days; 
the advance to be without recourse, to, or 
reclamation upon us, and to be due in any 
event. 

2. The sugar, when cold, is to be billed in our 
name, although, in fact, as factor for us, and 
you shall without reclamation at our own cost, 

ay all expenses and assume all risks of the 

roperty and of payment or collection. You 
re not to incur any expense on our account. 

3. None of the sugar shall be sold or disposed 
yf by you either directly or indirectly for less 
than our daily quotation, with freight added from 
refining point of sale, (as per equality rate book,) 
nor on more liberal terms as to credits or cash 
discounts. 

So long as the following conditions are ob- 
gerved by you, we will, upon affidavit to that

Horace 8. Plumb's Gift to the Connecticut
